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Vote canvass Monday may make some losers winners 
Closely contested village election 
may not be thing of past just yet

Wheeling's closely contested election 


for village offices is not over yet. There 
is still a good chance the official vote 
tally will change, turning apparent win- 
ners into losers. 


The first opportunity for a vote change 


is the official canvass of the vote tallies 
by the village board Monday night. If the 
election results are upheld by this can- 
vass. WHIP candidates still have the op- 
tions of asking for a recount and chal- 
lenging the election in court. 


Election returns become official when 


the village board checks the unofficial 
returns against the figures recorded by 
election judges. 


Due to the closeness of the vote, any 


error made in reporting vote returns to 
the village hall Tuesday night could 
change the outcome of the election. 


IN 1061 Village Clerk Evelyn DIens 


was the reported loser in the unofficial 
vote returns. When the official canvass 
was conducted, however, it was dis- 
covered 100 votes had been incorrectly 
recorded. Mrs. Diens was declared the 
winner. 


Several of the seats contested in Tues- 


day's election could be affected by the 
canvass. Only two candidates appear to 
have a large enough vote-margin to be 
safe from an error in the unofficial vote 
count. 


As incumbent To Overall Progress 


Party (TOP) candidate for village clerk 
Mrs. Diens received 498 more votes than 
her Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) 
opponent Marlene Bokina. 


Bill Hein, incumbent TOP trustee can- 


didate, received 135 more votes than the 
next highest trustee candidate. Four oth- 
er trustee candidates were within 35 
votes of each other for the two remaining 
trustee positions. 


IN THE unofficial vote counts, in- 


cumbent TOP candidate for village pres- 
ident Ted Scanlon won election by only 
11 votes over WHIP candidate Otis 
"Skip" Hedlund. 


The vote count for village trustee of- 


fices was even closer. TOP candidate 
Richard Missing edged out Incumbent 
TOP candidate Al Lang by only three 
votes. WHIP candidate Don Jackson re- 
ceived only seven votes more than Miss- 
ing and 10 votes more than Lang. 


Connie Heitkotter, WHIP candidate for 


trustee, came within 28 votes of Missing. 


Due to the closeness of the vote, WHIP 


candidates are considering challenging 
the election. WHIP party members were

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Recount possible~but who, when, where? 


Although candidates in Wheeling's vil- 


lage election are talking about a possible 
recount of the votes cast Tuesday, no one 
seems to know exactly how to get a 
recount or who will oversee it. 


Attorney John M. Burke, representing 


the Wheeling Independent Party, said he 
can request an informal recount of not 
more than 25 per cent of the precincts by 
filing a "petition for discovery." 


This procedure, however, has no offi- 


cial effect on the outcome of the election. 
It can merely be used to see if there is a 
reason for further action. 


Burke said he can ask for this informal 


recount because there was less than five 
per cent difference between the votes 
cast for some of the opposing candidates. 


Such a petition must be filed within 


five days of the official canvass of the 
ballots. This canvass will take place 
Monday night when the village board 
compares the unofficial vote returns to 
the figures reported by the election jud- 
ges. 


ALTHOUGH THE petition for dis- 


covery must be filed with the village 
clerk, it is unclear whether the county or 
the village would be responsible for re- 
counting the ballots. Officials at thte 
county board of elections were unavail- 
able to clarify this question. 


Burke said it appears that the only 


way to get a full recount of the election 
votes is to contest the election. Action 
counting the ballots. Officials at the 


within 30 days of the canvass by filing a 
complaint with the circuit court. 


According to Burke, any contest to an 


election must either allege vote fraud or 
improper figuring. He said, however, he 
is waiting to contact someone at the coun- 
ty board of elections to clarify bis quest- 
ions concerning the procedeure for re- 
count. 


"It's a confusing law, and there are 


contradictions in the law itself," he said. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer agreed that 


the election laws are confusing. He said, 
however, he did not wish to comment on 
possible action by the candidates in chal- 
lenging the election. "I do not want to 
tell Mr. Burke how to practice law," he 
said. 


reportedly polling their poll watchers 
yesterday to find out if there were any 
irregularities in the precincts. 


THESE irregularities would be used as 


a basis for any court challenge of the 
election results. Hedlund said Tuesday 
there were reports of some irregularities 
during voting. 


"There were some irregular counting 


procedures in some of the precincts," he 
said. "Some of our watchers weren't 
allowed to see the ballots when they 
were counted, and then there were some 
challenged ballots." 


WHIP attorney John M. Burke said the 


candidates would probably first ask for 
an informal recount of the vote by filing 
a "petition for discovery." This proce- 
dure is designed to determine if there is 
any reason to contest the vote count in 
court. 


A "petition for discovery" is allowed 


only when paper ballots are used and 
when the vote count shows less than five 


per cent difference between any two can- 
didates in an election. 


ONCE THE petition is filed with the 


village clerk, the votes are recounted in 
no more than 25 per cent of the pre- 
cincts. This procedure costs $10 per pre- 
cinct, and must be begun within five 
days of the vote canvass. 


If any discrepancies are discovered, 


the WHIP candidates could request an 
official recount of all the precincts and 
contest the election through the courts. 


While a recount could mean several 


TOP candidates would be unseated by 


WHIP candidates, WHIP could also lose 
the one position they appear to have 
won. Don Jackson, however, said he 
would favor a recount despite the possi- 
bility that he might lose the election. 


"I'm in favor of it," Jackson said. "I 


realize of course that with a recount 
there is a possibility that as close as I 
am I could lose my position." 


Jackson said he was willing to take the 


calculated risk because of the number of 
TOP oriented election judges. He said 
any discrepancy in the vote would prob- 
ably be in WHIP's favor.

Surprise, disappointment expressed 
Was Tuesday's vote too close for comfort? 


Candidates of both Wheeling political 


parties have expressed surprise by the 
closeness of the vote in Tuesday's village 
election and disappointment with the re- 
sults. 


The victory party for the apparent win- 


ners on the To Overall Progress Party 
(TOP) ticket was dampened by the 
three-vote defeat of incumbent Trustee 
Al Lang. The four victorious candidates 
also expressed some concern for the 
closeness of the vote, which decided at 
least one seat by as few as 10 votes. 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted Scanlon, who 


was reelected by only 11 votes, said he 
had expected a close vote. He said the 
members of the members of the opposing 
Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) de- 
served credit for their efficient election 
campaign. 


"They had a fantastic organization go- 


ing for them," Scanlon said. "I think 
WHIP deserves a lot of credit." 


WHIP party candidates, however, said 


they lost the election because they did 
not get enough of their voters to the 
polls. Otis "Skip" Hedlund, WHIP candi- 
date for village president, said the party 
had enough voters to win the election. 


The one victorious WHIP candidate, 


Don Jackson, who won a trustee position 
by 10 votes, agreed with Hedlund. "I'm 
sure If we had a bigger vote we would 
have won," he said. "But you sure 
couldn't blame it on the weather." 


Jackson said he was disappointed with 


the election results despite his victory. 
He said he had anticipated a clean sweep 
for the candidates of his party. 


"It will be difficult for me to imple- 


ment our platform and the plans we had 
for the village," he added. 


AS A NEW TRUSTEE, Jackson said he 


will serve as a representative of the 
people who elected him by trying to 
enact programs on planning and beau- 
tification. He said he will not assume the 
position of head of the WHIP party de- 
spite the fact that he is the only WHIP 
member on the village board. 


Hedlund was more cheerful about the 


election results even though he said he 
was disappointed that the entire slate 
was not elected. 


"We almost doubled our output," he 


said comparing the vote to the 1971 elec- 
tion. "We won only one official seat, but 
almost doubling our vote output means a 
tremendous amount to our party." 


This was the second year the WHIP 


party has run for village election and 
come close to defeating the opposing 
slate. Hedlund said this year's defeat will 
not mean the end of WHIP's participa- 
tion in politics or elections. 


"It took two elections to get one elect- 


ed," he said. "The next one will be bet- 
ter." 


BILL HEIN, successful TOP candidate 


for trustee, said he could not say what 
the close vote indicated. 


"It's so complex right now about why 


it went the way it did," he said. He 
added that the outcome showed people 
still believed in the record of the present 
village administration. 


Evelyn Diens, TOP's victorious candi- 


date for village clerk, said her reelection 
showed people had confidence in the 
work she has done. She said she was sur- 


prised by the closeness of the vote. 


"I was expecting at least two to one," 


she said. 


Newly elected 
TOP candidate for 


trustee, Richard Missing, said he, too, 
was surprised at the vote. 


"I kind of thought we'd sweep the 


whole ticket," he said. 


Missing said he was not worried about 


the possibility of a recount even though 
he won his seat by only three votes. 


"I think we had pretty competent judg- 


es and people counting the ballots," he 
said. 


Scanlon said the overall election cam* 


paign got many people in the village in- 
volved for the first time. 


"This election woke the village up," he 


said. "I think both parties made the vil- 
lage fully aware we can work together."

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Murder admission enters Jayne case

A confession allegedly made by Julius 


Barnes, outlining his role in the 1970 
murder of George Jayne, is expected to 
be introduced into evidence today as 
prosecutors make a final attempt to con- 
vict the three men charged with the rifle 
staying. 


On trial for the murder of the In- 


verness horseman are his brother, Silas, 
K5: Joseph LaPlaca, 49; and Barnes, 39 
— the man the state says pulled the trig- 
ger on the high-powered .30-caliber rifle 
Oct. 
28, 1070, outside George Jayne's 


house. 


Assistant State's Atty. Nicholas Moth- 


erway is expected to seek the in- 
troduction of the incriminating evidence 
against Barnes and the others through 
questioning of former Assistant State's 
Atty. Matt Walsh, who led the in- 
vestigation prior to his resignation from 
the office. 


WALSH CURRENTLY is special legal 


adviser to Cook County Sheriff Richard 
Elrod. He testified during pre-trial hear- 
ings that Barnes initially denied any 
knowledge of the shooting, but decided to 
cooperate with police after he learned 
Melvin Adams had been granted immun- 
ity from prosecution. 


Barnes' attorney, G«orge Howard, last 


year tried unsuccessfully to have the 
confession suppressed from 
evidence, 


claiming Barnes was under duress and 
was coerced by police. 


The questioning of Walsh is expected to 


signal the completion of the state's case 
against the trio. 


Yesterday, the defense team of Boston 


attorney F. Lee Bailey; his partner, Ger- 
ald Alch; and Howard continued its tac- 
tics of attempting to discredit eveiy wit- 
ness the state called. 


Bailey yesterday hinted Adams, the 


state's star witness, lied about his part in 
the murder of George Jayne by implicat- 
ing Silas Jayne and two other men in the 
slaving, 


Bailey, for the second day, cross exam- 


ined William R. Collins, special agent for 
the Illinois Bureau of Investigation (IBI), 
trying to show Adams duped Collins into 
letting him make statements which 
shifted the blame to the three defend- 
ants. 


Collins testified Tuesday he bugged a 


conversation between Adams and Barnes 
seven months after the murder. The con- 
versation was used to solidify the state's 
case and resulted in the arrest of the 
defendants three days later. 


Bailey implied Adams was allowed to 


set up most of the details surrounding 
the meeting and thereby throw any sus- 
picion that he was the triggerman onto 
Barnes. 


Bailey also implied Adams acted sin- 


cerely in helping the prosecution only be- 
cause he wanted to avoid prosecution. 


"Didn't your questioning lead Melvin 


Adams to believe he had to come up with 
a triggerman or there's no deal (for im- 
munity)," Bailey asked Collins. 


Medical unit backs abortion bill package 


The Illinois State Medical Society yes- 


terday announced its support for a pack- 
age of abortion bills Introduced in the 
fllinoto Senate earlier this week by Sen. 
PWllpJ. Rock, D-Chicago 


The bills, which would impose certain 


restrictions on the performance of abor- 
tions, abo were endorsed by the Illinois 
Department of Public Health - which 
would administer the laws — and by the 
Illinois Hospital Association. 


Dr. Joyce Laahof, acting director of 


the Illinois Department of Public Health, 
said the bills were made necessary by 
the recent Supreme Court decision strik- 
ing down the old criminal abortion laws, 


"There is now no law on the books con- 


cerning abortion," she observed, adding 
that the Department of Public Health 
feels it is responsible for protecting the 
health and welfare of women seeking 
abortions. 


DR. LASHOF said the proposed legis- 


lation would "provide a comprehensive 
means of restricting abortions in order to 
safeguard the physical, mental and emo-

tional welfare of the patients involved." 


The first bill, called the Illinois Abor- 


tion Bill, defines the first, second and 
third trimester of pregnancy and estab- 
lishes the conditions to be met in each 
period in order for an abortion to be per- 
formed. 


During the first 12 weeks of gestation, 


commencing from ovulation, abortions 
may be performed by physicians in a 
clinic. From week 13 through 24, abor- 
tions must be performed in a hospital. 
During the last trimester of pregnancy, 
an abortion may be performed only "to 
preserve the life or ... physical or men- 
tal health of the mother" and only after 
the physician has consulted with at least 
two other physicians. 


The Medical Practice Act, originally 


passed in 1923, is amended by the second 
abortion bill to restrict performance of 
abortions to licensed hospitals or ambu- 
latory surgical treatment centers. Viola- 
tion of this provision would result in pos- 
sible revocation of a physician's license. 


Finally, an Ambulatory Surgical Treat- 


ment Center bill defines such clinics and 
requires that they be licensed by the De- 
partment of Public Health. It dis- 
tinguishes between these facilities and 
hospitals, prohibiting overnight patients 
but requiring certain follow-up care. 


THE IHA, according to a spokesman, 


does not completely endorse this part of 
the abortion package. He said IHA con- 
siders ownership of the ambulatory cen- 
ters important and objects to "the smack 
of invested interests." 


IHA, the spokesman said, would like to 


require proof that such a facility is 
needed in a particular community, and 
that the owners and operators of the cen- 
ters "have fiscal responsibility" and are 
"morally qualified." 


Dr. Willard C. Scrivner, president of 


the ISMS, said the medical treatment 
centers would be "properly licensed," 
and he said he is hopeful the centers 
would create competition that would 
bring abortion rates down to an "accept- 
able" level. 


Doctors Scrivner and Lashof both em- 


phasized what they consider important 
fine points of the proposed legislation — 
such as provisions for keeping con- 
fidential medical records on abortions, 
and for counseling services. The bills 
also allow individual hospitals and medi- 
cal personnel to decline participation in 
abortions for reasons of conscience. 


"We feel these bills capture the spirit 


of the Supreme Court decision," Dr. 
Scrivner said in urging support for their 
passage. 


The agent answered, "No, sir. That is 


not true." 


Bailey continued, "Isn't that like a de- 


fense attorney telling his client his case 
was good if the light was green, then ask 
ing, 'Now — what color was that light?' " 


Bailey hinted collusion between IBI 


agents and Adams in the gathering of 
evidence to implicate the three defend- 
ants. 


"Isn't it true you wanted Melvin 


Adams to use Silas Jayne's name in the 
conversation for the purpose of solidifying 
your case?" Bailey asked. 


Collins answered, "No, sir it is not." 
"Did you tell him (Adams) before you 


took his story who you wanted found 
wrapped up in his story?" Bailey contin- 
ued. 


"No, 
sir — it was never discussed," 


Collins said. 


"Did 
you ever suggest to Melvin 


Adams that you get LaPlaca and Jayne 
through conversation while using a trans- 
mitter?" 


Collins answered, "The subject was 


discussed, but Adams said he was told 
by LaPlaca never to contact Jayne per- 
sonally. We were afraid to arouse suspi- 
cion." 


Bailey challenged that Collins did not do 


enough to support or corroborate Adams' 
story and did not sufficiently checkout a 
supposed meeting between Adams, Jayne 
and LaPlaca in a restaurant parking lot 
in Elgin where they allegedly plotted the 
murder. He said Collins deliberately 
avoided mentioning the specific date of 
the meeting, "so you wouldn't get boxed 
in." Collins denied the charge.

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Vote aftermath: 
few split tickets

A News Analysis 


There appeared to be little ticket split- 


ting In Wheeling's village election Tues- 
day which brought about 50 per cent of 
registered voters to the polls. 


For the most part, precincts reported 


vote totals favoring either the To Overall 
Progress Party (TOP) or the Wheeling 
Independent Party (WHIP). Each party 
carried several precincts, some by large 
vote margins. 


Vote tallies showed most of the ticket 


splitting favored TOP village clerk cen- 
dldate Evelyn Dlens over her WHIP op- 
ponent Marlene Boklna. Some WHIP vot- 
ers also crossed party tines and voted for 
incumbent TOP trustee candidate Bill 
Heir, 


Crossovers to the WHIP seemed fewer. 


Some TOP voters appeared to have 
voted for WHIP candidate Otis "Skip" 
Hedlund for village president and Don 
Jackson for trustee. 


V O T I N G 
PATTERNS, however, 


seemed Inconsistent. Some precincts with 
a traditionally large voter turnout report- 
ed light voting. Other precincts had 
heavy voter turnout. 


Precinct eight with its polling place at 


Eugene Field School reported the largest 
vote In the village More than 560 per- 
sons voted, favoring WHIP candidates by 
a two to one margin,

Bill urges 
new sales 
tax split

A new bill to redistribute municipal 


sales tax revenue collected at regional 
shopping centers has been introduced in 
the Illinois House by Rep. Daniel M. 
Pierce, D-Hlghland Park. 


Under Pierce's bill, the municipality in 


which the regional shopping center is lo- 
cated would retain 50 per cent of the one 
per cent municipal sales tax rebated. 
The remaining so per cent would be di- 
vided among all villages and cities with- 
in a six mile radius of the shopping cen- 
ter 


The new bill differs from one in- 


t r o d u c e d 
by Rep 
Giddy 
Dyer, 


R-Hinsdale. which was recently voted 
down in a House committee Mrs. Dyer's 
bill would have distributed 80 per cent of 
the municipal sales tax on a statewide 
per capita basis. The municipality in 
which the tax was collected would retain 
20 per cent of the revenue. 


Most Northwest suburban mayors op- 


posed Mrs. Dyer's bill and several, in- 
cluding Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher, Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 
Teichert and Rolling Meadows Mayor 
Roland Meyer testified against the bill in 
the house committee. 


TEICMERT SAID Wednesday he was 


equally opposed to Pierce's proposal. 
"All 
the reasons for opposing the Dyer 


bill would be just as valid. This also 
changes the ground rules now that every- 
one has planned and developed 
their 


community " 


Reducing the area of redistribution and 


applying it only to regional shopping cen- 
ters does not change the principle of 
state redistribution of local funds, he 
said. It is only a maneuver to make the 
bill more palatable to more commu- 
nities, he added. 


"Communities who didn't want com- 


merce and industry, the traffic and other 
problems that go with it, would now reap 
the benefits." Teichert said. "I really 
don't think this bill will garner more sup- 
port, as the principle is still wrong." 


Pierce's bill would affect many of the 


Northwest suburbs because of their prox- 
imity to Schaumburg's Woodfield 'Mail 
and Mount Prospect's Randhurst. 


If THEY ARE within the six mile 


radius Pierce's bill specifies, the suburbs 
would share in the sales tax revenues 
which presently goes only to Schaum- 
burg and Mount Prospect.

WHIP also showed substantial strength 


in the Wheeling High School area and on 
the northern part of Schoenbeck Road.

Other areas of the 
village were split between the two par- 
ties. 


AFTER AN INITIAL spurt of voters 


early in the morning, most precincts re- 
ported slow voter turnout. The most sig- 
nificant vote total jump came in the last 
hours of voting. 


Unofficial vote counts showed 1,167 


persons had voted at 10:30 a.m. By 1:30 
p.m., 
only 1,777 voters had been to the 


polls At 3:30, this figure reached 2,300. 


The final vote estimate was 3,460 per- 


sons There are an estimated 6,880 reg- 
istered voters in the village. 


The lightest voter turnout was at Pre- 


cinct 12, voting at the VIP Apartments, 
and Precinct 11, voting at Wheeling High 
School. Precinct 10 voting at the Cedar 
Run clubhouse also reported light voter 
turnout. All three had fewer than 200 vot- 
ers. 
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Bob Coffin, Up With People's sound engineer 
He 
9s an oldtimer on his job — at 25

At the ripe old age of 25, Long Grove 


resident Bob Coffin is considered an old- 
timer in his job. He's a backstage stal- 
wart of the "Up With People" song and 
dance troupe, a group of college and high 
school students featured tonight in a one- 
hour television broadcast. 


As sound engineer, Coffin is respon- 


sible for controlling microphones, ampli- 
fiers and other equipment to make sure 
that the right singer is heard at the right 
time. 


The television special will be aired at 9 


p.m. tonight, on Channel 2. A cast of 135 
young people age 17 to 24 will be singing 
original music — rock, jazz, country and 
folk — all choreographed on stage. An 
international group of young people form 


the three casts with Up With People. 


And behind the scenes, Coffin is regu- 


lating the end product, so that what 
people hear in the audience, sounds as 
good as the singers' voices on stage. 


WHEN HE'S not on tour with the 


group, Coffin is at home in Long Grove 
with his family. A graduate of Adlai Ste- 
venson High School, he completed col- 
lege at Nebraska Wesleyan University in 
Lincoln before signing on with the Up 
With People songsters. 


AT THAT POINT in his life, Coffin was 


already older than most of the per- 
formers in the troupe. After 1% years 
with the organization, Coffin "has ma- 
tured, and learned a lot," said his moth- 
er, Mrs. Robert P. Coffin. 


The Coffin family has been wrapped up 


in the Up With People program for 


years. When the group gave perform- 
a n c e s in surrounding communities, 
young performers would stay overnight 
in the Coffin home, sparking Coffin's in- 
terest in joining the group. 


"He has wanted to do this for a long 


time," Mrs. Coffin said. When he was in 
grade school, Coffin started recording 
the plays put on by his classmates. Lat- 
er, he got into lighting and sound control. 


NOW COFFIN is working with one of 


three casts of performers. His current 
group, Cast B, is the educational cast, 
formed of half college and half high 
school singers. Professors and teachers 
travel with the group to keep up with the 
youths' schooling, and special graduation 
ceremonies are scheduled for May. 


During his first year with the Up With 


People casts, Coffin toured Europe and 


much of the United States. And last fall 
he was with the group in special per- 
formances at the Olympics. 


Small groups of performers go out into 


the community during their tours around 
the United States, to entertain at homes 
for senior citizens, the blind, deaf, handi- 
capped, or local organizations. 


Tonight's television special was shot 


entirely on location in New Mexico be- 
fore live audiences. 


Drug pushers being questioned in murder probe

Lake County sheriff's 
investigators 


were continuing to question known drug 
pushers and addicts in the Northwest 
suburban area for leads in the murder of 
a Mount Prospect man found Saturday in 
the trunk of his car. 


Jerry Chuetz, chief deputy sheriff, said 


investigators believe the victim, Michael 
Taylor, 19, of 1800 Knights Bridge Dr., 
may have swindled one of his killers in a 
narcotics deal 


Taylor, an addict wanted for armed 


robberies last year in Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect, Palatine and Skokie, 
was found in the trunk of his abandoned 
car near Mundelein. 


INVESTIGATORS believe he was mur- 


dered early this year in Des Plaines or 
Mount Prospect and driven to the spot 
where the car was found. He was shot in 
the chest gangland-style with a shotgun 
and stabbed twice in the back. 


"We are trying to get a lead into the 


case by backtracking his immediate past 


whereabouts through interviewing people 
that had associated with him," Chuetz 
said. 


Taylor had been a narcotics user since 


he was 15, according to police and was 
well known to addicts and pushers on 
Chicago's Northwest Side. He was said to 
have been supporting a $50 a day heroin 
habit. 


Des Plaines police had been searching 


for Taylor since Jan. 15 after he failed to 
appear in court on armed 
robbery 


charges. 


TAYLOR WAS believed to have been 


involved in a series of grocery store rob- 
beries in Des Plaines and Mount Pros- 
pect last fall with James LaRocco, 20, of 
8414 Greenwood Ave., Niles. 


The armed holdups are estimated to 


have netted the pair close to $900. 


Niles police arrested LaRocco last Oc- 


tober after stopping him for a traffic vio- 
lation and discovering a knife and ski 
mask used in the robberies in his car. 


Under questioning, LaRocco implicated

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Mrs. Lombardo's going home

When Ermelinda Lombardo came to 


this country from her native Italy, she 
was 15 years old. Today, Mrs. Lombardo 
is 68 and she ha* decided now might be a 
good time for a visit back to her home- 
land. 


No one can say Mrs. Lombardo hasn't 


earned a vacation. Last November, she 
retired after 22 years as the proprietor of 
the Heirloom Gift Shop, 108 E. Northwest 
Hwy., Mount Prospect. 


Mrs. Lombardo opened the shop in 


Mount Prospect in 1951 after 10 years 
experience in a similar shop on north 
Clark St. in Chicago. At both stores she 
dealt in the sale of imported gifts: pre- 
cious glassware, stone and crystal ob- 
jects. Her business never allowed her the 
chance, however, to travel to the country 
of origin of any of her merchandise. 
"We'd just go to the gift shows at the 
Palmer House and the Merchandise 
Mart to place the orders," she explained. 


MRS. LOMBARDO decided to open up 


the first gift shop more than 30 years ago 
because of a hobby. "I've always liked 
art and I used to collect a lot of art 
work," she said. She had no formal 
training in art or interior decorating. "I 
didn't need any courses, I knew it from 
instinct," she explained. 


Mrs. Lombardo spent many hours on 


the one-woman business. "I was the buy- 


er and seller and everything," she said. 
Because her husband had a shoe shop of 
his own, she couldn't expect any help 
from him. And raising three children 
while maintaining the store in Chicago 
didn't leave much extra time. 


When the Lombardos mved to Mount 


Prospect, they transported both business- 
es to the same building on Northwest 
Highway. And until recently, they en- 
joyed the life. But 32 years in business is 
a long time. "We didn't want to work 
anymore," Mrs. Lombardo said simply 
in explaining why she and her husband 
decided to retire,

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Highway toll-removal stalled in House 
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by BOB LAHEY 


A legislative proposal to require re- 


moval of tolls from all Illinois tollways 
when construction bonds are paid off has 
been stalled in a House committee. 


The bill, which would also ban further 


construction of tollways, is sponsored by 
Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe. 


It was stalled in the House Trans- 


portation Committee by an 8-8 vote on a 
motion to recommend Its passage to the 
House. 


KATZ SAID HJE will attempt to gain 


enough votes from the full membership 
to discharge the Transportation Com- 
mittee from consideration of the bill and 
bring it to a vote on the House floor. He 
originally had hoped to gain the vote of 
one committee member absent from a 
hearing on the bill in order to get com- 
mittee approval. However, he reported 
that the absent member, Rep. Herbert 
Huskey. R-Oak Lawn, had indicated that 
he would oppose the bill. 


Among committee members voting 


against the bill was Rep. Donald L. Tot- 
ten, R-Hoffman Estates. 


Katz maintains that Illinois voters ac- 


cepted the tollroad program under the 
administration of Republican Gov. W.il- 
liam G. Stratton in 1953 on the promise 
that tolls would be removed when the 
bonds needed to build them were retired. 


However, the Illinois Toll Highway 


Commission announced plans in 1969 for 
extensive tollroad construction through- 
out the state, and the legislature pledged 
tolls from existing highways for exten- 
sion of the East-West Tollway. 


OPPONENTS OF THE bill to remove 


the tolls have suggested that the existing 
rates could be reduced to lessen the cost 
to tollway users. Suggested tolls ranged 
from 5 to 25 cents. 


Tot ten, a former engineer with the Illi- 


nois Department of Transportation, said 
he oppsed the bill because it did not take 
into account the cost of maintenance of 
the roads, which he estimated at $8,000 
to $9,000 per lane-mile annually. 


Class hits Nike Base housing 


S t a t e Sen. 
Bradley M. Glass, 


R-Northfield, has protested to the Navy 
its plans for construction of 140 housing 
units for naval personnel at the Arlington 
Heights Nike Site near Central and Wilke 
roads. 


In a letter to Adm. Draper L. Kauf- 


man, commandant of the 9th Naval Dis- 
trict. Glass said: 


"I strongly urge that the last remain- 


ing large open expanse of land In Arling- 
ton Heights, III, — earmarked for flood 
control and recreational purposes — not 
be developed with naval housing units at 
the Arlington Heights Army Air Defense 


Base. 


"If reports of this proposed devel- 


opment are accurate, public notice and 
public hearings should be held so that 
the true impact of the plans may be 
known. I respectfully request that you 
take into account needs of the local com- 
munity and would appreciate being in- 
formed as to the status of this matter." 


Glass represents the 1st Legislative 


District, which includes the northern half 
of Wheeling Township. 


His protest follows the objections al- 


ready raised by Arlington Heights Park 
District and village officials.

He said he favored reducing the tolls 


to the amount needed for the $24 million 
maintenance costs on the road, after the 
bonds are paid. 


He said he favored building only those 


tollroads which could pay for them- 
selves, rather than using existing tolls 
for new roads. "But I can see the view- 
point of people Downstate," he added. 
"That's the only way they are going to 
get a road." 


KATZ SAID, reducing tolls would sim- 


ply lengthen the time required to pay off 
existing bonds, and would likely attract 
more traffic, adding to already con- 
gested conditions. 


He estimated that tolls of 5 or 10 cents 


would produce little more revenues than 
needed to pay the state-employed oper- 
ators of collection booths. 


Matthew C. Sielski of the Chicago Mo- 


tor Club testified before the Trans- 
portation Committee last week that in 
Ohio, the cost of operating toll booths is 
equal to 75 per cent of the cost of all 
other highway maintenance in the state. 


Sielski also pointed out that tollway 


users in the Chicago area pay 2.5 cents 
per mile — 30 cents every 10 to 12 miles 
— to use the roads. Added to the average 
gasoline consumption of 15 miles per gal- 
lon, he said, it makes the cost of travel 
on toll roads equivalent to a gasoline 
price of 49 cents per gallon. 


Sielski and Katz also argued that 


heavy traffic jams at toll booths defeat 
the fundamental purpose of highways, 
the convenient movement of traffic. 


Citing huge revenues from the toll- 


roads, Sielski said the income rose from 
approximately $20 million in 1960 to $61.2 
million last year. "If no further financial 
commitments are made, there is no 
question but that the bonds could soon be 
retired."

He's '76 favorite: Wheeling Twp. survey 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew continues to lead the 


pack as the 1976 presidential favorite among Wheeling 
Township Republicans, according to a survey conducted 
by the regular township Republican organization. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-I11., ran a respectable 


second to Agnew in the poll of the generally conserva- 
tive township where animosity toward Mm has not been 
unknown. 


The poll also showed strong potential support for 


Democrat John Connally, should he change allegiance 
to the GOP. Connally ran a close third to Percy among 
first choices for president — and 260 of 535 persons re- 
sponding to the poll said they would seriously consider 
Connally as a Republican presidential nominee. 


THE 1,800 MOST active members of the township 


organization were asked to list their first, second and 
third choices from among six potential candidates. Cal- 
ifornia Gov. Ronald Reagan led in the second choice 
balloting and tied with New York Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
feller for third choice. 


The sixth candidate listed was Massachussetts Sen. 


Edward Brooke. Voting totals were: 


FIRST CHOICE: Agnew, 200; Percy, 105; Connally, 


90; Reagan, 80; Rockefeller, 21; Brooke, 2. 


SECOND CHOICE: Reagan, 129; Agnew, 108; Con- 


nally, 88; Percy, 51; Rockefeller, 43; Brooke, 33. 


THIRD CHOICE: Reagan, Rockefeller, 76; Percy,

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AT&T entertains idea of taking another dime out of your pocket

The spector of the 20-cent phone call 


vtas raised by high corporate officers of 
American Telephone & Telegraph Corp. 
yesterday as part of the giant company's 
needs for more capital to meet ex- 
panding costs. 


It's all part of the push by the giant 


utility for better service and improved 
earnings, as explained at the annual 
meeting of AT4T yesterday In Chicago. 


More than 3,400 stockholders turned 


out for the McCormlck Place gathering 
as corporate reasoning on prospects for 


earnings and increased efficiency were 
ticked off in reports by AT&T officers. 
This, despite the interruption of Chair- 
man John D. deButts opening remarks 
by a Chicago's Protest group demanding 
a conference, and several lengthy inter- 
ruptions by stockholders dissatisfied with 
developments at the meeting. 


As indicated in the annual report by 


AT&T corporate controller of Bell tele- 
phone the utility will continue to press 
for rate increases, such as the proposed 
rate increase now pending in Illinois. 


THIS IS ONE of 17 rate cases pending 


across the country for the corporation. 
The chairman's prediction that the 20- 
cent phone call will be initiated follows 
the introduction in the state of Washing- 
ton of the 15-cent call. 


"Our effort is to see that the average 


user does not pay for the services used 
by others," deButts said. He said SO per 
cent of operator-assisted calls, for ex- 
ample, are originated by five per cent of 
the Bell system customers. He added 
that 22 per cent of the phone operators 
are employed for this customer-related 
service. 


As a result, the utility .would like to see 


a charge levied for customers who use 
directory assistance above a certain 
number of calls. 


The board chairman told shareholders 


that even if the telephone business were 
s u d d e n l y faced with no additional 
growth, the company would still need 
higher rates. 


Discussing the question of service, W. 


L. Lindholm, AT&T vice chairman of the 
board, said service is "better." Although 
he conceded that improvements are 


Key county, suburb zoning cose before Appellate Court 


The Illinois Appellate Court will hear 


arguments soon in a lawsuit aimed at 
giving suburbs power to combat objec- 
tionable Cook County zoning decisions. 


The case dealing with how home rule 


powers of neighboring municipalities af- 
fect the county's zoning authority in 
unincorporated areas is being appealed 
by a homeowners group and the Village 
of Northbrook. 


The suit concerns a 96-acre apartment 


project approved by Cook County. The 
site is in both Wheeling and Northfield 
townships, west of the trl-State Tollway 
and south of Lake-Cook Road. 


Attorney Martin Smith, representing 


Northbrook, argues the village's home 
rule powers give it authority to challenge 
county zoning decisions in court. 


Earlier court rulings, before home rule 


powers were granted to municipalities, 
held suburban towns did not have the au- 
thority to sue to reverse county zoning 
decisions. 


SMITH ALSO contends that Cook Coun- 


ty's failure to adopt a comprehensive de- 
velopment plan for unincorporated areas 
diminishes the legal strength county zon- 
ing decisions would otherwise carry. 


Attorney Charles G. Haskins, who rep- 


resents developers of the property, Ori- 
ger Builders Inc. and Thomas Origer, ar- 
gues Northbrook'? home rule powers do 
not extend beyond its corporate bound- 
aries to the apartment site. 


In a recently filed brief, Haskins cites 


cases to show the court should presume 
the county's zoning decision is valid 'and 
not overturn it unless there is proof that 
the manifest weight of the evidence is 
opposed to the county's original decision. 


He says that Northbrook's home rule 


powers "by no stretch of the imagination 
can infringe upon the home rule granted 
to Cook County." 


PAUL BIEBEL, assistant state's attor- 


ney representing Cook County, said yes- 
terday briefs in the case are almost com- 
pletely filed and the case should come up 


soon for oral argument 'before the appel- 
late court. 


Biebel said the crux of the case may 


deal with the one phrase in the home 
rule provisions of the constitution, the 
words "within its jurisdiction." 


Biebel says municipalities' home rule 


ordinances take precedence over Cook 
County ordinances within the jurisdiction 
of the municipality. State statutes give 
municipalities a voice in planning land 
use in unincorporated areas within 1% 
miles of their borders. What the appel- 
late court must decide, Biebel said, is 
whether "within its jurisdiction" includes 
the municipalities planning powers with- 
in that 1%-mile area. 


Biebel said Cook County hasn't filed a 


brief in the case but may do so. 


ANOTHER BRIEF, one filed by the 


Forest View Homeowners Association, 
may not be considered by the court, Bie- 
bel said because Origer had challenged it 
on the grounds the homeowners associ- 
ation originally said it would adopt 
Northbrook's brief as its own. 


In a rebuttal brief filed last Friday, 


Smith argues that Northbrook doesn't 
claim it has the right to preempt county 
zoning. 


Instead, he contends, the village under 


its home rule powers claims the right to 
sue to stop the development because it 
will hurt village property values, in- 
crease traffic within the village, overload 
interceptor sewers, and burden village 
fire protection.

automakers. Curbing 90 per cent of car- 
bon monoxide and hydrocarbon emis- 
sions could be accomplished only if it is 
not tied to the nitrogen oxide standard, 
they say. 


Ruckelshaus' testimony this week be- 


fore the Senate Clean Air and Water 
Committee marks the second time in a 
week that he's gone to bat for the au- 
tomakers. His agency last week granted 
a one-year extension on the original 1975 
enforcement date for hydrocarbon and 
carbon monoxide emission controls 


Meanwhile, cities still faced with the 


1975 air quality requirements may suffer 
the consequences of the EPA decision. If 
autos are not equipped with adequate 
controls on hydrocarbon and carbon 
monoxide emissions, says New York City 
Mayor John Lindsay, a ban of private 
automobiles and gas rationing for com- 
mercial vehicles may have to be im- 
posed.

The Commonwealth Edison Co. said it 


would need "substantial power levels" of 
output from its new nuclear unit at the 
Zion, III, station to assure its customers 
their hot-weather needs for summer will 
be met. 


The Atomic Energy Commission is cur- 


rently conducting hearings on an oper- 
ating license for the station which has a 
new 1,100 megawatt nuclear unit near 
completion and a second similar unit 
scheduled to be completed later this 
year. 


Thomas G Ayers, Edison chairman 


and president, said: "The service relia- 
bility we provide this summer will hinge 
greatly on our being able to operate Zion 
1 at substantial power levels. With ade- 
quate help from this new nuclear unit, 
we will be prepared to meet hot weather 
loads. Without, our capacity will be pre- 
cariously close to expected demands and 
the likelihood of power shortages will be 
greatly increased." 


Ayres' statements were included in the 


company's release of its financial state- 
ments. 


Earnings for the one-year period were 


$3 41 a common share compared with 
$2.89 for the corresponding period ending 
a year earlier on revenues of $1.162 mil- 
lion compared with $1024 million. 


Ayers said the earnings were not suf- 


ficient "to meet our capital requirements 
in today's competitive money markets." 


He said "higher rates are inevitable if 


we are to contend with steadily rising 
costs of buildings and financing new and 
environmentally improved facilities and 
the increasing expense of maintaining an 
expanding system."

Nixon lifts oil import quotas 
to head off energy crisis 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixon has suspended all oil import 
quotas and lifted tariffs on oil in an ef- 
fort to meet an "energy challenge" that 
he said threatens to blossom into an 
"energy crisis." 


Nixon also called for elimination of 


price regulations on newly discovered 
natural gas, a step he said would in- 
crease the cost to industry and the con- 
sumer but would encourage development 
of new supplies of the nation's cleanest 
fuel. 


"In the years immediately ahead, we 


must face up to the possibility of occa- 
sional energy shortages and some in- 
creases in energy prices," Nixon said in 
a 19-page message to Congress. 


"Clearly we are facing a vitally impor- 


tant energy challenge," he said. "If pre- 
sent trends continue unchecked, we could 
face a genuine energy crisis." 


NIXON PROPOSED substituting a fee 


of 0.5 cent per gallon for crude oil and up 
to 15 cents a gallon for refined products 
to replace existing quota restrictions on 
imported oil. But he said holders of exist- 
ing quota licenses would be permitted to 
import oil up to their quotas this year 
without paying the fee. They then could 
import additional oil by paying the fee. 


He also eliminated all existing tariffs 


on imported petroleum. 


"The single most effective means of 


encouraging energy conservation is to 
ensure that energy prices reflect their 
true costs," he said. 


Price increases, he said, were a more 


equitable way to limit consumption than 
was rationing. 


NIXON PROPOSED relaxation of 


strict air quality standards which he 
said would discourage use of coal — 
the nation's cheapest and most abundant 
fuel — and shift demand to sulphur-free 
oil or natural gas. 


The Clean Air Act of 1970 imposes 


primary standards related to health and 
more stringest secondary standards re- 
lated to the general welfare. Both re- 
strictions are intended to become effec- 
tive in 1975. 


Nixon termed as "ill-conceived" cur- 


rent Federal Power Commission regu- 
lation of prices on natural gas in inter- 
state commerce. 


"For more than a decade the prices of 


natural gas supplied to pipelines under 
this extended regulation have been kept 
artificially low," he said. "As a result, 
demand has been artificially stimulated 
but the exploration and development re- 
quired to provide new supplies to satisfy 
this increasing demand have been 
allowed to wither." 


HE ALSO SAID existing tax breaks for 


oil firms, such as depletion allowance 
and deductions for some drilling ex- 
penses, must be retained. 


In his long-awaited message outlining 


ways for coping with the nation's energy 
needs, Nixon said some compromises on 
environmental standards were needed to 
keep the costs of energy at reasonable 
levels. 


To stimulate domestic production, Nix- 


on proposed extension of the investment 
tax credit to exploratory oil drilling. He 
said the credit would be more generous 
for successful wells than for dry wells 
"in order to put an additional premium 
on results." 


Nixon directed the Interior Department 


to triple acreage available for oil leases 
offshore on the outer continental shelf. 
He continued suspension of drilling in the 
Santa Barbara Channel off the California 
coatrt, site of a 1969 well blowout, but 
said drilling would be permitted outside 
the channel islands. 


THE PRESIDENT called for increased 


research and development to produce 
new sources of energy such as more ef- 
ficient atomic plants, and he proposed ef- 
forts to conserve present fuel supplies, in 
part by increasing their costs. 


Nixon said gas from new wells, gas 


newly dedicated to interstate markets 
and the continuing production of gas 
from wells on which existing contracts 
have expired no longer should be subject 
to price regulation at the well-head. 


The President conceded that consumer 


prices would rise but because of the 
higher cost, unregulated gas would be 
averaged in with gas that is still regu- 
lated. The consumer should be protected 
against precipitous cost increases. 


NIXON ALSO repeated his previous

and efforts to produce an effective "fast 
breeder" nuclear power reactor. 


He proposed increased efforts to devel- 


op exotic new sources of energy such as 
fusion reactors fueled by a hydrogen iso- 
tope from sea water and improve the 
uses for coal.

Police must 
obey the law 


Evidence presented during the 


Cteorge Jayne murder trial has 
raised a crucial question of basic 
freedom: How large and how pro- 
fessional must a police agency be 
before it agrees to obey the law? 


The question arose as the attor- 


neys defending Silas Jayne, Joseph 
LaPlaca and Julius Barnes, all 
charged with the murder of George 
Jayne of Inverness, cross exam- 
ined Melvm Adams. 


Adams is the state's key witness 


against the trio and has been 
granted 
immunity from prose- 


cution He has testified he was 
hired by Silas and LaPlaca to kill 
George, and later subcontracted 
the job to Barnes. 


Last week a three-hour videotape 


was played in court. The recording 
was made November 10, 1970 — 
less than two weeks following the 
slaying — and showed Adams and 
his wife, Pat, being interrogated at 
Palatine police headquarters. 


A spokesman for the state's at- 


torney's office has said Adams and 
his wife were questioned, alter- 
nately, by Palatine police, by 
agents of the Illinois Bureau of In- 
vestigation and by investigators 
from the state's attorney's office. 


The tape shows Adams and his 


\v ife protesting, near the end of the 
session, they were never advised of 
their constitutional rights, com- 
monly called the "Miranda warn- 
ing " 


The unidentified law enforce- 


ment officers deny that, and state, 
on the tape, five persons witnessed 
such admonitions. 


Whatever the truth of that point, 


the tape clearly proves Adams 
repeatedly requested permission to 
contact an attorney, but was de- 
nied that right through the major- 
ity of the interrogation. 


Moreover, the interrogators on 


several occasions misrepresented 
and otherwise distorted the truth 
about Adams' 
rights and 
at- 


tempted to convince him he should 
not contact a lawyer. 


The men in the room told Adams 


they did not have to advise him of 
his constitutional rights because he 
was not considered a suspect at the 
time. Later, one said as a citizen 
Adams should "make it your busi- 


ness to know your rights." 


They told him he should not call 


a lawyer because he had no money 
left — they had confiscated it — 
and that lawyers "won't make a 
move unless they know they are 
going to be paid." 


The truth is Adams was under 


arrest at the time, inasmuch as he 
was not' free to leave the room 
whenever he wanted. As such, he 
should have been advised of his 
constitutional rights, one of which 
is the right to a lawyer even if he 
cannot afford one. 


Some consider these to be moot 


points because Adams did not in- 
criminate himself during the ques- 
tioning, and because he is not a de- 
fendant in the trial. 


While that is true, however, it 


must be remembered Adams was a 
prime suspect at the time — that 
he had not been granted immunity. 


We are appalled to learn large, 


modern and supposedly sophis- 
ticated police agencies still do not 
hesitate to defy the rights of any 
citizen in their quest to "solve" a 
case. 


We are equally horrified to learn 


certain police agencies apparently 
are willing to jeopardize the sue-. 
cessful prosecution of a major 
crime simply because they are un- 
willing to obey the law. 


Both the office of Cook County 


State's Atty. Bernard Carey and 
U.S. Atty. James Thompson have 
the authority, indeed the obliga- 
tion, to investigate this matter. We 
encourage them to do so — to ex- 
amine the police methods and 
procedures used in the Jayne case. 


The laws of this country are to be 


obeyed by everyone, including the 
police. The U S. Supreme Court 
ruled, in the Miranda decision, that 
every person under arrest must be 
advised of his constitutional rights. 
In the Escobedo decision the high 
court said anyone even being ques- 
tioned by police has the right to an 
attorney. 


Almost every school kid in the 


country knows that. We feel it is 
time the police learned it and be- 
gan to obey. The state's attorney 
and U.S. attorney, as attorneys for 
the people, should take action nec- 
essary to assure every citizen 
those rights. 


Booming magazines 


"Life" may be gone but life goes 


on in the magazine publishing 
field. 


In this era of women's liberation, 


it is interesting to note that one of 
the boomingest areas in the busi- 
ness is men's magazines, chauvin- 
ist pig division. 


Consider that a new one called 


"Gallery," a take-off on "Play- 
boy" (some say a carbon copy), 
sold a million copies of its March 
issue. The latter, however, is still 
going well, along with "Oui" and 
its arch-rival, "Penthouse." 


Soon to enter the competition will 


be "Voir," which is French for 
"see,"asin "peek." 


But magazine publishing isn't go- 


ing entirely to the fleshpots. Sched- 
uled to debut in June is "Single," 
which its promoters say will focus 
on the "intellectual, emotional and 
practical" concerns of the 43 mil- 
lion single, widowed and divorced 
men and women in the United 
States as an answer to the sex-ori- 
ented mags.

Leo Floras 
Mount Prospect 


Bob Lahey 
Web of intrigue 
in ethics plan 


"A tough anti-corruption bill was In- 


troduced in the Illinois Senate Thursday 
by Sen. Karl Berning," the press release 
began. 


Well and good. The release went on to 


explain the Deerfield Republican's plan 
for a Public Integrity Commission of 13 
members chosen by citizens' groups 
throughout the state and barring legisla- 
tors and other public officials from mem- 
bership 


It has some interesting ideas. 
The commission would be privately 


funded and non-profit. It would collect all 
campaign contributions of more than $50 


for state and local candidates, record 
them and pass them on to the candidate. 


It would establish a public service 


trust which would permit candidates to 
place their assets in a blind trust while 
in office 


It would create an omsbudsman to as- 


sist the public with grievances. And it 
would enjoy "qui tarn" status — a legal 
abbreviation referring to one who brings 
legal action on behalf of the state as well 
as himself — so that any ill-gotten funds 
recovered by the commission would be 
split between it and the state treasury. 


About the time you get to thinking that 


Berning has something there, you get to 
Page 3 of the release, which is an organi- 
zation chart for the commission. 


It looks like a spider with gout. 
The head of the spider is the commis- 


sion itself, and the body is the Director, 
with legs extending out to swollen feet 
which include the following subordinates: 


Secretary, 
Controller, 
Bursar, 
In- 


spector. OK. 


Then we have a — oh, oh — Commu- 


nicator; a — what? — Fundamentor; 
and — are you ready for this? — a Publi- 
crat. 


If you don't know what a Publicrat is, 


he would be a guy who supervised the 
Omsbudsman; the Arbiter, who would 
keep the campaigns clean; and the Pur- 
ser, who would not serve drinks on deck, 
but would take care of campaign dis- 
bursements. 


You might have thought the Purser 


would be the Bursar, but the Bursar is 
going to be busy overseeing the work of 
the Proctor, who will not keep the study 
hall quiet, but will supervise the public 
trust fund. The Bursar will also be keep- 
ing an eye on the Grantor, who will grant 
loans — to whom is not specified. 


Over in the Fundamentor's office, 


meanwhile, that official will be directing 
the work of the Solicitor, who will raise 
funds, but presumably not by the means 
the title might imply, and the Projector, 
who when not showing films will plan 
and make budgets. 


Under the Communicator will be the 


Documentor, who will, naturally, head 
the publications department. The public 
information department will be headed 
by a Spokesman (why not Speaker?). 
The legislative research department will 
be under the direction of the Lobbyist, 
not a nice word for a public integrity 
commission to be throwing around. 


The chief of the investigators division 


will be known as the Chief, and he will 
report to the Inspector — whom he will 
p r e s u m a b l y address respectfully as 
"Chief." 


Also reporting to the Inspector will be 


the head of the public officials informa- 
tion clearinghouse, who will be called «fte 
Repositor, which makes you wonder how 
much information which goes into the 
clearinghouse will come out again. He 
will oversee the computer section, head- 
ed by a Datastician (sort of a play on 
words, I guess). 


Also reporting to the Repositor will be 


the Custodian, who I think will be re- 
quired to keep a careful accounting of all 
the loose change he sweeps im.

Briggs said the real cause of the trans- 


portation snarl is the lack of modern 
handling facilities at the ports, especially 
the Gulf ports, plus the usual hazards of 
winter railroading, aggravated by heavy 
late spring snows in the grain belt. 


Briggs said the situation must improve 


now that spring is really here. Russian 
and other foreign ships can sail up the 
St. Lawrence and load grain at lake 
ports Barge trains on the Mississippi 
can handle more grain and the port of 
New Orleans more fully utilized, while 
railways will have no more snow and ice 
to fight 


Railroads do much better now, thanks 


in pan to the electronic computer It en- 
ables them to keep much better track of 
rolling stock and direct empty cars to 


farm regions The modern covered hop- 
per car, which carries 3,200 bushels of 
grain, much more than box cars of 10 
years ago, also makes for greater effi- 
ciency. 


THE RUB IS that the covered hopper 


car requires special unloading machin- 
ery and since our recent grain exports 
have been anything but exciting until this 
year, the port cities haven't installed 
enough such machinery. 


The Midwest Governors Conference in 


Chicago in June is expected to hear com- 
plaints about the transportation snarl. It 
inevitably will cause many farmers and 
grain merchants to lose profits from this 
year's big corn and wheat exports. 


Freight cars are an expensive long- 


term investment. Railways have not 
been prosperous enough to pay interest 
on loans to buy them unless they had 
immediate need for them, so there is 
very little surplus. 


But the railroads are ordering and 


building new cars and buying new lo- 
comotives at a faster clip. 


Not only are the barge lines buying 


new vessels but a $1.75 billion construc- 
tion program is nearing completion to 
equip the Ohio River with bigger locks 
and higher lift dams along the 981 miles 
between Pittsburgh and the junction with 
the Mississippi at Cairo, III. 


Transshipping freight from the barges 


to ocean-going vessels poses the same 
problem at the ports that railroads face. 
And that problem, insisted the railroads' 
Briggs, is the real villain.

Three") to the original membership, Bcl- 
g i u m , France, Germany, Italy,

Six") have made the European Econom- 
ic Community (EC) a formidable world 
economic force. 


• The combined gross national product 


of all nine countries totaled nearly $707 
billion in 1971 — two-thirds that of the 
United States, and three times larger 
than that of Japan. 


• The 1971 population of the expanded 


EC was estimated at 253 million, with

Chicago area 
employment 
making gains 


Employment in the Chicago area in 


March posted the best monthly gain 
since the same period in 1968, according 
to The Chicago Purchaser recent month- 
ly business survey report. 


Some 40 per cent of the firms surveyed 


said they had hired additional employees 
compared with only 33 per cent last 
month or 19 per cent a year ago. 


The Purchaser report shows gains 


from February to March in production, 
new orders and backlog. Some 61 per 
cent of the companies said production 
was higher in March while only 56 per 
cent could report increases a month ear- 
lier. 


Firms which received new orders at a 


faster pace came to 72 per cent in 
March, against 67 per cent in February 
or 57 per cent a year ago. Sixty-nine per 
cent have a larger back log of orders 
versus 49 per cent a year ago. It was 
noted in the report that scarcity of mate- 
rial and long lead times was curtailing 
material inventory build-up. Fifty-six per 
cent of the companies reported larger in- 
ventory compared to 54 per cent last 
month. Twenty-eight per cent reported 
inventory the same compared to 41 per 
cent so reporting in February.

UOP acquired its interest in Rio Tuba 


in 1969 in exchange for detailed explor- 
ation and development work on a nickel- 
bearing laterite deposit on the island of 
Palawan in the Philippines. 


It is anticipated that a large per- 


centage of the ore from the Rio Tuba 
deposit will be shipped directly to Japan 
for smeltinginto a ferro nickel product. 


John 0. Logan, UOP's president and 


chief executive officer, said that as a re- 
sult of its technical evaluation of the Rio 
Tuba ore, UOP has developed a new 
metallurgical process for extracting ap- 
proximately 95 per cent of the available 
nickel contained in laterite deposits by 
an ammonia leaching process. 


"We believe this technology can be li- 


censed and discussions are proceeding 
with interested mining companies with 
respect to commercializing this devel- 
opment," Logan said. 


Pacific Metals Co. Ltd., headquartered 


in Tokyo, is a subsidiary of Nippon Steel 
Corp. and produces ferro nickel alloying 
metals. UOP is engaged in petroleum re- 
fining, petrochemical and chemical pro- 
duction technology; and air and water 
pollution control.

IN THE IMMEDIATE future, tariffs

trade diversion involves the EC's com- 
mon agricultural policy (CAP).

Between 1967, when CAP'S uni- 
form grain prices were fully imple- 
mented, and 1972, U S. exports to The Six 
of agricultural products subject to vari- 
able levies declined 15 per cent. There is 
intense concern in the United States and 
other grain-exporting countries, says the 
bank, that the expansion of the EC, espe- 
cially Britain's membership, will shrink 
what has been a large export market. 
Since 1970, 40 per cent of U.S. agricul- 
tural exports to Britain have been in 
variable levy categories.

to the future growth of this powerful eco- 
nomic body, says the bank. The enlarged 
European Community has the potential 
to more strongly press its economic will 
on others, and to resist the economic will 
of others when goals are in conflict.

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Chicago area renters reaping 4war profits 


Although It may not last long, CWcago 


city renter!) are reaping the harvest of 
an amenities war which you'd usually ex- 
pect to find In the suburbs — and still 
can. 


But. 
until the dip in multi-family con- 


structlon and growth of family forma- 
tions bring supply and demand back into 
balance, it looks like Chicago city dwel- 
lers are enjoying an amenities bonanza, 
predicts a leading Chicago rental author- 
ity. 


In contrast with a typical Chicago in- 


city occupancy rate of 98 or 99 per cent 
— (no professional manager wants 100 
per cent because that signals below-mar- 
ket rentals) — owners are now ex- 
perienclng about 94 per cent occupancy 
to their knowledge, reports William D. 
Sally, vice president and general man- 
ager of the property management divi- 
sion of Baird & Warner, Inc. "Even 
though a 6 per cent vacancy and collec- 
tion rate Is normally projected when we 
plan a maintenance and operating budg- 
et for a new development, the reality of 


that 6 per cent factor is now causing a 
mild disturbance," observed Sally. 


Tactics being employed in the city to 


outdo competition and enhance initial 
rent-up of buildings includes: 


• More tennis courts, exercise rooms, 


health facilities and swimming pools, de- 
spite surveys that show only 10 per cent 
of the residents use the pool. 


• Better security and more advertising 


focused on security systems. 


• Parking concessions in high-density 


areas, 


• Spending more on maintenance and 


giving residents better service with in- 
stant response to complaints of dripping 
faucets and vibrating refrigerators. 


• Day care centers. 
IF HE LOOKS hard enough, a Chicago 


shopper who is now much younger than 
in past years may also get a rent con- 
cession for one or two months or have 
his new landlord pick up the balance of a 
lease with a couple of months to run (if 
it's less than the rent on the new apart- 
ment). He'll find no problem keeping his 


Planning spells 
difference 


in casual, chaotic move 


If May day means moving day for you 


— as It will for thousands of others — 
there Is a lot you should be doing now 
besides scrounging around for cartons to 
pack your belongings. How well you plan 
and organize the move will determine 
where you will land on a continuum be- 
tween casual and chaos. 


Here are some tips to make moving 


easier from William D. Sally, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the man- 
agement division of Baird & Warner. The 
118-year-old, diversified real estate firm 
manages thousands of rental and con- 
dominium units in Chicago and suburbs. 


—Check with the building manager to 


see when the apartment is available. "If 
It's free early and the manager agrees 
you can use the extra time for some pre- 
liminary house cleaning, moving a few 
items that you won't entrust to others, 
and planning furniture arrangements," 
Sally said. 


"But 
be sure your new apartment is 


vacant before your moving day," he 
warns. "The present occupants may be 
having moving problems and the result 
can be mass confusion." 


—Contact a professional mover Imme- 


diately, if you are using one. They are 
usually booked weeks in advance. May 1 
may be booked solid. Suburban lease ter- 
minations are generally more staggered 
and may be less of a problem. Some 
apartment complexes also have a mov- 
ing coordinator on the management 
staff, who should be notified. You may 
need to work out an alternate moving 
day. 
It's a good idea to keep the moving 


company and managers or moving coor- 
dinator at your new and old building 
fully informed of your moving plans. 


—IF YOU DO your own moving, pin 


your friends down as early as possible 
and pick a time that will enable you to 
get maximum manpower — or you may 
find your "crew" out fishing, suggests 
Sally. He pointed out that in peak periods 
equipment agencies that rent trucks, 
trailers, and haulers often are booked 
solid. 


"Advance arrangements also are nec- 


essary if you need a special car attach- 
ment for a trailer," he said. 


—Whether you employ movers or not, 


there are moving conditions you must 
consider. Be aware of the elevator situ- 
ation and the proper building entrance to 
use. 
Many buildings have time restric- 


tions on elevators used for furniture and 
ask that only certain entrances be used. 


"Most elevator buildings," added Sal- 


ly, "have freight elevators or special 
padding for passenger elevators. It is im- 
portant to schedule these well in advance 
of your move. Be sure to allow enough 
time to complete your move." 


"Find out who at your new apartment 


building is responsible for the special 
elevator keys or padding and where they 
will be on moving day. Sometimes the

building engineer is off on weekends or 
he may be at another building when your 
furniture arrives." Waiting time for 
movers is very expensive, he added. 


—PREPARE a checklist of things to 


change. "Notify the post office, utilities, 
and phone company a month or so before 
the move to assure service at the new 
address," suggested Sally. 


"Don't forget delivery services, such 


as newspapers, milk, laundry, etc. Fill 
out the change-of-address forms in your 
magazines, record clubs, business bulle- 
tins, etc. and mail. Change-of-address 
cards are available free at any post of- 
fice. Don't forget your voter registration 
notification." 


You may also wish to develop a "Pick 


Up" list to remind you to check the local 
dry cleaners, shirt laundry, film process- 
ing studio, fur storage firm, etc. Add to 
this list all the items you have loaned to 
others or have borrowed. 


—You should have measured all doors 


and access ways at the new apartment 
before you signed the new lease to make 
sure your furniture will fit. "Now, using 
these measurements, it might be wise to 
draw up a floor plan of your new apart- 
ment to simplify furniture placement," 
the Baird & Warner executive suggested. 


—Practice "priority packing" proce- 


dures. If you pack your own things, you 
should number and identify the contents 
of individual boxes. 


"This will save time," Sally added, 


"when you unpack in your new apart- 
ment. 'K' boxes go to the kitchen; 'BR' 
bedroom and so on. Boxes should be 
numbered in the order to be opened at 
the new place. Be sure to write your 
name on each to avoid confusion." 


-LIGHT BULBS? Yes, bring along 


any extra light bulbs. Occasionally the 
former tenant in your new apartment 
will be a bulb-snatcher and will leave 
you in the dark. Check with your new 
manager on the policy toward bulb re- 
placement. Commonwealth Edison will 
give you free a light bulb for every sock- 
et you have. 


"Also, be sure to check the location of 


your new fuse box," Sally said. "Most 
newer buildings will have circuit breaker 
boxes, and this fuse replacement is elim- 
inated. You should know what to do if the 
lights go out." 


—Don't overload your wiring. If you 


add wiring and outlet notations to your 
scaled-down floor plans, you could vary 
your lamp and appliance placement in 
advance and avoid overloading any par- 
ticular room circuit. 


-Clean up your old apartment. Com- 


mented Sally: "Just as you wouldn't like 
to move in on someone else's mess, think 
of the person who's moving into your old 
apartment. Leave a clean apartment be- 
hind you or it may cost you part of your 
security deposit. 


—CHECK ON carton disposal. Before 


you unpack, check with your apartment 
manager on the best way to dispose of 
your old packing cartons. 


"Most apartment managements have 


special packing carton disposal rules 
that differ from the ordinary disposal of 
garbage," Sally suggested. "Check with 
the manager or building engineer and 
start off your tenancy on the best foot." 


—Organize all segments throughout 


your moving activity on a series of 
checklists. 


"It may take a little extra time at 


first," Sally concluded, "but saves more 
time in the long run by eliminating dupli- 
cation of effort." 


cat or dog as pet rules are relaxed; he 
may be able to obtain draperies, and 
carpeting is the accepted fact today; and 
he might even find a dishwasher or dis- 
poser thrown in for good measure. And 
he'll find a bigger, plusher recreation 
room to meet his neighbors and may at- 
tend a cocktail and theater party thrown 
by his landlord. Individual apartment 
compactors have not shown up yet! 


The suburban developer is no stranger 


to these methods. 


"It has been our experience that subur- 


ban construction has been running at 
least 10 to 15 per cent ahead of the mar- 
ket absorption rate. In some areas the 
gaps are even bigger," said Sally. "For 
instance, suburban areas ringing O'Hare 
International Airport 20 miles to the 
northwest of the city and southwestern 
suburbs have had a vacancy rate in the 
range of 9 to 12 per cent for the last two 
or three years. Primarily because of new 
construction." 


There are several causes for the cur- 


rent vacancy condition, he said. 


Obviously, overbuilding is one. 
Another is that the boom of con- 


dominium and quadminiums retailing at 
$18,000 to $26,000 has been siphoning off a 
substantial number of traditional renters 
— singles or families under 30 or "empty 
nesters" over 45. The age old appeals of 
home ownership, tax deductions, low 
down payments, advertised low mainte- 
nance costs near the levels of rent have 
taken a toll of renters. The same factors 
explain the boom in high-rise con- 
dominium construction and increasing 
condominium conversions, primarily in 
the city. 


Real estate economics dictate that it is 


less costly today to use property as an 
owner than it is to rent or develop it for 
rent. And the return on investment is 
better for a condominium developer than 
a rental apartment builder. "Of course, 
we see signs of a number of mistakes 
being comfitted by inexperienced con- 


dominium developers and condominium 
associations that could cause serious fu- 
ture problems, but that's another mat- 
ter." 


SALLY BELIEVES the situation favor- 


ing renters will turn around. But it's 
hard to predict when. 


There has been a sharp curtailment of 


multi-family construction. Reasons: the 
market is soft; zoning problems have 
turned off many developers as local gov- 
fceing committed by inexperienced con- 
tributions climb sky-high; and many 
projects have been shelved or halted as a 
consequence of inadequate or insufficient 
sewage treatment facilities. 


Presumably it is just a matter of time 


until demand catches up with the cur- 
tailed supply of rental housing. 


How much will the Nixon reforms af- 


fect the situations? 


"Interestingly, the freeze on subsidized 


housing won't matter that much in the 
Chicago area," Sally said. "There has 
been virtually no low-income housing 
built in the suburbs, and low-income 
building in the city was severely re- 
tarded by administrative red tape well 
before the President announced his mo- 
ratorium on new commitments. Most of 
the new construction has been moving 
through our state housing authority 
which was formed a couple of years ago 
to assist in this area. 


"President Nixon's plan to impound 


funds for water and sewage, combined 
with EPA-administered moratoriums on 
construction or tap-ins, could have a 
more drastic affect," Sally says. This ac- 
tually will freeze housing in many com- 
munities. 


"It is not possible to measure the im- 


pact of curtailing housing inventory — 
and sharply reducing personal choices — 
when we are experiencing population 
growth. While this may turn the rental 
market around, for the short term, it is 
not a circumstance that responsible 
people support."

have been turned into year-round vaca- 
tion and leisure areas. 


"For example, Aspen, in the Colorado

The life of the heat- 
ing plant is also extended with proper 
care. 


The council suggests that piping and 


heat distributors should also be checked 
and the chimney cleaned, too. Such pre- 
cautions should produce a maintenance- 
free and worry-free winter.

car to the mechanic at the slightest In- 
dication of a ping, but Ignores a glaring 
problem endangering his $35,000 home. 
In either case, prompt attention can* save 
additional dollars as well as allow reten- 
tion of pride of ownership. 


Some defects, such as faulty plumbing 


can result in anywhere from mere an- 
noyance to the loss of thousands of dol- 
lars in furnishings and possessions. Wir- 
ing or heating hazards threaten life and 
limb as well as financial loss, Douglas 
declares adding: 


"OFTEN PEOPLE planning to sell a 


house let repairs go, thinking the faults 
will be overlooked by prospective buyers. 
Some people I know abided with a bad 
roof, figuring it would hold up until the 
property was sold. A destructive storm 
came along and a portion of the roof col- 
lapsed resulting in considerable damage 
to ceilings, floors, decorating and furni- 
ture. They also lost a sale. 


Such neglect, Douglas states, is more 


than false economy, it's downright dan- 
gerous. 


In many cases, he advised, home- 


owners have an exaggerated opinion of 
repair costs or the immediate financial 
outlay required. Uusally the cost is con- 
siderably less than anticipated.. At Lin- 
coln Federal and most savings associ- 
ations, 100 per cent financing is avail- 
able ... in other words, no money down. 


Home repair or modernization funds 


can be obtained by taking advantage of 
open-end provisions of a paid-down mort- 
gage, rewriting a mortgage of recent 
vintage or getting an FHA Title I loan. 


The latter, Douglas advises, can be ob- 


tained from his institution even though 
the borrower has no Lincoln Federal 
mortgage. Payments on loans up to 
$5,000 can be spread over a seven-year 
period.

Americans are knowingly and willingly 


being drugged at a staggering rate. The 
drug they tire consuming in huge quan- 
tities is sold over the counter disguised 
as a socially redeeming agent. 


The drug has been identified by the 


Commission on Marijuana and Drug 
Abuse as the No. 1 drug enemy of this 
country. If you haven't guessed the drug 


by now, it is alcohol. Those people who 
consume dangerous amounts of this drug 
are alcoholics. 


Many people do not consider alcohol a 


drug since it is not only socially accept- 
able but socially encouraged and dis- 
pensed.

the day he may take an extra drink to 
help him feel calmer. 


If the problem goes on over a period of 


time 'he uses alcohol as a tranquilizer. 
He is also now building secondary ef- 
fects. He is building a blood alcohol level 
that's beginning to saturate his body tis- 
sues. After this process of penetration 
has started and he wants to stop drinking 
he develops a secondary psysiologic state 
— a state of tension. 


The drinker does not, however, find a 


difference between that tension state 
caused by alcohol deprivation and the 
tension state he had when he was anx- 
ious. His tendency, then is to use exactly 
the same thing for relaxing his alcohol 
caused tension but he is therefore com- 
pounding his problem — he maintains a 
blood alcohol level which makes him 
wrongly think he is relaxed. Now he de- 
velops insomnia and so he uses alcohol 
as a night time drug. He may even com- 
bine the alcohol with barbituates or 
sleeping pills. Both of these compounds 
interfere with his normal physiological 
state and his tension state is therefore 
increased further. 


AT THIS POINT when he tries to get 


off alcohol he has a number of reasons 
for being tense: his original emotional 
problems, his body's withdrawal symp- 
toms and his lack of sleep. So he com- 
pletes the circle by drinking again to 
avoid tension while he maintains a high 
alcohol level that is destroying his body. 


And, further complicating his problem, 


the alcoholic doesn't think he is an alco- 
holic because of his false sense of getting 
over his original tension state. 


So when someone other than the drin- 


ker sees that alcohol is causing this per- 
son to be combative, decline in his work 
productivity, have family problems or a 
general state of maladaption to his ev- 
eryday life the person should be recog- 
nized as an alcoholic and should be sent 
immediately for help.

A reminder to returning veterans 


Veterans are returning to civilian life 


at a much slower pace than during the 
1970-71 peak period for military dis- 
charges, but the Veterans Administration 
has not relaxed Its "Outreach" program 
for veterans, 


A checklist of important deadline dates 


is one of the timely reminders Issued pe- 
riodically as part of the "outreach" ef- 
fort. 


THE VETERANS' timetable to take 


full advantage of various benefits and

Within 90 days, apply to former em- 
ployer for reemployment. 


• As soon as possible, register with lo- 


cal state employment service office. 
(Veterans have up to a year to apply for 
unemployment compensation, but appli- 
cations filed after a long period of unem- 
ployment could result in a lower rate of 
unemployment compensation.) 


• Within 120 days (or one year if total- 


ly disabled at time of separation), con- 
vert Servicemen's Group Life Insurance 
(without examination) to private, com- 
mercial policy, 


• Within one year from date of notice

weeks After this period of time, a blink- 
ing red light returned the corner to a 
four-way stop during non-busy hours. 
When rush hour came, the lights again 
worked properly. This series went on for 
a few days. Since this time a constant 
flashing red light has governed this heav- 
ily traveled intersection. 


I feel that these previous stop signs 


would have cost the taxpayer much less 
money, and therefore, should have re- 
mained installed. There is a cost for 
these lights to work, which is being paid 
by the taxpayer. It approximately costs 
$200 a month to have these traffic lights 
working. Installation also adds to this 
bill. The installation cost the taxpayer 
$80,000. 


Since the lights are already up, I don't 


see why they aren't used to their full ex- 
tent. I'm sure the traffic lights could 
regulate traffic better than four-way stop 
or they wouldn't have been installed. 
Originally the lights were put in as a 
safety factor and to help the flow of traf- 
fic. At the time of installation there was 
a detour. Arlington Heights was detoured 
onto Kennedy, and then onto Elk Grove 
Blvd. It then went back to Arlington 
Heights Road. Stop signs were also 
placed on streets which ran the same 
way as Arlington Heights Road. The rea- 
son for the detour was that there was 
construction on Arlington Heights Road. 
The traffic lights were put up to control 


the traffic evenly. As it turned out, most 
of the traffic was on Biesterfield-Kenne- 
dy and Arlington Heights Road had very 
little traffic. Therefore, the traffic was 
building up on Biesterfield-Kennedy. 
Thus, the traffic lights were changed to 
make the intersection a four-way stop. 
Since the taxpayer has already put his 
money into these traffic lights they 
should operate to their full extent. This 
means having the lights flash in a series 
of green, yellow, and then red. 


Now that this construction is over and 


there is no longer a detour for Arlington 
Heights Road, I recommend that these 
traffic lights work through their full 
cycle.

('71). 


Some have said the officiating was

Just like the Cubs, the Bulls are grow- 


ing old together. If it already isn't too 
late, Chet Walker should be traded, but 
no Bull should be an untouchable when it 
comes to making changes. Together this 
team has won a lot of games, but people 
are getting tired of seeing them die in 
the playoffs 


Maybe sticking with these same play- 


ers will be a good deal. The Bulls will 
start losing as they grow still older and 
high draft choices will, hopefully, aake 
them a champion. Say about 1980.

The ups and downs of using a ladder 


One tool that Is truly a fair weather 


item is the ladder. Comes those warm 
days of spring and early summer and the 
homeowner is dragging out the ladder to 
tackle a job he wouldn't touch during the 
winter: 


Repairing gutters, touching up peeling 


paint, nailing down a loose roof shingle 
— jobs that get you up off of the ground. 


There's a right way and a wrong way 


to handle any tool and the right way Is 
never more important than when using a 
ladder. 


First of all, learn to carry the ladder 


properly. Find the center of gravity, the 
point at which the weight is the same at 
each end. Pick up the ladder and hang it 
on your shoulder at that point. 


Once you have the ladder to the site, 


the job Is to put it up and most people do 


that task wrong. The trick is to "walk" 
the ladder into position. 


PLACE THE ladder on the ground at 


the point you wish to put it up. Brace the 
foot of the ladder against the base of the 
house or a step or curb. Lift the other 
end. When you have that end up to your 
own height, start walking forward under 
the ladder. Advance your hands from one 
rung to the next. 


Once the ladder is erect lean it against 


the house. If the base of the ladder was 
away from the house you will have to tilt 
the top toward the wall. If the ladder 
was right up against the house, pull the 
foot of it away from the house. 


The right distance between the base of 


the ladder and house is the next point 
that causes amateurs trouble.

Social Security aids grandchildren 


Some children can now get Social Se- 


curity payments on a grandparent's 
earnings record, according to Norman R. 
Thoresen, manager of the Arlington 
Heights Social Security Office. 


Because of the recent change in the 


Social Security law, grandchildren who 
are supported by their grandparent can 
get monthly Social Security payments if 
the grandparent is getting payments or 
died after working long enough under So- 
cial Security. 


"Generally, the child's parents must 
be deceased or disabled at the time the 
grandparent began getting payments or 
died," Thoresen said. "The child must be 
under 18 and dependent on the grand- 
parent." 


In some cases, grandchildren can get 


payments if they are legally adopted by 
their grandparent.

ward. If the angle is too great the ladder 
may break under your weight. 


The distance between the house and 


the base of the ladder should be one 
fourth the length of the ladder. A 20-foot 
ladder should have its base five feet 
away, a 12-foot ladder three feet away. 


MAKE CERTAIN the ladder is resting 


evenly and firmly. Metal ladders are es- 
pecially prone to slipping, so make cer- 
tain yours is equipped with rubber or 
other composition safety feet. This is im- 
portant on concrete. Sandbags make a 
good base on a hard surface. 


If there's someone around to help, 


have Mm hold the ladder steady. Vou 
can tie a rope from the base of the lad- 
der to the house to be absolutely safe. 


On a straight ladder, never climb high- 


er than the third rung from the top. On a 
step-ladder, no higher than the second 
from the top. 


You can't use both hands to work on a 


ladder. One hand is for hanging on. If 
you have to use both hands for a mo- 
ment, lock yourself on by slipping one 
leg over the rung and hold onto the rung 
below with the heel of your shoe. Keep 
the soles of your shoes clean, free of mud 
and grease. 
Fix up an old bucket with a wire hook 


so that it hangs from the ladder. Put 
your paint can and brush in that. Haul it 
up with a rope rather than carrying it.

Q, I'm 21, and since my father died, 


I've been getting monthly Social Security 
payments. I will complete my bachelor's 
degree In May. Then I'd like to work to- 
ward an advanced degree. Will Social Se- 
curity continue to pay me monthly bene- 
fits if I go to graduate school? 


A. Yes. You can continue to get month- 


ly student payments as long as you are 
attending college and remain unmarried. 
Your last monthly check will be for the 
month before the month of your 22nd 
birthday. 


Q. My sister works as a cook In several 


private homes and I work seasonally as 
a cook In a hotel. Since we both do the 
samp kind of work, don't both of us get 
Social Security credit for what we're 
paid? 


A. Not necessarily. Since you are em- 


ployed by a firm operated for profit, you 
get credit under Social Security for all 
your earnings up to $10.800 a year. How- 
ever, your sister is a household employe. 
For her earnings to be credited under 
Social Security, she must be paid at least 
$50 in cash wages by one employer dur- 


ing a quarter. 


Q. I'm 68 and I've been getting month- 


ly Social Security retirement checks for 
the past two yean. Last year when I 
helped out a friend In his business for 
three or four weeks, he took Social Se- 
curity contributions out of my pay- 
checks. Was be right In doing this or 
should I ask him for a refund? 


A. Your friend was correct to withhold- 


ing Social Security from your checks. 
Regardless of your age, Social Security 
contributions must be paid if you work at 
a job covered by Social Security. Even 
though you get monthly retirement 
checks, you still have to pay the Social 
Security contributions on your earnings. 


Q. I'm 73 and get Social Security re- 


tirement checks. I haven't worked In 
nearly five years, but a friend has of- 
fered me a job and I'm thinking of tak- 
ing, il. Is there any restriction on how 
much I can earn and still get my full 
Social Security checks? 


A. No. Since you are over 72, there is 


no restriction on how much you can earn 
while getting Social Security payments.

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News access 'severely limited and getting worse9 
White House and the press becoming natural enemies

WASHINGTON — Leading Washington 


newsmen say "news access" to Presi- 
dent Nixon and key people within the 
White House and elsewhere in his admin- 
istration is severely limited and getting 
worse. Veterans of the corps find no par- 
allel in recent history. 


The grumbling among reporters in the 


capital has become almost universal. 
One seasoned man described the mood of 
the White House "regulars" as glum. 


He says that, especially in the last two 


or three months, what good news sources 
he had at high and middle echelons have 
gradually dried up. Officials simply are 
not returning his telephone calls, let 
alone telling him anything. 


He even complains that press secretar- 


ies in some agencies are not calling 
back. In one such case, at a very high 
level, there was a response — three days 
after the reporter's query. 


BY THE administration's own tally, 


the President in his entire first term held 
just 28 press conferences. That is an av- 
erage just a bit higher than one every 
two months. But there have been times 
when the gaps between such sessions 
have extended for several months. 


Newsmen are doing more than simply 


.uittering among themselves. Jointly 
with American University, a "committee 
on professional questions" in the Nation- 
al Press Club has been studying press 
freedom in the Nixon administration for 
six months. 


An interim report, approved by the 


club's board of governors, characterized 
the present situation as a "serious prob- 
lem." The final report, due in less than 
two months and to be made public, 
seems certain to be highly critical. 


IN JANUARY, Herbert 
Klein, the 


P r e s i d e n t ' s "director of commu- 


nications," told a group of newsmen the 
tightening of news sources from the 
White House on down was related to 
"delicate negotiations" over peace in 
Vietnam. He predicted that things would 
loosen up once a signed pact was in 
hand. 


As if to support this forecast, Nixon 


just recently held a quickly summoned 
news conference in Press Secretary Ron- 
ald Ziegler's fairly sizable briefing room. 
It was not televised "live," but filming 
was permitted, and key excerpts on such 
subjects as amnesty for draft evaders 
and his alleged preference for John Con- 
nally as his 1976 successor made the eve- 
ning television news shows. 


But, 
basically, Klein's argument fell 


before history. One meticulous newsman 
dug back and found that every president 
from Franklin D. Roosevelt on, including 
Nixon himself, had met with the press 
while some sort of crucial negotiations 
were in progress. 


FURTHERMORE, except for Nixon's 


latest press conference, I could find no 
top reporters who believe key sources 
have opened up since the Vietnam cease- 
fire. They contend things are as tight as 
ever. 


This whole issue, however, needs to be 


put into wide perspective. You can reach 
back and find that Roosevelt met with 
the press twice a week, Harry Truman 
about once a week, Dwight Eisenhower 
perhaps once every two weeks or more, 
John Kennedy less frequently but still 
fairly often. Yet these surface com- 
parisons are deceptive. 


Experienced White House watchers be- 


lieve that no president, no matter how 
often the press gets at him, is ever 
forced by such access to tell newsmen 
truly crucial facts pertaining to decisions 
he has made or is about to make — or 
even to express his attitudes and lean- 
ings. 


Except for accidental slips, he is al- 


ways in control of the flow of informa- 
tion. What newsmen learn is seldom 
more than he wants them to learn. In- 
deed, there are times when they do not 
ask him what he is willing, even eager, 
to tell them. 


ONE YOUNG politician studying the 


White House says: 


"The Presidency is basically a secre- 


tive office. I think it has to be." 


His point: The kind of give-and-take 


needed for sensible, productive decision- 
making requires privacy to be free and 
open. When newsmen get wind of any 
part of this process, they tend to report it 
in terms of "internal conflict" or "con- 
fusion." 


But this particular political figure ar- 


gues that they are getting only frag- 
ments, most often misleading because so 
incomplete. Moreover, he contends that 
the net gain for newsmen would not be 
much better even if they could roam the 
White House corridors at will. They 
would learn more, but still only frag- 
ments. In fact, he insists that many key 
White House men themselves get only a 
partial picture, that the vital stage of de-

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cision-making involves very few men — 
and finally only the president himself. 


Kenneth O'Donnell, top aide to the late 


President Kennedy, once told me: 


"We sit hi there hour after hour, advis- 


ing, 
arguing. But there finally comes 


that moment when we all leave, the door 
closes, and he is alone with the reality 
that he and no one else must decide." 


THROUGH the long course of winding 


down the Vietnam war, I and many other 
reporters uncovered ample evidence that 
top State Department officials concerned 
with the war did not know the real meat 
of Nixon's successive troop-pullout deci- 
sions until they were announced. 


Newsmen today often contrast the "re- 


strictive" news policies of the Nixon ad- 
ministration with what is now the fabled 
"openness" of the Kennedy era. Still, 
that comparison is also somewhat decep- 
tive. 


Kennedy's press secretary, Pierre Sali- 


nger, told me candidly in 1962 that a 
highly selfish presidential motive lay be- 
hind their practice of giving wide and 
easy reporter access both to Kennedy 
himself and to top White House aides. 


Alleged I960 vote frauds in Illinois, 


Texas and other places caused some vot- 
ers to question the legitimacy of Kenne- 
dy's victory over Nixon. Even without 
that, the closeness of the popular vote 
left an impression he was a "hesitant 
choice." Said Salginer: 


"We spent the first six months trying 


to establish in the public mind that John 
F. Kennedy was really president." 


SO THERE were interviews galore, 


special television reports which came so 
often they began to resemble a com- 
mercial series. 


Newsmen got their stories, in profu- 


sion. But, clearly, they were being 
"used" in the process of getting wide ac- 
cess. They were actors in a drama di- 
rected by Kennedy. And, in truth, they 
probably learned little if anything about 
the Kennedy administration that he was 
not willing to have them know. 


Kennedy and his men liked most of the 


press corps, so found it easy to be open 
in a way that served them. But his In- 
stinct for control and for self-protection 
was as strong as any president's. Writer 
David Halberstam still insists, despite 
Kennedy denials, that the late president 
sought to get him transferred from Viet- 
nam by the New York Times in a period 
when he was writing unfavorably about 
the war. 


A key difference today, says one 


knowledgeable Nixon-watcher, is that the 
President and his key people generally 
dislike and distrust most members of the 
top corps. The harsh word "contempt" 
often is used to brand their attitude. 


CONSEQUENTLY, adds this source, 


"they don't see any advantage in going 
through the little niceties, in giving news- 
men a chance to get stories they would 
like to have but which the administration 
believes would not be significant any- 
way." 


This same man thinks that others in 


the administration are clamming up be- 
cause they are taking their cue from 
White House silence, rather than per- 
ceiving their function as filling the gap 
with a broader flow of information. The 
President's recent "seeding" of White 
House men in various agencies is seen 
by some watchers as partly a device for 
better managerial control of the bureau- 
cracy, and partly a means of smothering 
information which would disclose appar- 
ent or real conflict both within and 
among the agencies. 


As far as the President himself is con- 


cerned, influential newsmen think the 
worst difficulties might be solved if he 
simply held more frequent press confer- 
ences. That, they believe, would quickly 
wipe out the backlog of stored-up ques- 
tions, reduce irrelevant inquiries, keep 
the sessions geared to top current news, 
p e r m i t the "follow-up" questioning 
whose lack so troubles most reporters to- 
day. 


A COUPLE of years back, a brief ef- 


. fort by a score or more of newsmen to 


achieve better follow-up collapsed under 


; pressure both from the Nixon people and 


other reporters not party to the effort. 
Klein complained to the New York Times 


that the move smacked of a collusive at- 
tempt to entrap the President. 


Nixon knows he must see the press at 


least occasionally. Right now he is ex- 
perimenting. The huge, totally televised

She and a couple of other actors were 


sitting on the couch Bea lit up a cigaret. 


The voice of the director, Hal Cooper, 


boomed down from the sky, like God's, 
over the rehearsal hall P A system 


"BEA HAS a cigaret in her hand," the 


voice thundered, "which Maude will not 
have And, therefore, when we do the 
show she wil! not have to lean forward 
for the ashtray and thus block the other 
actors as she is doing now " 


Bea smiled a little and gave the loud 


speaker a dirty look 


"You can mouth the dirty words you're 


thinking in the direction of camera two," 
Cooper's voice roared 


Everybody laughed. It's obviously a re- 


laxed set and takes its tone from the 
star. Miss Arthur works hard but doesn't 
appear to be doing so She is virtually 
unflappable and goes along calmly 


MAUDE(AND SPOUSE) 


Arrogant? Who, me? 


through all the camera-blocking and the 
other work. 


"The public just doesn't know Bea," 


says Bill Macy, who plays her on-screen 
husband Walter. "They think of her as 
arrogant, mostly But she's such a pro 
In all these months she's never done a 
number It's fantastic " 


There seems to be no ego around. On 


most TV sets you find that little things 
are important — everybody has his own 
chair for example, with his name on it. 
On this set, however, Bea was using an 
old chair that had the name of Vicki 
Lawrence, of The Carol Burnett Show, 
stencilled on the back She didn't seem to 
give it a second thought. 


THEY WERE taping the, last show of 


the season and Adrienne Barbeau, who 
plays Maude's daughter, wasn't in it 
very much She came to the studio any- 
how and kissed all the crew good-bye All 
very cozy, more like a club than a tele- 
vision show 


They were supposed to be drinking cof- 


fee in the kitchen set. The prop men had 
set out some empty cups Bea decided 
that she wanted real coffee She took her 
cup out to the hall, to the coffee ma- 
chine, and filled it. 


For the rest of the scene, she drank 


coffee when she was supposed to drank 
coffee 


Bill Macy improvised a bit of business 


with an ice bucket It was funny, but 
some of the crew accused him of being 
a method actor. 


"Every actor has a method," he said 


"There's that famous story of when Sid- 
ney Kingsley was directing his 'Detective 
Story.' An actor was supposed to throw 
up in a closet. 


"The actor said he didn't have any mo- 


tivation. Kingsley said, 'I'll give you mo- 
tivation — put your left hand on your 
mouth and your right hand on your stom- 
ach and retch. If that's not enough moti- 
vation, you're fired'" 


MACY SAYS the "Maude" show is a 


perfect example of theatrical teamwork. 
He likens it to a lifeboat, in which every- 
body pulls an oar. 


"There are no underdogs or up- 


pepdogs," he says. "We all work togeth- 
er. Teamwork." 


Everybody in the cast played around 


with the lines, to make them sound 
smooth, easy, lifelike Macy, according 
to the script, was supposed to say, "The 
things that I mentioned " 


"Let's make that, 'The things that I 


said,'" he said. "The other way is too 
literary." 


They horse around a lot, but they say 


that they horse around less and less as 
the hour for doing the show draws closer 
The tension builds The adrenalin starts 
to flow And, when they do the show in 
front of an audience they are all busi- 
ness.

The Doctor Says 


by Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am writing to ask 


your opinion about Isometric exercise. I 
use isometrics every day along with 
weights and I would like to know if you 
think isometrics are dangerous. I read 
an article that said they could damage 
the heart. Also, do you think isometrics 
will build up the muscles or are they a 
farce? 


Dear Reader — Strictly speaking, an 


isometric exercise means an exercise ef- 
fort which doesn't change the size or 
length of the muscles, in other words, 
tensing the muscles in a fixed position. 
This is in contradistinction to isotonic ex- 
ercise which involves movement or the 
lengthening and shortening of a muscle. 
Push-ups, most gymnastic exercises, cal- 
isthenics, running, and other activities 
are isotonic whereas simple muscle tens- 
ing in one position is Isometric. 


Muscle tensing can set off reflex action 


which causes a sharp rise in the blood 
pressure. This is true even if it is merely 
the hand that is squeezed very hard. In a 
few sensitive individuals this can cause 
some extra or skipped beats of the heart 
but in healthy people this is probably not 
an Important consideration. 


The rise in blood pressure is strictly a 


reflex response and in young, healthy 
people I don't consider this harmful or 
dangerous. Individuals who already have 
problems should see their doctor before 
embarking on a serious isometric pro- 
gram. 


Isometric exercises done properly and 


consistently will help to develop muscle 
s t r e n g t h . There have been over- 
enthusiastic claims for Isometric ex- 
ercises You will have to do more than a 
60-second tensing once a day to develop 
muscle strength from isometrics. One 
gioup of enthusiasts reported that this 
would be sufficient for an enormous In- 
crease In a relatively short length of 
time. I'm sorry to say that these reports 
have not been confirmed by serious in- 
vestigators. 


While isometric exercises are useful 


and do help develop muscle strength, 
don't expect miracles with a minimal ef- 
fort. The best way to build muscles is by 
muscular work which can be weight- 


lifting, isotonic exercises, or in com- 
bination with isometric exercises over a 
period of time. The muscle has to work 
to stimulate growth. 


The problem with isometrics for most 


healthy people is that they do not work 
enough muscles to require delivery of a 
bt of oxygen and thereby do not work 
the heart, circulation, and lungs. Run- 
nine exercises, jogging, playing tennis, 
swimming, and a host of other forms of 
physical activity not only develop the 
muscles and their full range of motion, 
but they also help build up the capacity 
of the heart, lungs, and circulation. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Does the term "par- 


tially hydrogenated," in reference to 
various kinds of so-called polyunsatu- 
rated fats, have the same meaning as 
"partially hardened" or is there a differ- 
ence? 


Dear Reader — Most saturated fats, 


with the exception of coconut oil and a 
few others, are relatively hard, or solid, 
at room temperature. Adding hydrogen 
to a polyunsaturated fat actually satu- 
rates it and makes it a solid, or hard fat. 
Thus, hydrogenated and partially hard- 
ened is the same thing.

Stamp Notes...by Bernadine M. Rechner 
April 30 issue to salute 700,000 U.S. mail handlers 


A unique postal tribute in the form of 


10 special 8-cent commemorative stamps 
will be issued by the U.S. Postal Service 
April 30 to salute the nation's 700,000 
mail handlers. 


The 10 stamps will be printed on the 


same sheet with each stamp depicting a 
service performed by the postal people. 
The adhesive* will be released simulta- 
neously at more than 40,000 U S post of- 
fices. 


Postmaster General E. T Klassen has 


also announced that the week of April 29 
to May S will be Postal Week and that 
local first-day ceremonies will be the 
highlight of the week's activities 


The new stamps, for the first time in 


history, will bear printed matter on the 
reverse side under the adhesive. The ink 
on the reverse has been approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration (however, 


the thought of licking ink doesn't really 
appeal to me so I think I'll use a sponge 
just to be sure). 


FIFTY MILLION of each of the 10 


stamps will be printed, a total of half a 
billion, as compared with a normal print 
order of 150 million commemorative 
stamps The Postal People stamps were 
designed by Edward Vebell of Westport, 
Conn 


The stamps will first be printed on 


ungummed paper by gravure on the An- 
dreotti press. The printed rolls will then 
be transferred to the Cottrell press 
where the adhesive will be applied. 
There will be SO stamps to a pane. The 
selvage of each pane will contain five 
plate numbers and the words "Postal 
People include Postmasters and Super- 
visors, letter Carriers, Clerks, Mall 
Handlers. Motor Vehicle Operators, Rur- 


al Letter Carriers, Special Delivery Mes- 
sengers, and Maintenance Employees 
Serving You." 


A special souvenir envelope honoring 


postal people with a cachet on the lower 
left corner will be offered free to the 
public at each local post office on April 
30 as long as the supply lasts. The enve- 
lope will be large enough to accom- 
modate the set of 10 stamps and they 
may be entered into the mail to receive a 
local cancellation. There will also be a 
handback service at the window of each 
local post office. 


The first day of issue then will be at 


each local post office, branch and sta- 
tion. 


THE POSTAL Service also will offer 


the complimentary cacheted envelope, 
with 10 stamps affixed, by mail order to 
collectors for $1, which includes 20 cents 
handling charge. Two cancellations will 


be used for each strip of ten, each 
canceling half the strip. 


The cancellations will read "U.S. Post- 


al Service, April 30, 1973, First Day of 
Issue." 


Collectors also may submit their own 


covers bearing the stamp or stamps of 
your choice for cancellation. This cover 
should be self-addressed and contain a 
filler of postcard thickness. 


The second service is offered for col- 


lectors who place covers in albums since 
the complimentary envelope is too large 
for most albums. 


Bequests for either type of mail ser- 


vice should be sent to "Postal People 
S t a m p s , Postmaster, Boston, Mass. 
02109" and must be postmarked no later 
than May 7.

Collecting Coins...by Mort Reed 
Don't be dazzled by gold's glitter; silver also is valuable 


All that glitters (profitably) is not nec- 


essarily gold. Silver has its advantages 
too. Especially if it is in the form of a 
United States dollar. 


For it just so happens that while 10 


dimes or two quarters may equal a half- 
dollar, or vice versa, two half dollars are 
not quite the equivalent of a silver dol- 
lar. At least not in intrinsic value. 


The 90 per cent pure silver content of a 


pre-1965 United States dime is 34722 
grains. The pure silver content of a quar- 
ter is 2.5 times that or 86.805 grains and 
the content of a half-dollar is exactly five 
times that of * dime or twice that of a 
quarter dollar. Precisely 173.61 grains. 


But we have a bonus in the United 


States silver dollar. Although it is 10 
times the value of« dime; four times the 
value of a quarter and twice the value of 
a half-dollar, it contains 371.25 grains of 
pure silver or 24.03 more grains than any 
combination of the lesser denominations 
In the amount of one dollar. 


IT IS IMPORTANT only in the event 


you contemplate selling a hoard of silver 
coins for other than their numismatic 
value. Silver dollars not considered to be 
collectors' items are still bringing more 
than their silver market value on the 
open market, and white the Commodities 
Exchange will not accept dollars in less 
than $1,000 bags at a fixed exchange val- 
ue, there are many sources offering a 
fair price for anything from one to a 
1,000 silver dollars delivered. 


To accurately determine the value of a 


United States silver coin, it is first neces- 
sary to ascertain the exact amount of 
pure (.999) Fine) silver in its com- 
position This applies to foreign coins as 
well, provided you know the per cent of 
silver in its composition and its purity 
prior to being alloyed. 


Normally, every silver coin struck be- 


fore the turn of the century has at least a 
minor numismatic value that should 
keep it from being destroyed simply for 
its precious metal content. 
, 


Similarly, several 20th Century issues 


are of some value to collectors, and for 
that reason it would be advisable to de- 
termine what is and what is not worth 
more than its intrinsic value before 
disposing of the lot. One apparently in- 
significant coin could be worth many 
times the value of the entire lot put to- 
gether. 


A SILVER DIME contains 34.722 


grains or .0723375 ounces of pure silver. 
A quarter contains 86.805 grains or 
.18084375 ounces. A half dollar 173.61 
grains or .3616875 ounces, and a dollar 
371.25 grains or .7734375 ounces. Multiply 
the fractional ounce given for a particu- 
lar coin by the spot market price of pure 
silver and you have the value of your 
coin. 


For example: Ten silver dimes with a 


composition of 347.22 grains or .723375 
Troy ounces of 999 Fine silver at a mar- 
ket price of $2.27 per ounce would be 
worth $1.64. A silver dollar with .7734375 
Troy ounce multiplied by $2.27 would 
show a value of $1.76.

SAN FRANCISCO - There is a place 


like it In every big city. You know, the 
action spot. Not necessarily where you 
pick up the foxes, But one where the hip 
people go and where the sedate couples 
from Aitoona and Pyallup wander in to 
see the hip people. 


In Kansas City, it's The Apartment. In 


New York, which is bigger, it's Clarke's 
or Elaine's or Duncan's. In Beverly 
Hills, the Bistro (in Beverly Hills, they 
don't drink; they eat). 


Well, in San Francisco, which prides 


itself on tradition and old Victorian gin- 
gerbread houses, a slim patrician named 
Perry Butler and his elegant wife Kath- 
erine have in the space of three-and- 
a-half years made it into the same genre 
with asaloon called, simply, Perry's. 


It is saloon verite — semantically, a 


first-class bar. 


It is nestled unpretentiously on bustling 


Union street in the lap of Pacific 
Heights, overlooking the Marina and the 
vista of San Francisco Bay — between a 
mod barber shop and a cluster of bou- 
tiques and shops. Through its portals, 
one front, one rear, you might see Gene 
Hackman of Willie Brown the politician, 
Dyan Cannon or John Tunney the sena- 
tor, Rosalln Russell or Pete Rozelle, de- 
pending on when they're in town. 


PERRY BUTLER really had no busi- 


ness risking a capital investment of 
$230,000 borrowed at prime interest rates 
from a rich relative. Because back In 
1968, when the idea for the place germi- 
nated, neither he nor Kathy knew the 
faintest thing about running a saloon or 
restaurant (both of which Perry's is). 


It started because Perry decided he no 


longer wanted to be an account represen- 
tative for an advertising agency — a 
nice, logical job for an Ivy League grad- 
uate. And because he and Kathy felt 
there was no place in San Francisco 
where they could get a good hamburger. 


The hamburger makes you salivate. It 


is a staple of a simply, fairly rigid menu 
airily hand-lettered on wall placards in 
'49er style, You can get onion soup and 
quiche lorraine, too, 


Perry wanted to have a place which 


was well lit, with electric bulbs, so you 
could see what you were drinking. And if 


TRANSPLANTED New Yorker, Perry 
Butler, turned the replica of a Third 
Avenue Irish pub, into a bustling 


your companion had a mole, why you 
could see that also. 


THE BUTLERS are transplanted New 


Yorkers, They came to San Francisco 
five years ago for a vacation and simply 
decided it was where they wanted to live. 
Perry is 30 and thin-faced and clean 
shaven. With a plaid sports coat, he gen- 
erally looks like he's getting ready to go 
to a cocktail party at Winter Carnival in 
Hanover, N. H. 


He and Kathy used to hang around a 


neighborhood saloon on the Upper East 
Side in their Manhattan days, and from 
it came the inspiration for their current 
establishment. It looks like an Irish Pub 
on Third Avenue invaded by the Gold 
Rush and the Gay '90s. 


It is a place where the young profes- 


sionals come for lunch, the Pacific 
Heights matrons, descending from their 
mansions, have afternoon cocktails, the 
young dudes, both genders, cluster at 
night, and finally the regulars take over 
in the late evening. 


"WE THOUGHT we were opening a 


little place," Perry shudders sometimes. 
He has 35 people on his payroll. 


All these places exist from a feeling, a 


business by the Bay. He has first- 
class hamburgers, and lighting that 
lets you see a companion's mole. 


hope, you'll see a familiar face when you 
swing through the door. The most famil- 
iar is Michael McCourt, a moony Irish 
bartender who came with the franchise. 
"A good guy to lean on," says Perry. 


Scenes from "Butterflies Are Free" 


with Miss Goldie Hawn were filmed here. 


But Perry's wasn't flack-created. Janu- 
ary, an off-month in the tourist city, 
was' the biggest gross In Perry's history. 
Why do they flock? Well, Union Street is 
fashionable. And Perry keeps his place 
solid. 


"We didn't want it to be a fad one 


day," he says, "and left alone the next. 
(Let's hear it one more time for the Pep- 
permint Lounge and the twist.) We want- 
ed it to be a tradition, an institution, a 
carriage trade place." 


The salads have real Roquefort cheese, 


no imitation, bought at $2.65 a pound, as 
much as he pays for steak. The gleaming 
floor rails are solid brass. The ceramic 
tile on the floor is authentic. 


THE ONLY ERSATZ decor is the ceil- 


ing. Perry scoured old buildings being 
demolished, on both coasts, to salvage an 
old tin ceiling and could find none. So his 
architect discovered a tile maker who 
could simulate a tin ceiling with square 
tiles. 


"We did it all from the gut," says Per- 


ry proudly. "No scientific research." 


The boys at J. Walter Thompson from 


the life he gave up would say, "Far 
out!" Just as did the two hookers who 
came in one night, sat down demurely at 
the far end of the bar, and left shaking 
their heads when all they could rouse 
was some friendly conversation.

Beat egg whites until they form soft peaks, 
gradually add y« cup sugar and continue, 
beating until glossy and stiff, but not dry. 
Beat cream until just stiff. Fold halved maras- 
chino cherries, mandarin orange segments 
and pineapple tidbits and coconut into gela- 
tin mixture. Fold in meringue; then fold in 
whipped cream. Pour mixture into 6 to 7-cup 
mold that has been rinsed with cold water.

Celery highlights meat dishes 


Celery Is one of the newest vegetables 


to come to the table, its use as a food 
dating back to the early 17th century 
when it was discovered that good soil 
and loving care made a sweet and rela- 
tively tender vegetable of what had been 
a bitter medicinal herb. Many years of 
research have resulted in the jewel-green 
asd delicious celery grown in Florida to- 
day. 


There are unlimited ways of using 


celery. Crunked, in Chicken Stew Ital- 
lano or thinly sliced In a celery stuffing 
for fish. In both of these dishes celery 


adds both aroma and crunchy texture 
with a minimum of extra calories. 


CHICKEN STEW ITAL1ANO

Hard-cooked eggs for the traditional 


Easter coloring session need to be cook- 
ed as carefully as ones served for break- 
fast. Coloring has no effect on the edible 
part so they can be used like any other 
hard-cooked eggs after Easter. 


Proper cooking techniques will reduce 


the number of cracked eggs and prevent 
a green sulphur ring about the yolk. In- 
cidently, although the discoloration is 
IMS inviting, H's perfectly harmless. 
Whites have sulphur In them and the 
yolks iron. When the two meet, you get 
that reaction which can be prevented by 
cooking and cooling promptly in cold wa- 
ter, 


Cracking during cooking can be re- 


duced if you avoid the hazards. Don't 
drop very cold eggs into boiling-hot wa- 
ter. Don't cook them in violently bubbl- 
ing water which will cause them to 
bounce against each other and the sides 
of the pan and invariably crack. The 
heat may also be caused by cooking the 
eggs in • thin pan. The heat source Is too 
close to the eggs resting on the bottom 
and the heat too intense. 


The correct terminology is "hard-cook- 


ed." Boiling Implies cooking the eggs 
over high heat which is misleading. Ac- 
tually, the water is brought to a boil then 
reduced so the eggs simmer to the desir- 
ed degree of doneness. 


The difference in soft-cooked and hard- 


cooked eggs is more a matter of timing 
than method. 


PLACE CNSHELLED eggs in a sauce 


pan, preferably glass or enamel, and 
cover them with cold water. 


Put the pan over medium heat and 


bring the water to boiling point. Reduce 
the heat to below boiling point and let the 
water simmer. Now watch the time, 
which will depend on how large and how 
cold the eggs are. Allow the following 
time for 70-degree eggs. If they have 
come right out of the refrigerator you 
will have to add at least 2 minutes to the 
timings listed below. 


Soft-cooked eggs: Remove them from 


the water 2 to 3 minutes after the heat 
has been reduced. 


Medlum-soft-cooked eggs: Allow 4 min- 


utes after reducing heat. 


Hard-cooked eggs: Allow about IS min- 


utes after reducing heat. Plunge the fin- 
ished hard-cooked eggs in cold water at 
once to arrest further cooking and to pre- 
vent the yolk from discoloring. 


To shell hard-cooked eggs, crack the 


shell and roll the egg between the palms 
of the hands to free the thin tough skin 
from the egg and make shelling easier. 
If the eggs are very fresh they are more 
difficult to shell. 


If you want to slice the eggs smoothly, 


dip a knife in water before using.

Coffee controversy 


Coffee drinkers: is Java good or bad? 


You have a choice of reports and an- 
swers. One from Boston University and 
published in Lancet, a British medical 
journal, suggests a relationship between 
heavy coffee drinking and heart disease. 


But D. Siegfried Heyden, professor of 


community health sciences at Duke Uni- 
versity, says his studies confirm earlier 
findings to the contrary — that is, that 
there is no link between heavy coffee 
drinking and a high incidence of heart 
disease. He also found no significant dif- 
ference between the cholesterol, blood 
sugar and uric acid levels and blood 
pressure of heavy coffee drinkers and 
non-drinkers of coffee.

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Eggs are Passover staples, too

UPI—Eggs are staples not only for the 


Christian festival of Easter but also for 
Passover, the Jewish spring holiday that 
commemorates the Israelites' escape 
from slavery in Egypt It runs from 
April 17-24 this year 


"Observant people eat eggs three 


times a day." says Minna Land of Sister- 
hood Congregation Beth El, New London, 
Conn. She added that a roasted egg is 
among symbolic foods on a special plate 
or platter at the Seder suppers that ush- 
er in the holiday. 


Mrs. Land, a former Sisterhood presi- 


dent, said the egg represents life and 
faith in the future Originally, it sym- 


bolized the free-will sacrifice that vis- 
itors usually offered in the Temple along 
with the paschal lamb 


Eggs also are widely used as an in- 


gredient in many traditional Passover 
foods in which regular leavening agents 
such as yeast and baking powder are for- 
bidden She said this restriction com- 
memorates the quickly baked unleavened 
bread eaten during the exodus from Eg- 
ypt 


With Selma Daren and other members 


of the Synagogue's women's organiza- 
tion, Mrs. Land cooked many such foods 
in testing recipes for the Sisterhood cook- 
book, "From Manna to Mousse" Dell It 
was conceived as a fund-raising project 


to help build a new wing on the syna- 
gogue. A privately printed edition pre- 
ceded the current mass market paper- 
back. 


In an interview, Mrs. Daren, who 


edited the cookbook, and Mrs. Land 
talked about Passover food and kosher 
cooking in general. 


They said the book's Passover chapter 


concentrates mostly on baked goods be- 
cause these are the recipes that most of- 
ten differ from kosher versions served 
the remainder of the year. 


Half a dozen sponge cakes in the chap- 


ter use from six to 10 eggs each. One 
carrot pudding calls for eight eggs, as 
does a dessert with lemon sauce. Kneid-

Eavesdropping at a party I discovered 


two ladies were discussing my culinary 
adventures. "Do you read Chuck Flynn's 
column?" one asked. "Oh, yes," the oth-

While that isn t quite true, 1 do believe 


butter not only is necessary for proper 
flavor in many dishes, it can be attrac- 
tively prepared to give that "something 
special." 


Baked potatoes become a gourmet 


delight when served with chive butter 
and bacon bits To 1 cup softened butter 
add 3 tablespoons freeze dried or fresh 
chopped chives, 1/8 teaspoon freshly 
ground black pepper, '2 teaspoon fresh 
lemon juice and salt to taste. Blend well. 
When potatoes ere baked, cut down cen- 
ter, then squeeze from ends to open Put 
on a generous serving of chive butter 
and sprinkle with bacon bits, real or arti- 
cifical, 


If you're grilling or broiling meats, 


chicken or fish Indoors or over an out- 
door fire, try herbed butter to give them 
extra flavor To 1 cup softened butter 
add 't cup chopped parsley. 1 teaspoon 
tarragon leaves, 2 teaspoons dry mus- 
tard, and 2 tablespoons freeze-dried shal- 
lots Blend well For ease in handling, 
place mixture on waxed paper and shape 
into a roll, then chill. Slice and place 
atop meat, fish or chicken as it comes 
from the fire, 


SESAME LEMON butter is great as a 


topping for casseroles and goes especial- 
ly well when cooking fresh asparagus, 
green beans, spinach or cauliflower. Melt 
l cup butter and add to it 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice, salt to taste, and Ki cup 
toasted sesame seed. This 
will be 


spooned over a casserole or vegetable. 
It's also good with fileted fish or whole 
trout 


Parsley butter is delicious with ome- 


lets, any white-meated fish, boiled po- 
tatoes or carrots and hot cornbread. 
Take a quarter of softened butter and 
coat with crushed parsley flakes. Roll 
and chill, then slice to top hot foods in- 
dicated. 


A quick steak sauce to add zest to your 


outdoor barbecuing is made with 1 cup 
melted butter to which you add 3 table- 
spoons Instant minced onion or finely 
chopped little green onions and 2 
teaspoons of barbecue spices. Meat, then 
allow flavors to blend several hours be- 
fore using to spoon over steaks when 
they come from the grill.

other Passover staple rich with eggs. 


IN ADDITION to eggs, chicken is a 


traditional food — perhaps the most 
traditional main course for Sedar, said 
Mrs. Daren. But each family is free to 
select any foods that conform with Pas- 
sover dietary rules. 


Besides leavening, forbidden foods and 


ingredients 
include leavened 
bread, 


cakes, biscuits and crackers, cereals, 
coffee substitutes made from cereals, 
wheat, barley, oats, rice, dry peas, dry 
beans and all liquids containing in- 
gredients made from grain alcohol. Mat- 
zoes. or unleavened bread resembling 
crackers, and matzo products and potato 
starch are customarily used instead of 
flour and products containing flour. 


Mrs Daren said she makes meringue 


shells instead of pie crust for fruit fill- 
ings and uses matzo meal instead of rice 
in her stuffed cabbage recipe. 


Many ready-made kosher products, in- 


cluding ones certified for Passover use, 
are on the market now but relatively few 
are called for in the cookbook because, 
said Mrs. Daren: 


"We tried very hard to find traditional

Selma Daren uses matzo meal and 


matzo farfel instead of flour and oatmeal 
to make oatmeal type cookies for Passo- 
ver, her recipe appears in "From Manna 
to Mousse." 


Mix 1 cup each of matzo meal and 


matzo farfel with % cup of sugar, % tea- 
spoon of cinnamon and Vz cup each of 
raisins and chopped nuts. Beat 2 eggs 
and 1/3 cup of melted margarine into dry 
mixture.

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Leftover Easter eggs? 


She pickles them after the hunt

When it cornea to Easter eggs. It's 


Kt eat fun searching for the hidden ones 
on Easter morn But then, what can 
Mom do with alt those hard boiled eggs' 


for Shirley Gelch of Arlington Heights, 


it s no problem at all. Her children, 
Lynne. 13, and Tony, 7, enjoy the tradi- 
tional family Easter egg hunt so much 
that they color at least 3 dozen. After 
Easter is over, Shirley peels off the 
shells and makes pickled eggs 


"It's so easy, it's almost ridiculous," 


Shirley chuckled She simply saves juice 


from dill pickles, garlic flavored or 
plain, and packs the eggs tightly in the 
juice In a week to ten days, they are 
pickled and ready to eat. 


"It really gives zip to the dull flavor of 


a hard-boiled egg and makes a delicious 
snack for dieters," Shirley said. She also 
serves them as nors d'oeuvres and they 
are so popular that there never seems to 
be enough to satisfy her guests.

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His job's legitimate 
but unpleasant 


by MONICA WILCH 


If you haven't kept up with the pay- 


ments on your new sofa, your creditor 
may not send his men in the dark of 
night to cart off the sofa — with you on 
it, but chances are his bill collector will 
make your life as unpleasant as possible 
until you pay up. 


The bill collector is probably the most 


disliked member of society, next to the 
IRS man. He is Inevitably cast in the role 
of the villain, while 'lie debtor is in- 
variably pitied as the poor, unfortunate 
victim. And the third party in this melo- 
drama — the creditor — often comes out 
smelling like a rose. 


Actually, none of these stereotypes is 


entirely valid. Bill collectors are doing a 
necessary — albeit unsavory — job, debt- 
ors quite often are borderline con artists, 
and creditors usually are fully aware of 
the tactics being employed by collectors 
on their behalf. 


Most bill collection operations are os- 


tensibly under the regulation of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, which in 1965 is- 
sued guidelines against deception in debt 
collection. 


But many consumerists today are in- 


sisting that the guidelines are ineffective 
in preventing undue harassment of debt- 
ors, with the result that more and strong- 
er laws have been proposed. 


AT THE SAME TIME, collectors pro- 


test that the FTC and the states have 
already Interfered too much, making 
their job nearly impossible to perform 
without committing illegalities. 


But the guidelines are just that — 


guidelines. The FTC states, "It is ex- 
pected that these guidelines will encour- 
age voluntary compliance with the law 
by Industry members." 


The only enforcement procedure avail- 


able to the FTC Is to investigate com- 
plaints received concerning collection 
practices, and to issue cease and desist 
orders to alleged offenders. 


According to Jerome Lamet, an attor- 


ney with the FTC in Chicago, "Legiti- 
mate business has no problem with these 
guidelines, but when the time comes to 
turn the bills over to a collection agency, 
they close their eyes." 


And, he added, "who's going to enforce 


either the guidelines or laws? The FTC's 
staff is much too limited." 


Even more difficult to enforce is the 


Federal Communications Act, which pro- 
hibits use of the telephone to harass, 
coerce, threaten or to transmit obsce-

nities. Although the FCC in 1970 issued a 
public notice to all telephone companies 
reminding them of the law, it appears 
that most have rarely, if ever, cut off a 
customer's phone service for this reason. 


"PROVING IT (harassment) in court 


is difficult," observed Harry Cass, public 
relations official for the Illinois Bell Tele- 
phone Co, He added that the issue "rare- 
ly comes to that." 


"We call the firm and discuss the mat- 


ter with them, and try to keep a lid on 
it," Cass said. 


Even if an individual does take a ha- 


rassment case to court, as a Maine man 
did in 1972, it is usually dismissed for 
lack of evidence. When the New England 
Telephone Co., in this instance, asked for 


dismissal on those grounds, the Maine 
man produced a tape recording of the 
offending calls. The phone company then 
charged that he had violated the law by 
recording a telephone conversation with- 
out indicating the presence of the record- 
er with a "beep tone." 


According to Howard Hammer of the 


Arlington Heights office of Illinois Bell, 
however, it may be worthwhile for 
people to contact the phone company 
concerning harassing calls. He said the 
company "can put a tap on the number, 
and then we could bring in the police 
department." 


Hammer said the Arlington Heights of- 


fice gets "some complaints" about abu- 
sive collection calls and that "it becomes

a criminal matter" at that point, as far 
as the phone company is concerned. 


There is, at least, legal precedent for 


handling harassing phone calls under 
civil statues. A Maryland woman in 1972 
won a $9,000 damage suit against a loan 
company she charged called her more 
than 200 times during a six-month period 
to collect a promissory note. 


The decision of the Circuit Court was 


affirmed on appeal by Maryland's high- 
est court, the first time in the state's his- 
tory that such an award was upheld on 
the grounds of invasion of privacy. The 
right to privacy is recognized in at least 
39 states and has 'been upheld by the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


The test in Maryland for an award in 


invasion of privacy suits is the per- 
sistence of the invasion and the language 
used. 


Bills have occasionally been Introduced 


in Congress — most recently by Cong. 
Fred Rooney (D-Pa.) — to prohibit col- 
lection of debts by telephone and to give 
the FCC broader authority over haras- 
sing calls. These bills, which so far have 
made little progress, would make such 
actions criminal offenses. 


BUT HARASSING phone calls is only 


one of many collection techniques people 
have complained about. And most of 
them are precisely the techniques out- 
lined and prohibited in the FTC guide- 
lines. 


A former Arlington Heights collection 


agency serves as a typical example of 
what debtors complain about. The firm, 
vvhcih still operates out of Chicago, was 
ordered in February by the FTC to stop 
such practices as: 


Sending out form letters under the let- 


terhead of an attorney and threatening 
legal action, when in fact the accounts 
had not been turned over to an attorney 
nor was any legal action planned. 


Threatening to report the debt to all 


credit bureaus, thus ruining the debtors' 
credit, when such an action was never 
taken by the collector. 


Since the FTC's cease and desist order 


against this firm, the Chicago Better 
Business Bureau has received at least 
five complaints indicating the company 
may be continuing to employ deceptive 
and harassing techniques. 


ACCORDING TO James Baumhart, di- 


rector of the BBB, in the same month the 
FTC order was made, a consumer com- 
plained of continually receiving bills 
from the collection agency for an unsoli-

by. Make something. 


April is the time to take that step, even 


if you're at loose ends — feeling too old, 
too awkward, or not creative. The reason 
April's the time: It is Hobby Month, an 
event sponsored by the Hobby Industry 
Association of America (HIAA). 


Rod Serling, 
father of television's 


"Twilight Zone" of old and other sus- 
pense productions, is national chairman 
of Hobby Month. A hobby may even help 
keep you from getting the screaming 
meemies while or after watching one of 
hl-i spellbinders. 


The hobbies we refer to do not include 


bird or girl watching. They do not in- 
clude jogging or tennis. They are not 
competitive — such as a sports hobby, 
with, so often, trauma for the loser, 
These constructive hobbles, into which 
Americans pour over $1.1 billion dollars 
a year, can be done at one's own pace. 
There is no deadline to meet. There is no 
one to satisfy but oneself. 


Richard Falk, president of the associ- 


ation, says It Is hard to ferret out hidden 
ingredients in constructive hobbies. To 
some these Ingredients mean relaxation. 
He said a hobby in a package does more 
to ease tension than a pill from a bottle. 


The constructive hobbies require: use 


of hands and the mind, plus some con- 
centration. Some in this category require 
little skill. Others require a lot. 


Last year's dollar volume of the hobby 


field grew by 10 per cent from the pre- 
vious year, according to the association. 
It is expected to continue growing, a pat- 
tern of annual increase, expanding by 
great leaps since 1964. That year — less 
than a decade ago — Americans spent 
$550 million on constructive hobby kits 
and materials. 


It Is almost Impossible to count noses 


on the hobby front. But spending cate- 
gories Indicate by dollar volume which 
hobbies seem most popular. 


The expenditures last year broke down 


this way: plastic kits (planes, snips, 
rockets, cars), $230 million; model car 


racing, $130 million; crafts and art sup- 
plies, $250 million; model railroads, $80 
million; model aeronautics and radio 
control, $89 million; tools, including ad- 
hesivcs, finishing materials and so on, 
$26 million; model rockets and science 
oriented kits, $41 million; wooden kits, 
$10 million; scale model miniatures, $73 
million; stamps, coins and other collec- 
tors' items, $42 million; hobby toys and 
games, $43 million. 


Falk said hobbies are "for all people 


for all seasons. The average age of the 
constructive hobbyist is between 30 and 
35 years, Generally speaking, people 
grow out of toys into hobbies, usually be- 
tween age eight and nine." 


A beginner's guide to the world of con- 


structive hobbies goes like this: 


- PLASTIC MODEL KITS. Here, the 


world of yesterday, today and tomorrow 
is presented in miniature for model 
builders of all ages. Transportation kits 
range from early Roman galleys to sleek 
ships of today. Popular with adult build- 
ers: the beautiful sailing vessels of the 
19th century. Teen-agers like car kits, 
from classics to the cars of tomorrow. 
The kits include those for model planes 
and rockets and all the space program 
vehicles, including some not yet oper- 
ational — like skylab. 


MODEL

thusiast likely to build with the most pa- 
tience makes cars and accessories from 
kits. Ready to run layouts are available 
for those with less patience.

Authorities say hobbies 


vital in today's society 


NEW YORK (UPI) -Psychologists, 


psychiatrists, physicians and educators 
view hobbies as really important In con- 
temporary society — a pushbutton, 
bound in red tape technocracy that al- 
lows little time for individual accom- 
plishment. 


Listen to what some authorities have 


said about hobbies: 


—"People who work well in boring 


jobs generally give a lot of themselves to 
their families and hobbies. Workers can 
tolerate boring jobs by divorcing them- 
selves from it emotionally and in- 
tellectually, by using their drive, in- 
itiative and imagination for their hob- 
bies." (From the study "Working Habits 
in American Industry." In a nutshell: 
"hobbies beat blue collar malaise." 


—Hobbies for mental health was the 


gist of a report in Recreation Magazine. 
It quoted Dr. William Menninger of the 
Menninger Foundation, Topeka, Kan. "In 
the hospital having a hobby protects the 
patients from the ravages of boredom 
and depression. Once they leave then- 
beds and doctors, former patients who 
continue with their hobby find it a legiti- 
mate source of pride, satisfaction, and 
serenity." 


—Doctors • prescribe hobbies. "Many 


physicians have found hobbies to be an 
excellent

patients. Comment by thoughtful visitors 
on the rapid progress the patient is mak- 
ing in his hobby construction can be an 
invaluable morale booster. (Report in 
the Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, Vol. 154, No. 10.) 


—Learning is fun. An article in Educa- 


tional Audio-Visual Guide magazine tells 
how hobby kits help history teaching. 
Teacher Robert E. Schreiber said — "A 
novel and stimulating method of teaching 
American history has been discovered in 
the elementary grades in a New York 
City school. A blend.of visual aid and 
book learning, the method utilizes hob- 
bies and model kits relating to Ameri- 
cana." 


—Science teaching. A survey report in 


the Airline Pilot's magazine noted:

attachments. 


— THE SCIENCES. These kits are de- 


signed with the latest developments in 
the various fields of science, all trans- 
lated into hobby kits for youngsters. The 
fields include microscopy and biology, 
chemistry, electronics, astronomy, min- 
eralogy and geology. 


— CRAFTS. Half the fun is creating 


things from raw materials or kits. The 
other half is using the finished products 
for home decorating. Wooden tablets can 
be beautified with mosaic tiled tops. Or- 
dinary objects, such as jars or tumblers, 
decorated with special glass paint can be 
made to fit into any decor. There are 
also wall .plaques from mosaic tiles, sea 
shells, stones. 


— SCULPTURE SETS are designed to 


involve use of plaster, clay or cardboard, 
and the popular ecology craft of bottle- 
cutting.

cited and supposedly free book he re- 
ceived in the mail. 


In May of 1972, a consumer complained 


of harassing phone calls from the agency 
regarding money the consumer owed on 
her mother's funeral. The consumer said 
she was paying the funeral director "as 
much as I can," but the agency harassed 
her, "calling me nasty names." 


Another complaint concerned a bill the 


consumer was challenging, while a 
fourth complaint charged the collectors 
falsely identified themselves as the con- 
sumer's employer and threatened that he 
would be fired. 


The most recent complaint against the 


firm, filed in February of this year, 
charged constant harassment over the 
phone which resulted in the physical re- 
lapse of the consumer's mother. 


In all but one of these instances, the 


collection agency made no response to 
the BBB to straighten out the dispute. 


BAUMHART SAID the bureau received 


76 complaints last year against collection 
services. These complaints, as well as 
cases investigated by the FTC, typically 
involve late-night or hourly phone calls, 
personal visits and threats, harassment 
of relatives and neighbors and mis- 
representation. 


But, the other side of the coin is that 


the collection of debts is a legitimate 
business operation and that, just as in 
other businesses, there are reputable col- 
lection agencies and disreputable ones — 
the latter often attracting the most pub- 
licity. 


Th er e are 
some 
8,000 
collection 


agencies in the U.S., and among them, 
according to Tom Schoenig of Northwest 
Collectors of Arlington Heights, "a lot of 
rotten apples," although, he believes, 
their number is decreasing. 


But Schoenig does not believe that 


stricter laws have gotten rid of the shady 
operators. Such laws "Just close the door 
for the middle guy, who won't be able to 
get credit, and the credit grantor, who 
can't collect." He adds that "laws to put 
illegitimates out of business will put 
Field's out, too." 


WHILE PREDICTING that stricter 


laws "will make credit more difficult," 
Schoenig pointed to easy credit as part of 
the problem. Most debtors, he said, are 


simply over-extended. The middle class 
environment of the suburbs is one of 
people "living in excess of their means." 


'"Major credit grantors have made it 


easy to get credit here. There is big com- 
petition for the consumer's dollar in the 
Northwest suburbs." 


Schoenig and his partner, George 


Crawford, both with many years' experi- 
ence in the credit business, opened their 
own agency three years ago in response 
to the needs of local merchants. 


The biggest problems locally, accord- 


ing to Schoenig and Crawford, are aban- 
donment of utib'ty bills, medical debts 
and paying of bills with bad checks. 


In the case of medical debts — which 


were also cited by the director of the 
Northwest Opportunity Center as the ma- 
jor debt problem of low-income people — 
70 to 80 per cent are collectible, Schoenig 
said. 


HE DESCRIBED these situations as 


"unforeseen expenses" incurred by per- 
sons with no prior credit problems who 
are "embarrassed." Instead of talking to 
the doctor about the bill, "They just ig- 
nore it." In other cases, people think 
their insurance covered all their medical 
bills when it didn't. 


But Schoenig denied that many in- 


digent cases are turned over to his col- 
lection agency by the medical profession. 
He said doctors work these problems out 
themselves if they know about it,' but 
they turn other bills over to collectors 
"to avoid an unpleasant task for which 
they are not trained." 


In the case of utility bills and other 


debts, however, Schoenig and Crawford 
feel that people have been given ample 
opportunity to arrange terms or, if they 
are dissatisfied with merchandise, 
to 


contact the Better Business Bureau or 
Consumer Fraud office. At that point, 
Schoenig said, "We want all the money 
yesterday. We believe we should be paid 
what's realistic, not convenient." 


"THERE'S A a psychological buildup 


that occurs in getting away with non-pay- 
ment . . . Today, it's socially acceptable 
to be in debt." 


Schoenig adds that 30 per cent of the 


accounts turned over to his agency al-

It's illegal 


The Federal Trade Commission guide- 


lines against debt collection deception 
prohibit "deceptive representation or de- 
ceptive means to collect . . . debts or to 
obtain information concerning debtors." 
Such misrepresentations include collec- 
tors pretending: 


That they are seeking information in 


connection with a survey; that they have 
a prepaid package for the debtor; that 
money or a gift will be sent to addressee 
if he furnishes requested information; 


That debts have been turned over to an 


attorney or independent collection agen- 
cy; or that documents are legal process 
forms. 


Collectors are also forbidden to use 


any forms or letters which "do not clear- 
ly and conspicuously disclose" their pur- 
pose of collection. 


Collectors may not use any name or 


insignia creating a false impression that 
they are affiliated with a government 


agency or that they are a credit bureau. 


In soliciting accounts for collection, 


agencies may not falsely indicate that 
they have separate divisions, such as le- 
gal, credit reporting and collecting. 


Moreover, in Illinois it is illegal for a 


collector to communicate with a debtor's 
employer with regard to the debt, unless 
the employe has been in default for at 
least 30 days and has 'had five days' no- 
tice of the collector's intention. 


If a collector chooses to undertake gar- 


nishment proceedings (collection by di- 
rect deduction from a debtor's wages) a 
_ 


debtor who is head of a family is allowed 
a $65 per week exemption, and one who 
is not head of a family is allowed $50. 


In addition, a confession of judgment 


clause (in which the debtor signs away 
his legal rights to dispute the bill when 
he makes the purchase) cannot be used 
as the basis for garnishment proceed- 
ings.

They may knowingly write 
a bad check, or simply refuse to pay. 


According to recent government statis- 


tics, Americans owe approximately $106 
billion — not counting car loans and 
mortgages. In the face of such a prolife- 
rated credit system, solutions do not 
come easy. 


It is unrealistic to classify all debtors 


as victims or all collectors as "bad 
guys," and equally unrealistic to assume 
the opposite. It is an additional possi- 
bility that the credit system itself needs 
overhauling, and that laws aimed specifi- 
cally at debt collection practices may be 
entirely superficial.

The Friendly Skies: I have received a 


number of responses to my article on air 
fare overcharges (The Herald, March 
28), most notably from United Air Lines. 


John H. Gamble, director of public re- 


lations for United, wrote that "the fare 
computation problem is indeed one which 
our industry faces daily and one which 
we are attempting to resolve as quickly 
as possible." 


According to a memo passed along by 


Gamble, United in 1967 joined with four 
other carriers In hiring a consultant to 
study the feasibility of a computerized 
fare computation-quotation system. 


The study, which cost the participants 


$1 million, concluded — not surprisingly 
— that such a system is needed, but is 
too expensive for individual air lines to 
Implement by themselves. But when pro- 
posed as an industry undertaking, the 


United working 
to end confusion

system has so far been rejected, due to 
existing commitments of air lines to 
various fare quotation systems. 


In another effort to straighten out 


some of the fare problem, United In 1968 
filed a petition with the Civil Aeronautics 
Board requesting permission to Initiate 
discussion of fare simplification among 
the air lines. After more than a year's 
wait, United was turned down by the 
CAB on this request. 


Meanwhile, according to the memo, 


United has been developing its own fare 
quotation system, called Apollo. The 
computer separately quotes fare, tax and 
total. When completed, the system will 
cover about 90 per ecnt of the tickets 
written by United, including all local and 
joint fares published by United, fares ap- 
plicable to all schedules maintained In 
the Apollo computer and all fares (con- 
structed or published; which have been 
prepared by United four or more times 
in the preceding quarter. 


GAMBLE ALSO provided the Herald 


with Information on the task force that 
has been established by the Air Trans- 
port Association to study air fare quota- 
tion problems and to make recommenda- 
tions. A United executive, Mechlni D. 
Moore. Is serving on this committee. 


Among his specific comments on the 


Herald article, Gamble challenged the 
quotation ascribed to a United Air Lines 
ticket counter in Elkhart, Ind, pointing 
out that United has no ticket counter 
there. This quotation came from a con- 
sumer in Elkhart and, upon checking 
with her again, I found she had actually 
gone to a travel agency which had 
quoted her the fare for United. 


I regret the error, but feel it does not 


substantially 
change the point being 


made. Fares that are so numerous (the 
United memo states that published joint 
fares alone now number about 150,000) 
and subject to frequent change are 
hopelessly confusing not only to the pub- 
lic, but to travel Industry employes as 
well. 


I am gratified at the concerned re- 


sponse from United and urge that all oth- 
ers Involved In air travel - Including the 
CAB — give this problem high priority in 
their agendas.

Use a light soil that is not rich in fer- 


tilizer for starting seeds indoors — one- 
third peat, one-third sand, one-third pot- 
ting soil — is adequate You can always 
add fertilizer, but you can't take it away 
from the soil Young rootlets will reach 
out in soil that Is not rich and strengthen 
themselves but otherwise in rich soil, the 
roots become lazy and are easily burnt 
by high salts Maybe you'd prefer to use 
a soil-less mixture life Jiffy — that's 
what many professional growers use. 


At any rate, never use soil from road- 


side ditches — It may contain road salt. 
Also don't buy soil from farmer using 
chemical weed control as soil con- 
taminated with Atrazlne residue will not 
germinate seed 


PROS AS WELL as serious amateur 


growers also use heat mats and heat 
cables in their coldframes or green- 
houses so plants get started as soon as 
possible. The longer it takes to get a 
plant growing, the more vulnerable it is 
to damping off, rot and other bugaboos. 
Nearly all seeds start best if they get 
gentle bottom heat Heat cables run any- 
where from $195 for a three-footer that 
you can bury In your wooden seed flat to 
$11.96 for a 120-footer with a built-in ther- 
mostat 


Soil temperature is critical to germinat- 


ing seeds, the one factor most amateur 
gardeners forget. A temperature of 65 to 
70 degrees is average for most varieties. 
I picked up a soil thermometer from 
Park Seed Co. (Greenwood, S. C.) for 75 
cents. Be sure to consult the directions 
on seed packets for directions on when to 
plant. 


SEED IS VIABLE and has the ability 


to lose life as time goes on — thus the 
general advice of pros to toss leftover 
seeds. 


However, all seed companies submit 


sample batches for germination tests. 
Webby seeds mean too much moisture. 
These lots are re-dried by the seedsman. 
Early corn, onion, lettuce and spinach 
are soil-tested in cold ground to check 
vigor before the selling season, accord- 
ing to the people at Stokes Seed Co., who 
were glad to answer my inquiries about 
germination testing. These seedsmen 
fungicide these seeds to aid cold-ground 
emergency. 


So organic gardeners should specify 


"untreated" seeds on seed orders, other- 
wise the growers will send you seed that 
has been fungicided with Arasan or Cap- 
tan, which defeats your purpose of organ- 
ic growing. When planting untreated 
corn, beans, peas, be sure to wait until 


June 1 or until the ground reaches 55-60 
degrees, whichever comes first, or they 
will not germinate. 


You see, the men at Stokes told me, in 


areas of the country where winter brings 
heavy snows, the eggs of insects and soil- 
borne fungi are not winter-killed. The 
cooler spring soil conditions prevent 
quick germination and provide the per- 
fect set-up for an attack of the germinat- 
ing seed when its emerging and vulner- 
able That's why these peas, beans, com 
are treated with fungicides. 


MOST COMPANIES sell both kinds - 


treated and untreated, The untreated 
cost no more than treated. You simply 
have to ask for untreated if you want 
them. It's as simple as that. But it is 
common knowledge that the seed com- 
panies will send you treated seeds unless 
otherwise directed because of the cold 
ground fungus-insect attack theory. 


Some types of seed require a cold 


shock to break dormancy before "sowing, 
so if the seed packets says that, try put- 
ting delphinium, snapdragon, primula, 
phlox, carnation and aster seed in the 
refrigerator for 48 hours before sowing. 


When your seedlings develop the first 


set of true leaves (actually the third and 
fourth leaves that emerge), transplant 
them by lifting the seedlings by the leaf, 
not the stem. Shade young transplants 
with a cheesecloth screen for two or 
three days and always use lukewarm 
(ice cold water kills tender seedlings). 
Use a misting nozzle or a "baby break- 
er," so you don't drown the young seed- 
lings, (Baby breakers, $3.50, and other 
misting devices are available in the 
Stokes seed catalog, Box 548, Buffalo, 
N.Y 14240 )

The trustees were chosen from a field of 
10 candidates. 


Election returns will become official 


Monday night when the village board 
conducts the canvass. At that time, the

unofficial returns will be checked against 
the figures recorded by the election judg- 
es. 


Although unlikely, it is conceivable 


that a candidate who lost in a close con- 
test could be declared a winner after the 
canvass is made. If the election results 
are upheld by the canvass, candidates 
will still have the option of asking for a 
recount and challenging the election in 
court. 


VILLAGE CLERK Verna Clayton said 


she received no reports of voting irre- 
gularities in the precincts. She said, how- 
ever, there were 55 spoiled ballots in 
nine precincts. The number of spoiled 
ballots in precinct 7 was not available, 
she said. 


Mrs. Clayton added that she did not 


know how the ballots were spoiled. She 
said the ballots were brought to her 
sealed and cannot be opened without a 
court order.

Washington Irving School in Buffalo 
Grove will be open for the first day of 
classes next fall, despite some recent mi- 
nor construction delays. 


Dist. 21 Assistant Supt. John Barger 


said yesterday he anticipates the roof of 
the new school, in the Mill Creek subdivi- 
sion, will probably be installed within the 
next couple of weeks. 


"It's been my experience with building 


in the past, that once they get the roof on: 
it will probably take about six weeks to 
finish the inside," he said. 


Workers were slowed in the past few 


weeks by a shortage of building mate- 
rials. However, Barger said he was at 
the site earlier this week and the con- 
tractor assured him he has what he 
needs to continue working. 


BARGER SAID workers still have to 


complete a section of the north wall of 
the school before the roof can be to- 
stalled. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said yester- 


day school officials haven't yet devel- 
oped any plans in case they are unable to 
open Irving School in September. 


"I hate to start speculating about what 


we'd do, but I imagine we'd just have to 
put the kids in other nearby schools," 
Gill said. "We'd try to keep them togeth- 
er." 


Construction on Irving School was late 


in getting started because of a con- 
troversy over moving a large amount of 
dirt on the site. Miller Builders, devel- 
opers of Mill Creek, was accused by the 
school district of holding up construction 
2% months because they failed to re* 
move the dirt, as they had promised. 


The dirt was moved only after the dis- 


trict threatened to use taxpayers' funds 
to pay for the removal. Construction fi- 
nally started in late October. 


THE $1.4 MILLION school is almost 


identical to James Whitcomb Riley 
School in the Arlington Heights section of 
Dist. 21. The only difference between the 
two schools is that Irving will be con- 
structed with movable interior walls to 
accommodate open classrooms or large 
groups of students.

Three vote-counting errors cut fireman 


David Wolf's losing mayoral margin 
from 225 votes to 164. 


Wolf, 67-1 Laurel Ave., called a Chicago 


newspaper report that he would seek a 
recount "premature." He said. "I won't 
know until after the canvass. The totals 
change every time I check." 


But the challenger to Mayor Herbert 


Behrel's fifth term said he would "defi- 


nitely'' ask for examination of ballots 
cast Tuesday if the margin falls to 100 
votes and "probably" would file for a 
recount if the total is less than 150. 


CORRECTED RESULTS of the mayor- 


al race, released by City Clerk Eleanor 
Rohrbach late yesterday, showed Behrel 
with 5,826 votes and Wolf with 5,664. 


Main change in the figures was in Pre- 


cinct 5 of the 1st Ward where Wolf was 
credited with 118 votes Tuesday night. 
The correct vote was 188, an increase of 
70. 


Wolf lost 11 votes through an adding 


mistake in the 2nd Ward, falling from 866 
to 855. Behrel dropped two votes in the 
2nd. 


Wolf's effort to unseat Behrel appar- 


ently failed for two reasons:

S c h o o l teacher Burton Kosmen 


pulled 397 votes in the mayoral race, 
drawing anti-Behrel support. Kosmen, 709 
S. Des Plaines Ave., pulled 89 votes in 
his home 1st Ward. "That's my ward," 
Wolf, who lives in precinct S, said yester- 
day. 


• An uncontested 8th Ward race drew 


only 738 voters who gave the mayor a 40- 


vote margin. The ward, where Behrel 
now lives, is a hotbed of activity against 
the proposed Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict plant and was seen as a Wolf 
stronghold. Both aldermen in the 8th 
backed Wolf. 


"The votes just weren't there," Wolf 


said as his workers cleaned up campaign 
headquarters at Des Plaines Avenue and 
Miner Street. "You can truthfully say 
that I'm disappointed in the people of 
Des Plaines who didn't come out to 
vote." 


Buoyed by warm weather and sunny 


skies, a vote of more than 50 per cent 
was predicted by election officials Mon- 
day. About 45 per cent of Des Plaines 
29,334 registered voters showed up at the 
polls. The 11,832 votes was a record, by 
395. "But, where was everybody else," 
Wolf asked. 


SOME OFFICIALS speculated yester- 


day that confusion over polling locations 
cut into the final vote turnout. The Her- 
ald and the city clerk's office received 
numerous phone calls from residents re- 
districted into new wards and precincts. 
Many asked "where do I vote" after they 


were turned away by judges at previous 
years' locations.

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Headcount backfires on 
officials 


$19,000 census shows city's 
population drops by 1,600

Des Plaines population has dropped by 


more than 1,600 persons since 1970, a 
special census financed by the city 
showed yesterday. 


The unofficial city population is 55,573 


persons, officials of the U S. Census Bu- 
reau told Mayor Herbert Behrel and City 
Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach late yesterday. 


Des Plaines population was 57,239 per- 


sons, according to the 1970 census. 


City officials contracted for the $19.165, 


four-week headcount in an effort to boost 
the city's population more than 60,000. 
Predicting that the population would in- 
crease by more than 5,000 persons, city 
officials last fall claimed that increases 
in state income and motor fuel tax funds 
and in federal revenue sharing dis- 
bttr«ements would boost revenue $63,500. 


DES PLAINES can avoid a loss in the 


state and federal funds, which are based 
on population, by rejecting certification 
of the special census, Mrs. Rohrbach told 
the Herald. 


"If they (the Census Bureau) receive 


an official statement from us that we 
don't want it certified, the city still will 
be counted at the 1970 population," she 
said. 


Final result of the census will be avail- 


able after findings here are totaled by 
computer in Indiana, census officials 
said. Des Plaines can request a block-by- 
block breakdown of the census. 


"It's very obvious why we dropped," 


Mrs, Rohrback said. "The 1970 census 
was not accurately calculated." 


The city received credit for a 970 popu- 


lation in a trailer park at 400 W. Touhy 
Ave. in 1970. "That trailer park was nev- 
er in the city. That's where we lost half 
of the total." she said. The trailer park 
uses a Des Plaines mailing address. 


IN CUMBERLAND Terrace, residents 


of Mount Prospect were credited to Des 
Plaines, Mrs. Rohrbach said. "The cen- 
sus tract there comes out much different 
and much lower," she said. 


Des Plaines gained population near 


Maryville Academy, on N. River Road. 
The 1970 census showed 49 persons there 
although the clerk's voter registration 
cards indicated more than 300. 


CENSUS WORKERS began the door- 


too-door headcount in late March. Total 
labor cost paid by the city was $10,365. 


Des Plaines also paid the Census Bureau 
$8,800. 


The special census finding also is less 


than a similar count in 1968. The Census 
Bureau reported 57,462 persons then and 
drew criticism from city officials. 


Des Plaines protested results of the 


1970 survey and sent Behrel to Washing- 


ton, D. C. to determine why the city pop- 
ulation dropped 223 persons from 1968 to 
1970. 


A city planning consultant two years 


ago predicted a 1990,population of 90,000, 
although that total has dropped because 
of a declining birth rate and a housing 
construction'slowdown. 


Library book fines increase 
from 2 to 5 cents per day

Remember the time when an overdue 


book fine from the Des Plaines library 
was a mere two cents a day? 


Now, it costs five cents per day for 


each adult book kept past the two-week 
loan period, and for a very good reason, 
according to library administrator Wil- 
liam Wiman. 


"It has nothing to do with bringing in 


added revenue to the library," he said, 
although the library netted about $10,000 
in late book fines last year. "It's just 
that we want to ensure having the books 
brought back in time so that other people 
can read them." 


Wiman said many of the library's 


90,000 volumes are bestsellers and "get- 
ting the materials back from the borrow- 
er more quickly makes them more read- 
ily available to more people." 


THE OVERDUE rate, raised last 


month, affects only adult library users. 
The fine for juvenile books is still three 
cents per day. 


"There doesn't seem to be the pressure 


among kids that there is among adults to 
read bestsellers," Wiman said. "That's 
why we didn't raise the fine for chil- 
dren's books." 


Wiman does not consider missing and 


overdue books a problem. 


"We get a large percentage of them 


back," he said. "Most people get the 
books back on time or shortly after- 
ward." 


The last library inventory taken in 1971 


showed some 200 books missing from the 


shelves. Wiman said some of the missing 
books were stolen while the remainder 
were probably overdue. 


OVERDUE BOOK'borrowers are usu- 


ally notified by mail at two-week inter- 
vals that their books are late. 


If the books are still not returned, a 


credit bureau sends the borrower a no- 
tice and records the book against them. 
The library also keeps a record and 
would not lend another book until the 
fine is paid. 


"All people keeping overdue books out 


do not do so deliberately," Wiman said. 
"There can very often be confusion and 
sometimes people just forget." 


Better facilities, more books and other 


extras will be available when the li- 
brary's additional wing is constructed. 


A bid by the Sleczak Construction Co., 


of Chicago, of $715,995 was accepted for 
construction which will begin in the next 
week. 


THE ADDITION will double the li- 


brary's book carrying capacity from 
90,000 to 190,000 volumes. 


The $869,000 addition is expected to be 


complete late this year. 


"We've been wanting to provide such 


things as more magazines, periodicals 
and audio-visual materials for people 
that we couldn't provide because we 
didn't have the space," Wiman said of 
the new facility. 


"Once we can provide a wider range of 


material people will better understand 
that libraries are more than just books."

politician. But let the speaker even ap- 
pear to be malicious or vindictive toward 
an opponent and Zap — crowd reaction. 
The alleged bad guy becomes the under- 
dog. People have a near fetish in coming 
to the rescue and support of an under- 
dog. 


PEOPLE ALSO have a thing for hon- 


esty. Whether they themselves are hon- 
est doesn't really matter but they are 
appalled at someone else's dishonesty. If 
a candidate appears to be the least bit 
dishonest he's a goner. 


Unsubstantiated "facts" are worthless; 


charges that aren't proved are wasted 
words. 


• It would be refreshing if every can- 


didate running for office in Des Plaines 
knew the issues.

THE CANDIDATES who got out there 


and knocked on doors, had a reasonably 
organized organization and a solid strate- 
gy usually wound up winning. 


The close races seemed to be between 


candidates' 
who campaigned equally 


hard. 


It makes all the difference in the 


world. People like to meet the person 
who intends to represent them. They like 
to know he or she is available, cares 
enough to try and meet them and is 
serious enough about the election to 
make this extra effort. 


National politicians know the value of 


grassroots politics. We're seeing it more 
and more. For a local candidate not to- 
take advantage of personal contact is 
sheer election-night suicide. 


This election was the most active and 


exciting I've seen in Des Plaines. So 
many people got involved. Voter turnout 
was pretty good considering there were 
four unopposed races. The results were 
tremendous or terrible — dependong on 
who you were for

had not publicly discussed work at the 
school since the March 12 meeting, but 
said the board had been monitoring the 
work. 


Sparks said the latest report from the 


architect said the school should be ready 
for classes in September. 


Construction of Friendship School in 


Des Plaines has been plagued by delays. 
Originally the school was to open in 
January. The opening date was pushed 
back to mid-March, then mid-May, then 
June 1, then July 15 and finally to the 


current September opening. 


Grant Terrell, project representative 


for the district's architect, has blamed 
most of the delays on the failure of Al- 
bert Berg, general contractor, to meet 
schedule deadlines. 


The board, at a special meeting, 


March 12 took the first step towards the 
firing of Berg. The board adopted a reso- 
lution giving Berg and his bonding com- 
pany notice that he might be removed 
from the job site. 


THE BOARD also directed the archi- 


tectural firm, Scott, Kelley and Associ- 
ates, to evaluate the progress at the 
school and possibly prepare a certifica- 
tion for Berg's removal. 


Under the terms of the construction 


contract, the contractor cannot be re- 
moved from the job site unless the archi- 
tect certifies that the contractor is not 
fulfilling the contract and should be re- 
moved. 


The resolution notifying Berg that he 


may be removed does not commit the 
board to any action. It only serves as a 
legal warning that the board is not satis- 
fied with the work. 


At Monday's meeting, Sparks said the 


board still has the option of firing Berg, 
but since the notice was served, work 
has improved at the school. 
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Devon-53 solution 
Zettek's first 
new-term goal 


Reaching an "expedient and equitable" 


solution to the problems of the proposed 
Devon-53 housing project is the "most 
important Immediate thing" to Charles 
Zettek. newly reelected Elk Grove Vil- 
lage president. 


The Devon-53 housing project Is a 267- 


acre development in three parcels near 
the intersection of Devon Avenue and 111. 
Rte. 53. When completed, an estimated 
13.000 persons would be living in the 
single-family homes, apartments and 
condominiums. 


The development is In what is now 


unincorporated Elk Grove Township. The 
developers have zoning permission from 
Cook County to begin construction, but 
are seeking annexation to the village be- 
fore building, 


Some groups in the village are opposed 


to the construction of the development 
and are seeking to deny annexation. 


ZETTEK SAID he would follow closely 


the plan commission hearings on the pro- 
posed development. The plan commission 
will make a recommendation on whether 
to annex the development after the hear- 
ings. The village board must then act 
upon the commission's recommendation. 


Ramey top park 
vote-getter 


Jack Ramey, 811 Pahl Rd., received 


the highest vote total of the three can- 
didates in Tuesday's uncontested Elk 
Grove Park District election. 


Ramey, a first-time candidate, re- 


ceived 2,470 votes for the two-year park 
board seat he was seeking. The term is 
the unexpired portion of Daniel Gilbert's 
term. 


Incumbents Edward Hauser and Bart 


Dill were reelected to full six-year park 
board terms. Hauser received 2,453 votes 
and Dill, had 2,318. 


Unofficial returns from eight of the 


nine precincts for the uncontested Elk 
Grove Village Public Library Board 
showed Barbara Walsh, 2,341 votes, and 
Grover Streich, 2,134. 


The official canvass of returns in the 


village board race will be made Tuesday. 
Unofficial returns from all nine precincts 
have been totaled. 


For the presidential race: incumbent 


Charles Zettek, 2.107 votes; Robert Lind- 
ahl, 629; Richard McGrenera, who with- 
drew from the race about two weeks be- 
fore the election, 109. 


For the three trustee seats, each for a 


four-year term: Incumbent Nanci Van- 
derweel, 2,326 votes; incumbent George 
Spees, 2.036; incumbent Ted Staddler, 
1,959; Kevin McCarthy, 944; Melvln Byt- 
nar. 619. 


For the one trustee seat for a two-year 


term: Michael Tosto 1,054; Alvin Kras- 
now. 1,049: James Gibson, who withdrew 
from the race prior to the election, 587 
votes. 


In the uncontested village clerk elec- 


tion, Lee Turner received 2,625 votes. 


A total of 2,900 votes were cast. 


Zettek said action on Devon-53 must be 


handled "to the best welfare of Elk 
Grove Village." 


In Tuesday's election, Zettek swept to 


victory by more than a 3 to 1 majority 
over his opponent, Robert "Bud" Lind- 
ahl. Zettek had an unofficial vote total of 
2,107 to Lindahl's 626. 


Three incumbent village trustees were 


reelected to four-year seats. They are 
Nanci Vanderweel, George Spees and 
Ted Staddler. Michael Tosto beat Alvin 
Krasnow by five votes, 1,054 to 1,049, for 
the two-year trustee seat. 


Krasnow said Wednesday he is con- 


sulting with a lawyer about the possi- 
bility of a recount. 


B E S I D E S THE Devon-53 project, 


which is an "immediate" problem, Zet- 
tek said he had several long-range goals 
for his second four-year term as presi- 
dent: 


• West of Rte. 53: "We have to get the 


people west of Rte. 53 Involved in the 
everyday running of our village govern- 
ment," said Zettek. "We don't want them 
to feel they aren't being heard." 


He said he hoped to appoint village 


residents living west of Rte. 53 to various 
boards and commissions to establish "a 
communication and rapport." 


• Village Transportation: Zettek said 


the village must provide, at least on a 
trial basis, some form of intra-village 
transportation system. He said he would 
like to see a "mini-bus" used to provide 
residents, especially young people and 
senior citizens, with transportation to 
shopping centers, parks, library and 
swimming pools. 


Zettek said the village may have to 


subsidize the "mini-bus" at the start of 
the project, but said the village should 
"at least give it a try." 


• Senior citizen housing: A senior citi- 


zens' housing project, located near the 
Grove Shopping Mall at Biesterfield and 
Arlington Heights roads, has been pro- 
posed for the village. The developer has 
said that the project is now postponed by 
the federal freeze on housing funds. 


Zettek said the village must work to 


get on senior citizens' housing as soon as 
federal money is available. 


He said the housing should be provided 


at "more than a reasonable rental fee." 


• Post office: Zettek said the village 


should try to obtain a main post office 
within the village limits. He said the In- 
dustrial park particularly needs prompt 
mall service. 


• Flooding: Zettek said the village 


would continue to work on the flooding 
and sewer backup problems, especially 
those in the eastern part of the village. 


In connection with the flooding prob- 


lems, he said the village should work to 
get a Metropolitan Sanitary District sew- 
age treatment plant located near Elm- 
hurst Road and Oakton Street. 


The city of Des Plalnes is opposed to 


the proposed location of the plant, which 
would be next to a residential area. 


Zettek said the problems must be 


solved because the sewage treatment 
plant must be built.

Pupils work 
on village 
scale map

More than half of Elk Grove Village 


can be constructed in only three weeks 
— by a group of school children. And 
they will spend only $33 to do it. 


Actually, the students, seventh-graders 


at Grove Junipr High School, are not 
building a full-size version of Elk Grove 
Village. They are making a scale model 
map as a special project for their indus- 
trial arts class. 


The map covers the area bordered by 


Howard Street on the north, Tonne Road 
on the east, Clearmont Drive on the 
south and Wellington Avenue on the 
west. Included is a portion of the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve, northwest of the 
village. 


The map is being constructed in one of 


the industrial arts classrooms. Next door 
is a "village construction 
assembly 


line." Various models of the buildings 
are cut, sanded and painted before being 
placed on the map. Miniature trees are 
also made, using straight pins and bits of 
fiber insulation. 


The entire seventh-grade industrial 


arts class, 250 to 300 boys, is working on 
the project. 


RON HURBAN, one of the class in- 


structors, said almost all of the map is 
made from scrap pieces of wood and pa- 
per. The three sheets of plywood used for 
the base were the most expensive part of 
the map. 


John Zaruba, a class instructor, esti- 


mated that 2,000 buildings and 3,000 trees 
would be used in completing the map. 


To begin the project, the instructors 


projected an enlarged version of a stan- 
dard village street map onto the play- 
wood sheets. The streets were painted on 
the plywood using a scale of one inch on 
the map equal to 50 feet of actual dis- 
tance. 


With the streets marked out, the stu- 


dents then had to determine what build- 
ings were on each street. Each boy was 
assigned a specific area to survey. Each 
house on the street was counted and its 
position marked out. 


Homes were divided into one group — 


ranch, "L-shaped ranch, two-story and 
split level. A different scale model was 
used for each house type. 


THE BOYS also were responsible for 


determining the position and shape for 
buildings other than homes in the area 
they surveyed. Special models had to be 
made for the library, parks, shopping 
centers and apartment buildings. 


Some of the boys even recorded the 


colors of the buildings so the models 
could be reproduced more accurately. 


The boys have been working on the 


map for about two weeks. They expect to 
have it completed in time for the school's 
open house in May. 


After the open house, the map may be 


donated to the village hall.

Schools shift 
gears, keep 
shop teacher 


High School Dlst. 214 has found a way 


to keep teacher Tom Hackenbach. 


Hackenbach. a power mechanics teach- 


er 
at Arlington High School, was 


reluctantly 
dismissed by the school 


board earlier this month because, after 
teaching for four years at the school, he 
was no longer eligible for a provisional 
teaching certificate. 


In the past, the district had filed a 


statement saying it could not hire fully 
certificated teachers in power mechanics 
but Supt. Edward Gilbert said that since 
qualified teachers are now available, the 
board could no longer hire Hackenbach 
on the provisional certificate. 


Monday night, however, Gilbert told 


the board that discussions with officials 
in several state offices had turned up a 
procedure the district can follow to keep 
Hackenbach on, 


tTVDER THE procedure, Hackenbach 


will take the one course still required for 
him to receive a regular certificate to 
teach German, the district will then cer- 
tify that he is qualified to teach power 
mechanics and he will be approved by 
the state Division of Vocational and 
Technical Education, Gilbert said. 


Hackenbach originally began teaching 


without having taken any education 
courses, according to Robert Cudney. the 
district's director of Instruction staffing, 
under the state law allowing a college 
graduate to teach provisionally without 
them 


In the four years he has worked at Ar- 


lington, Cudney said, he has taken 16 
hours of education courses and com- 
pleted his student teaching requirement 
while teaching in the district summer 
school. To complete a regular certificate 
for power mechanics, however, he would 
have to take about 24 more semester 
hours in that field. 


Cudnev said he and Gilbert talked to 


three different state offices before being 
told about the alternate procedure avail- 
able for Hackenbach's case. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education 


agreed to hire Hackenbach for next year 
contingent upon his completing the one 
course necessary for his regular certifi- 
cate.

Counselors for the Bridge, the Palatine 


area's youth counseling center, made 
some 4.000 contacts with teenagers in 
1972, discussing problems ranging from 
pregnancy to Job placement. 


The 1972 figures show that nearly three 


times as many youths were served by 
the Bridge than during 1971, its first year 
of operation An increased staff and 
more workers in the communities are 
credited for the upsurge in the teens' 
awareness and use of Bridge services, 
counselor Jean Flsler said. 


According to the organization's annual 


report, 1,195 youths met with counsetors 
in "social rap," Informal talk sessions. 
The second largest category of youth 


problems was pregnancy with 346 teens. 
Birth control was next with information 
requested by 306 teenagers. 


Nearly 60 per cent of the youths in con- 


tact with the Bridge were girls. 


The largest age group of people who 


met with Bridge counselors was in the 
16-18 year bracket. High school juniors 
represented the single largest grade lev- 
el being served by the Bridge, with soph- 
omores and seniors the next largest 
grades coming into the youth bureau. 


"We're really at this point still suffer- 


ing from some of those growth pains," 
said Palatine Township Youth Com- 
mittee (PTYC) chairman Paul Jung. 
"But 
the statistics are not what we're 


really about. The most important thing is 


to help kids." 


•THa BRIDGE is operated by the 


PTYC. Financial support comes from 
Palatine Township and in cash or coun- 
selor-tune donations from area townships 
and agencies. 


In addition to professional youth coun- 


selors at the Bridge, the Cook County De- 
partment of Public Health has assigned 
a registered nurse to give medical guid- 
ance and referrals to young people com- 
ing into the agency.

ILEC originally approved the mon- 
ey to start the experimental youth ser- 
vices bureau, on the condition that 
ILEC's share of the financing would de- 
crease each year until the entire respon- 
sibility for funding eventually fell on the 
local governments. That grant ends this 
month.

At this point, Palatine Township 
officials are anticipating a $52,000 allot- 
ment, with some $30,000 expected from 
neighboring townships.

Palatine undergoes subtle, but big change

Bob Coffin, Up With People's sound engineer 
He's an oldtimer on his job—at 25

At the ripe old age of 25, Long Grove 


resident Bob Coffin is considered an old- 
timer in his job. He's a backstage stal- 
wart of the "Up With People" song and 
dance troupe, a group of college and high 
school students featured tonight in a one- 
hour television broadcast. 


As sound engineer, Coffin is respon- 


sible for controlling microphones, ampli- 
fiers and other equipment to make sure 
that the right singer is heard at the right 
time. 


The television special will be aired at 9 


p.m. tonight, on Channel 2. A cast of 135 
young people age 17 to 24 will be singing 
original music — rock, jazz, country and 
folk — all choreographed on stage. An 


international group of young people form 
the three casts with Up With People. 


And behind the scenes, Coffin is regu- 


lating the end product, so that what 
people hear in the audience, sounds as 
good as the singers' voices on stage. 


WHEN HE'S not on tour with the 


group, Coffin is at home in Long Grove 
with his family. A graduate of Adlai Ste- 
venson High School, he completed col- 
lege at Nebraska Wesleyan University in 
Lincoln before signing on with the Up 


- With People songsters. 


AT THAT POINT in his life, Coffin was 


already older than most of the per- 
formers in the troupe. After \Vz years 
with the organization, Coffin "has ma- 
tured, and learned a lot," said his moth- 


er, Mrs. Robert P. Coffin. 


The Coffin family has been wrapped up 


in the Up With People program for 
years. When the group gave perform- 
a n c e s in surrounding communities, 
young performers would stay overnight 
in the Coffin home, sparking Coffin's in- 
terest in joining the group. 


"He has wanted to do this for a long 


time," Mrs. Coffin said. When he was in 
grade school, Coffin started recording 
the plays put on by his classmates. Lat- 
er, he got into lighting and sound control. 


NOW COFFIN is working with one of 


three casts of performers. His current 
group, Cast B, is the educational cast, 
formed of half college and half high 


school singers. Professors and teachers 
travel with the group to keep up with the 
youths' schooling, and special graduation 
ceremonies are scheduled for May. 


During his first year with the Up With 


People casts, Coffin toured Europe and 
much of the United States. And last fall 
he was with the group in special per- 
formances at the Olympics. 


Small groups of performers go out into 


the community during their tours around 
the United States, to entertain at homes 
for senior citizens, the blind, deaf, handi- 
capped, or local organizations. 


Tonight's television special was shot 


entirely on location in New Mexico be- 
fore live audiences.

mittees. 


• Flooding: The village flood com- 


mittee set up by Brown several weeks 
ago will be expanded, Jones said, and 
directed to work for federal funding of 
the Upper Salt Creek Watershed Plan. 
He also indicated he may personally go 
to Springfield and Washington by the end 
of May to lobby for funds. A ban on 
building in the flood plain will be adopted 
"if we can." 


• Responsiveness: Jones reiterated the 


GOP pledge that village board meetings 
will be held in the neighborhoods and 
that "Listen-Ins" will be continued to 
hear residents' views. In addition, sev- 
eral citizens' committees will be set up, 
he said. 


In legal matters, Jones made clear 


he'd like to settle out of court the two 
major suits involving Palatine — the 
funding of West Colfax Street improve- 
ments and the spraying of mosquitos. 


HE SUGGESTED cutting back on the 


Colfax improvements — building, for ex- 
ample, a two-lane rather than four-lane 
road — thus reducing the $1.4 million 
cost. That way, he said, property owners 
who are fighting the village's proposed 
breakdown of the costs may be more wil- 
ving to provide 30 per cent of the cost. 


The mosquito suit, filed 1% years ago 


by the Northwest Mosquito Abatement 
District challenging a local ban on spray- 
ing, "has dragged on long enough," 
Jones said. 


"I basically agree with the reports that 


Malathion is bad, but all insecticides are 
not bad," he said, "and the ecological 
pendulum has gone too far one way." 


The outgoing village board had enacted 


the spraying ban on the grounds that 
Malathion, a chemical insecticide, is 
harmful to the environment and that 
spraying in general is an ineffective way 
to kill mosquitos.

Bill urges new 
sales tax split 


by MARILYN HEISER 


A new bill to redistribute municipal 


sales tax revenue collected at regional 
shopping centers has been introduced in 
the Illinois House by Rep. Daniel M. 
Pierce. D-Hlghland Park. 


Under Pierce's bill, the municipality In 


which the regional shopping center is lo- 
cated would retain 50 per cent of the one 
per cent municipal sales tax rebated. 
The remaining 50 per cent would be di- 
vided among all villages and cities with- 
in a six mile radius of the shopping cen- 
ter. 


The new bill differs from one in- 


t r o d u c ed 
by Rep. Giddy 
Dyer, 


R-Hinsdale. which was recently voted 
down in a House committee. Mrs. Dyer's 
bill would have distributed 80 per cent of 
the municipal sales tax on a statewide 
per capita basis. The municipality in 
which the tax was collected would retain 
20 per cent of the revenue. 


Most Northwest suburban mayors op- 


posed Mrs. Dyer's bill and several, In- 
cluding Sc ha urn burg Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher, Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 
Teichert and Rolling Meadows Mayor 
Roland Meyer testified against the bill in 
the house committee. 


TEICHERT SAID Wednesday he was 


equally opposed to Pierce's proposal. 
"All the reasons for opposing the Dyer 
bill would be just as valid. This also 
changes the ground rules now that every- 
one has planned and developed their 
community.'1 


Reducing the area of redistribution and 


applying it only to regional shopping cen- 
ters does not change the principle of 
state redistribution of local funds, he 
said. It is only a maneuver to make the 
bill more palatable to more commu- 
nities, he added. 


"Communities who didn't want com- 


merce and industry, the traffic and other 
problems that go with it, would now reap 
the benefits," Teichert said. "I really 
don't think this bill will garner more sup- 
port, as the principle is still wrong." 


Pierce's bill would affect many of the 


Northwest suburbs because of their prox- 
imity to Schaumburg's Woodfield Mall 
and Mount Prospect's Randhurst. 


IP THEY ARE within the six mile 


radius Pierce's bill specifies, the suburbs 
would share in the sales tax revenues 
which presently goes only to Schaum- 
burg and Mount Prospect. 


Pierce is specifically concerned with 


the Sears Roebuck plan to construct a 
major shopping center on County Line 
R o a d 
in Northbrook, 
adjacent 
to 


Deerfield and Highland Park. Traffic 
would increase in the neighboring sub- 
urbs and shoppers from the surrounding 
area would use the center, but only 
Northbrook would get sales tax revenue, 
Pierce said. 


Co-sponsers of the bill are also con- 


cerned with other Lake County centers, 
such as New Century Town in Vernon 
Hills and Lakehurst Shopping Center in 
Waukegan.

Township GOP 
may run slate 
in '75 election

The Palatine Township Republican 


Party, which scored a major victory in 
Palatine village eelctions Tuesday, prob- 
ably will run a slate of candidates in 
Rolling Meadows city elections in 1975, 
Mayor Roland Meyer predicted yester- 
day. 


"1 know they're thinking of Rolling 


Meadows," Meyer said of the township 
GOP leadership yesterday. "I think 
they'll try it here." 


Meyer's statement came in the wake of 


the Republican Party's sweep of village 
offices in Palatine Tuesday over the in- 
cumbent Village Independent Party. The 
Republican slate in Palatine, headed by 
village presidential candidate Wendell 
Jones, soundly defeated the VIPs, led by 
presidential candidate Clayton Brown, 


Republicans captured the village presi- 


dent's office, village clerk's office, and 
four trustee seats in the Palatine elec- 
tions. 


GOP TOWNSHIP committeeman Ber- 


nard Pedersen, however, denied yester- 
day that the Republicans are planning to 
back candidates in Rolling Meadows in 
local elections two years from now.

In response to a question on whether 


the GOP organization would actively 
support candidates in Rolling Meadows if 
asked to do so, Pedersen said "at this 
time I would say no." 


"We have precinct captains stationed 


throughout the township," Pedersen said. 
"If we have eight or nine in Rolling 
Meadows who want to do something 
along that line (backing a candidate), we 
wouldn't stop them. That is the way we 
do things. We're very democratic in that 
way." 


MEYER INSISTED yesterday, how- 


ever, he is sure the township Republi- 
cans will attempt to gain a political foot 
hold in the city. "There's no question 
that certain people in this election Tues- 
day) 
were from the township Republi- 


cans. One of the candidates in this last 
election had the backing of township Re- 
publicans living in Rolling Meadows," 
Meyer charged. 


He referred to 3rd Ward candidate 


Richard Nolan, who was defeated in 
Tuesday's election by incumbent Aid. 
Stephen Eberhard. 


"One of the candidates holds his job 


through the township Republican Party," 
Meyer said referring to Nolan. 


Nolan is a foreman with the Illinois Di- 


vision of Highways, a position he has 
said is a civil service job. 


"I think they'll attempt to get into 


Rolling Meadows," Meyer said of the Re- 
publicans. "I would welcome it because I 
think we'll beat them. I think we'll take 
whatever challenge they offer," he 
added. 


MEYER SAID two minor attempts by 


the GOP to win offices in the city were 
turned back in 1967 and 1969. 


The statements mark the second time 


this month Meyer has attacked the town- 
ship GOP organization. The first took 
place when Meyer endorsed Democrat 
Jack Scollay for township supervisor 
over incumbent GOP supervisor Howard 
Olsen in the April 3 township elections. 


Meyer at that time charged the town- 


ship Republicans were secretly running a 
coalition ticket of Democrats and Re- 
publicans because two GOP candidates 
for auditors, Donald Belm and Gary L. 
Price, had voted in Democratic pri- 
maries in March, 1972. 


Though they admitted having voted in 


the Democratic primary, Bellm and 
Price said they did so to oppose former 
Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 
Hanrahan. Both said their party affilia- 
tion has remained with the Republicans. 


Both Bellm and Price were elected to 


the township board April 3 along with 
Olsen and the entire Republican ticket. 
Bellm and Price were the top vote-get- 
ters among the candidates for auditors. 


Meyer, a Republican, was shunned by 


the township GOP organization in his at- 
tempt to run for state representative last 
year.

Council challengers 
Corral, Macklin hint bids in 


Two candidates defeated Tuesday for 


aldermanic seats in Rolling Meadows 
have hinted that they may try for council 
seats in 1975. 


In the wake of their losses, 4th Ward 


challenger George Corral and 5th Ward 
challenger Bernard Macklin said yester- 
day they are leaving the door open for 
another run at the council when munici- 
pal elections are held again in two years. 


Corral was defeated Tuesday by in- 


cumbent Aid. Daniel Weber, while Mack- 
lin was turned back by incumbent Aid. 
Frederick Jacobson. Other winners Tues- 
day were incumbent 1st Ward Aid. Mer- 
rill Wuerch over Mrs. Marilyn Deane 
Wandersee and incumbent 3rd Ward Aid. 
Stephen Eberhard over Richard Nolan. 
Aid. Thomas Waldron (2nd) ran unop- 
posed. 


"We'll try it again next time," Corral 


said yesterday. He called his campaign 
"an experience that I was very happy to 
go through. We met a lot of wonderful 
people." 


"I gave it my best," said Macklin, who 


was the only candidate endorsed by May- 
or Roland Meyer to be defeated. "I knew 
that I had as much chance of losing as I 
did of winning. It's too early to say 
whether I would run again, but I'm not 
giving up hope." 


DEFEATED CHALLENGERS in the 


1st Ward and 3rd Ward said presently 
they have no plans to run again. 


"I haven't given running again any 


thought at the moment," Mrs. Wan- 
dersee said. "It's too early to say." 


Nolan also said "it is too soon to say" 


whether he would attempt another run 
for the council. Of Tuesday's election he 
said "I thought the people had a choice. I 
enjoyed it and I met many nice people 
that I might not have met before." 


Final vote totals show Macklin receiv- 


ing 161 votes to Jacobson's 246. The 
apartment turnout in the 5th Ward's 
Meadow Trace complex produced only 20 
votes, all of which went to Jacobson. 


IN THE 4TH WARD, where two-thirds 


of the population is comprised of apart-'' 
ment dwellers, Weber defeated Corral by 
a vote of 313 to 172. Corral did carry the 
second precinct of the ward which is 
comprised of the Georgetown and Algon- 
quin Park Apartments. The voter turnout 
there, Iwwever, was only 31 to 13 in favor 
of Corral. 


The third precinct of the ward, the 


Three Fountains apartment complex, 
drew only 47 voters who divided 25 for 
Weber and 22 for Corral. 


In the 4th Ward's- first precinct, on the 


other hand,'almost 400 voters went to the 


• polls. This precinct, which includes all 


the single-family population of the ward, 


7 


went to Weber by a 275 to 119 vote. 


MEYER, IN commenting yesterday 


about the poor apartment turnout, said 
there is little that can be done to reverse 
the apathy in the apartments. 


"A lot of the people feel they'll be here 


only a short time," Meyer said. He noted 
that since November, when poll sheets 
showed some 313 persons registered in 
the Meadow Trace complex, 103 Meadow 
Trace residents had moved from the 
city. 


Despite the low turnouts among apart- 


ment dwellers, the city is required to set 
up polls in the apartment sites. Costs to 
set up each of the city's 15 precinct polls 
averages about $260. 


Based on Tuesday's apartment vote, 


figures show it cost the city approxi- 
mately $13 for each vote cast in the 
Meadow Trace apartments, and $6 for 
each vote cast in the Georgetown, Algon- 
quin, and Three Fountains apartments. 


"I don't know what the answer is," 


Meyer said. "There is something lacking 
there but I don't know how to instill 'civ- 
ic pride'." 


Official totals in Tuesday's election 


showed Wuerch with a total of 305 votes 
to Mrs. Wandersee's 182, Eberhard with 
a total 454 votes to Nolan's 268, Weber 
with 313 votes to Corral's 172, and Jacob- 
s' -1 with 246 votes to Macklin's 161.

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Pregnancy among top problems 
Bridge aided 4,000 in 1972 


by JULIA BAUER 


Counselors for the Bridge, the Palatine 


area's youth counseling center, made 
some 4,000 contacts with teenagers in 
1972, discussing problems ranging from 
pregnancy to job placement. 


The 1972 figures show that nearly three 


times as many youths were served by 
the Bridge than during 1971, its first year 
of operation. An increased staff and 
more workers in the communities are 
credited for the upsurge in the teens' 
awareness and use of Bridge services, 
counselor Jean Flsler said. 


According to the organization's annual 


report. 1.195 youths met with counselors 
in "social rap," informal talk sessions. 
The second largest category of youth 
problems was pregnancy with 346 teens. 
Birth control was next with information 
requested by 306 teenagers. 


Nearly 60 per cent of the youths in con- 


tact with the Bridge were girls, 


The largest age group of people who 


met with Bridge counselors was in the 
16-18 year bracket. High school juniors 
represented the single largest grade lev- 
el being served by the Bridge, with soph- 
omores and seniors the next largest 
grades coming into the youth bureau, 


"We're really at this point still suffer- 


ing from some of those growth pains," 
said Palatine Township Youth Com- 
mittee (PTYC) chairman Paul Jung. 


"But 
the statistics are not what we're 


really about. The most important thing is 
to help kids." 


THE BRIDGE is operated by the 


PTYC. Financial support comes from 
Palatine Township and in cash or coun- 
selor-time donations from area townships 
and agencies. 


In addition to professional youth coun- 


selors at the Bridge, the Cook County De- 
partment of Public Health has assigned 
a registered nurse to give medical guid- 
ance and referrals to young people com- 
ing into the agency. Psychiatric helg is 
also available through a referral service. 


Other frequently discussed problems at 


the Bridge include drugs, family, abor- 
tion, school, legal, mental-emotional, ven 
ereal disease and other personal prob- 
lems, according to the report statistics. 


The Bridge Hotline is manned 24 hours 


a day by volunteers who can contact one 
of the professional counselors at any time 
when particularly serious problems are 
called in. More than 7,000 calls came into 
the Bridge during the past year. That 
figure does not account for repeat calls 
by the same person. 


ENTERING ITS third year of oper- 


ation, the Bridge is facing its first budget 
without the help of a funding grant from 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion.

Charged in 'pigeon drop* 


A Chicago woman was charged yester-

Kent and her partner told their unsus- 
pecting victim that they had found an 
envelope containing $30,000 cash or 
bonds.

The new bill differs from one in-

R-Hlnsdale, which was recently voted 
down in a House committee. Mrs. Dyer's 
bill would have distributed 80 per cent of 
the municipal sales tax on a statewide 
per capita basis. The municipality in 
which the tax was collected would retain 
20 per cent of the revenue. 


Most Northwest suburban mayors op- 


posed Mrs. Dyer's bill and several, in- 
cluding Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. 
Ateher, Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 
Teichert and Rolling Meadows Mayor 
Roland Meyer testified against the bill* in 
the house committee. 


TEICHERT SAID Wednesday he was 


equally opposed to Plerce's proposal. 
"All the reasons for opposing the Dyer 
bill would be just as valid. This also 
changes the ground rules now that every- 
one has planned and developed their 
community." 


Reducing the area of redistribution and 


applying it only to regional shopping cen- 
ters does not change the principle of 
state redistribution of local funds, he 
said.

Home precincts little help

A News Analysis 


An examination of precinct vote totals 


in Tuesday's Hoffman Estates election 
shows some unusual trends — half the 
candidates failed to carry their home 
precincts, one of whom eventually was 
elected. 


Incumbent Mayor Frederick Downey 


lost the election in his home precinct, as 
well as in the rest of the village. But he 
carried one precinct in the village, in 
Winston Knolls, tied In another, and 
came close to victorious Virginia Hayter 
in a few others. 


Melvin Timmons, a resident of Winston 


Knolls subdivision, was elected village- 
wide but lost both precincts in his home 
subdivision. His greatest loss was in his 
own Precinct 15, Another Winston Knolls 
candidate. Lee Dodglon, outpolled all oth- 
erer candidates for any village office in 
those two precincts, while Timmons fin- 
ished fifth among eight contenders for 
three of the trustee seats. Dodgion ran 
on the Civic Party slate. 


TIMMONS CREDITED "the overall 


ticket" with bringing individual Republi- 
cans into office, and his fellow Republi- 
cans were congratulating themselves 
Tuesday night with having provided a 
Winston Knolls vole* on the village 
board. But the Knolls, which has come to 
be recognized as a voting bloc in the 
village, strongly rejected that voice. 


Other candidates who failed to carry 


their home precincts were Shirley Turpin 
and Irene Petke, independents running 
for mayor; Charles Loveisky and William 
Stukas. Civic Party trustee candidates, 
and Walter Sullivan, Independent trustee 
candidate. 


The only Independent who managed to 


carry his own precinct was Sheldon Ga- 
lanter. trustee hopeful who finished In 
13th place among the 15 candidates for 
all offices. Galanter lives In Precinct 1, 
east of Roselle Road and between Golf 
and Higglns roads, and if only that pre- 
cinct had voted he would be a trustee. He 
finished last among trustee candidates In 
all but one other precinct. 


If the results of Tuesday's election can 


be considered significant, it appears Win- 
ston Knolls still is not the power block it 
has been given credit for being. 


The subdivision voted heavily for Civic 


Party candidates, with one exception, 
and not one of those candidates was 
elected. The exception was In Precinct 
14, the northernmost point of the village, 
where Republican Mrs. Hayter outpolled 
Civic Party head Downey by 13 votes. 
Mrs. Hayter trailed Downey by only nine 
votes in the other Knolls precinct.

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Pregnancy one of major problems 
4,000 teens aided by Bridge in '72 


by JULIA BAUER 


Counselors for the Bridge, the Palatine 


area's youth counseling center, made 
some 4,000 contacts with teenagers in 
1972, discussing problems ranging from 
pregnancy to job placement. 


The 1972 figures show that nearly three 


time* as many youths were served by 
the Bridge than during 1971, its first year 
of operation, An Increased staff and 
more workers In the communities are 
credited for the upsurge in the teens' 
awareness and use of Bridge services, 
counselor Jean Fisler said. 


According to the organization's annual 


report, 1,196 youths met with counselors 


in "social rap," informal talk sessions. 
The second largest category of youth 
problems was pregnancy with 346 teens. 
Birth control was next with information 
requested by 306 teenagers. 


Nearly 60 per cent of the youths in con- 


tact with the Bridge were girls. 


The largest age group of people who 


met with Bridge counselors was in the 
16-18 year bracket High school Juniors 
represented the single largest grade lev- 
el being served by the Bridge, with soph- 
omores and seniors the next largest 
grades coming into the youth bureau. 


"We're really at this point still suffer- 


ing from some of those growth pains,"

THE BRIDGE is operated by the 


PTYC. Financial support comes from 
Palatine Township and in cash or coun- 
selor-time donations from area townships 
and agencies. 


In addition to professional youth coun- 


selors at the Bridge, the Cook County De- 
partment of Public Health has assigned 
a registered nurse to give medical guid- 
ance and referrals to young people com- 
ing into the agency. Psychiatric help is 
also available through a referral service. 


Other frequently discussed problems at 


the Bridge include drugs, family, abor- 
tion, school, legal, mental-emotional, ven 
ereal disease and other personal prob- 
lems, according to the report statistics 


The Bridge Hotline is manned 24 hours 


a day by volunteers who can contact one 
of the professional counselors at any time 
when particularly serious problems are 
called in. More than 7,000 calls came into 
the Bridge during the past year. That 
figure does not account for repeat calls 
by the same person. 


ENTERING ITS third year of oper- 


ation, the Bridge is facing its first budget 
without the help of a funding grant from 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion. ILEC originally approved the mon- 
ey to start the experimental youth ser- 
vices bureau, on the condition that 
ILEC's share of the financing would de- 
crease each year until the entire respon- 
sibility for funding eventually fell on the 
local governments. That grant ends this 
month. 


Jung and Bridge director Don Rago 


have appealed to Palatine Township and 
surrounding governments for financial 
support. At this point, Palatine Township 
officials are anticipating a $52,000 allot- 
ment, with some $30,000 expected from 
neighboring townships. 


The townships of Schaumburg and Elk 


Grove have already promised $10,000 
each for the Bridge, and Wheeling Town- 
ship is considering a similar move 


YOUTHS FROM Palatine Township, 


Arlington Heights, Hoffman 
Estates, 


Schaumburg, Barrington, Des Plaines, 
Chicago, Mount Prospect and other 
areas have come to the Bridge for coun- 
seling and "to rap," the report states. 
But complete statistics on the residence 
of each youth coming to the Bridge have 
not been possible, largely through the 
agency's practice of not pressing a youth 
to identify his particular address or 
home town. 


The burden for financing the Btidge 


has fallen on Palatine Township in the 
past two years, as the government which 
took the initiative in setting up the youth 
agency. Township officials say they ex- 
pect the finances to become more evenly 
distributed as the Bridge extends its in- 
fluence and more governments start con- 
tributing to supporting the youth bureau 
financially.

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Two vote fraud 
complaints may 
be investigated 


No official investigation of vote fraud 


in the Mount Prospect village election 
has been started, but two complaints in- 
volving voter affidavits are being exam- 
ined. 


Assistant State's Atty. Michael Kreloff 


told the Herald yesterday he received at 
least two complaints. "We'll check out 
the complaints and, based on the facts, 
see what we should do," he said. 


Kreloff said results may take several 


weeks because his office is still sorting 
through about 200 vote fraud complaints 
from suburban Cook County. In Tues- 
day's election here, incumbent Mayor 
Robert Teiehert defeated independents 
Michael Minton and Albert Motsch by a 
wide margin. 


ONE OF THE COMPLAINTS here 


came from Norman Dachman, Mlnton's 
campaign manager. Dachman said Tues- 
day night that the state's attorney's of- 
fice had promised an investigation, but 
Kreloff said that was not necessarily 
true. 


Dachman turned in his complaint when 


Minton and his workers discovered that 
legal affidavits, used to certify regis- 
tered voters whose names do not appear 
on village voting lists, were not available 
for a while in some precincts Tuesday 
morning. 


Minton said the problem occurred In 


several precincts where he expected to 
run strongly. He said he went to the vil- 
lage clerk's office at 7:30 a.m. to get the 
situation corrected, but got no response 
from employes there. 


Kreloff would not reveal the name 


of the other person who had filed a com- 
plaint, but he said it was also related to 
the affidavits. 


According to the clerk's office, affida- 


vits were delivered to every precinct, but 
the large number needed was not antici- 
pated. Affidavits were taken later in the 
morning to the precincts where problems 
had been reported, the clerk said. 


A REPRESENTATIVE of the village 


clerk's office said about 2,300 names had 
been pulled out of the village voter books 
at the request of the Cook County Clerk. 
That request was made last year when 
the county clerk conducted a sporadic 
canvass of the area. 


The canvass was supposed to remove 


only ineligible voters from the lists, but 
many complaints were registerd soon af- 
ter the survey was completed. Voters 
complained they were qualified to vote 
but had been taken off the lists.

The Indians would know their way around...

Hi-Lusi, Manawa said. We-Go now be- 


cause there is Nawata here and we got to 
go See-Gwun. 


If this sounds strange, take a ride 


through the Country Club area of Mount 
Prospect and read the street signs. Hi- 
Lusi, Man-A-Wa, We-Go, Na-wa-ta and 
See-Gwun have been around almost as 
long as the village. They're examples of 
street names that may sound funny to us 
— but wouldn't be funny to the Indians. 


Although no one is positive, long-time 


residents say the streets were named by 
developer Axel Lonnquist about 1925, 
when he started turning 6QO acres of 
Busse farmland into what he called Pros- 
pect Park. Then billed as "the ideal sub- 
urb" of Mount Prospect, the area was 
bounded by Rte. 83, Golf Road, the 
Mount Prospect Country Club property 


and Central Road. 


One story is that Lonnquist let a local 


group of Campfire Girls pick the names. 
Whoever did the choosing wasn't always 
accurate, according to Edith Freund, 
who has made a thorough study of the 
street names. 


"You've got to remember that the 


name had to fit on a street sign. And also 
realize that Indian names were written 
down by white men who wrote what they 
heard and took it with them like bag- 
gage. Sometimes they heard c's as k's 
and d's as t's," explained the Mount 
Prospect resident. 


TAKE I-OKA Avenue, for example. Ac- 


cording to Mrs. Freund, I-Oka is a short- 
ened version of loka-ishta-iyuka-tubbe, 
the name of a chief who despised the 
white man. 


"The name was probably chosen be- 


cause there is a false version that people 
think means 'where two roads cross,' " 
speculated Mrs. Freund. 


Shabonne Trail, Wapella Avenue and 


Hiawatha Trail also take their names 
from Indian chiefs. Can-dota and Man- 
A-Wa, fairly easy to pinpoint, are ver- 
sions of names of Indian tribes. 


Shabonee, more famous than the Fox 


Chief Wapella, was a Potowatami chief 
and probably stopped along Welter Creek 
in 1810 as he wandered through northern 
Illinois. Not very popular with other In- 
dians, he would warn settlers of impend- 
ing attacks and even saved a few white 
men's lives. 


HIAWATHA, a legendary chief, comes 


from the famous poem by Henry Wad- 
sworth Longfellow. Unlike other streets 
in the area, Hiawatha Trail was named

Although many of the names are fairly 


easy to trace, a few take a little search- 
ing — like Na-wa-ta and See-Gwun. Some 
names, like Hi-Lusi, are just impossible 
to find, admits Mrs. Freund. 


She thinks Na-wa-ta is a verson of the 


Indian word "nawa," which means 
"slope" in the language of the Algonquin 
tribe And she said See-Gwun, which 
breaks at Welter Creek, is probably a 
shortened version of the Potawatomi 
"ce-na-ge-wine," meaning swift current. 


"FOR HI-LUSI, all I could think of was 


an Indian girl named Lucy who used to 
say 'hi' to everyone," Mrs. Freund jok- 
ed. 


While strangers may frown at the 


names, residents in the area apparently 
like their addresses. Following Lonn- 
quist's example, village officials chose 
names like Sauk, Hopi, Aztec and 
Apache for streets in the "new town" 
area annexed to Mount Prospect more 
than a year ago. 


As one woman who lives on Hi-Lusi 


Avenue put it, "We like our street 
names .Once you tell a friend, he never 
forgets your address."

Mrs. Lombardo?s going home

When Ermelinda Lombardo came to 


this country from her native Italy, she 
was 15 years old. Today. Mrs. Lombardo 
is 68 and she has decided now might be a

No one can say Mrs Lombardo hasn't 


earned a vacation. Last November, she 
retired after 22 years as the proprietor of 
the Heirloom Gift Shop, 108 E. Northwest 
Hwy, Mount Prospect. 


Mrs Lombardo opened the shop in 


Mount Prospect in 1951 after 10 years 
experience in a similar shop on north 
Clark St in Chicago At both stores she 
dealt in the sale of imported gifts: pre- 
cious glassware, stone and crystal ob- 
jects Her business never allowed her the 
chance, however, to travel to the country 
of origin of any of her merchandise. 
"We'd just go to the gift shows at the 
Palmer House and the Merchandise 
Mart to place the orders," she explained. 


MRS. LOMBARDO decided to open up 


the first gift shop more than 30 years ago 
because of a hobby. "I've always liked 
art and 1 used to collect a lot of art 
work" she said. She had no formal 
training in art or interior decorating. "I 
didn't need any courses, I knew it from 
instinct," she explained. 


Mrs Lombardo spent many hours on 


the one-woman business "I was the buy- 


er and seller and everything," she said. 
Because her husband had a shoe shop of 
his own, she couldn't expect any help 
from him And raising three children 
while maintaining the store in Chicago 
didn't leave much extra time. 


When the Lombardos mved to Mount 


Prospect, they transported both business- 
es to the same building on Northwest 
Highway. And until recently, they en- 
joyed the life. But 32 years in business is 
a long time. "We didn't want to work 
anymore," Mrs. Lombardo said simply 
in explaining why she and her husband 
decided to retire. 


"MR. ZIMMERMAN (the lawyer for 


the Village of Mount Prospect) ap- 
proached us to buy the building way be- 
fore this, so we offered it to them if they 
wanted to buy," Mrs. Lombardo said.

Asked if she had seen many changes in

Schools shift 
gears, keep 
shop teacher 


High School Dist. 214 has found a way 


to keep teacher Tom Hackenbach. 


Hackenbach, a power mechanics teach- 


er at Arlington High School, was 
reluctantly dismissed by the school 
board earlier this month because, after 
teaching for four years at the school, he 
was no longer eligible for a provisional 
teaching certificate. 


In the past, the district had filed a 


statement saying it could not hire fully 
certificated teachers in power mechanics 
but Supt. Edward Gilbert said that since 
qualified teachers are now available, the 
board could no longer hire Hackenbach 
on the provisional certificate. 


Monday night, however, Gilbert told 


the board that discussions with officials 
in several state offices had turned up a 
procedure the district can follow to keep 
Hackenbach on. 


UNDER THE procedure, Hackenbach 


will take the one course still required for 
him to receive a regular certificate to 
teach German, the district will then cer- 
tify that he is qualified to teach power 
mechanics and he will be approved by 
the state Division of Vocational and 
Technical Education, Gilbert said. 


Hackenbach originally began teaching 


without having taken any education 
courses, according to Robert Cudney, the 
district's director of instruction staffing, 
under the state law allowing a college 
graduate to teach provisionally without 
them. 


In the four years he has worked at Ar- 


lington, Cudney said, he has taken 16 
hours of education courses and com- 
pleted his student teaching requirement 
while teaching in the district summer 
school. To complete a regular certificate 
for power mechanics, however, he would 
have to take about 24 more semester 
hours in that field. 


Cudney said he and Gilbert talked to 


three different state offices before being 
told about the alternate procedure avail- 
able for Hackenbach's case. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education 


agreed to hire Hackenbach for next year 
contingent upon his completing the one 
course necessary for his regular certifi- 
cate. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the Dist. 214 


board officially canvassed the results of 
the April 14 election and seated two new 
members. The official results show the 
following vote totals: Jack Costello, 
3,786; Donald Hoeck, 3,318; Warren 
Schabinger, 2,358; Ruth Helbig, 1,758; 
Don McGlothlin, 1,557; and Alton Broten 
(write-in), 696. 


Costello will serve his second full 


term on the board and Hoeck and 
Schabinger will serve their first terms. 


The board also elected member Gene 


Artemenko president of the board for the 
coming year. 
Artemenko, who has 


served on the board for slightly more 
than a year, once served as president of 
the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 board. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber 


was reelected secretary of the board. 


THE BOARD also appointed four ad-

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Loser Minton drops lawsuits 
Election legal battle ends 


A legal battle that threatened to flare 


prior to the Mount Prospect mayoral 
election was extinguished

Scholten and Bud Richardson appeared 
for the perfunctory hearing at 10 a.m. 
yesterday. Their attorneys asked the 
judge to rule on the suits, but he refused. 


MINTON AND his attorney and em- 


ployer, John Biestek, arrived after the 
village officials left the court building. 
They voluntarily withdrew the suits. Min- 
ton, who was defeated by Teichert in 
Tuesday's election, said, "That should be 
the end of it (the lawsuits.)"

Minton asked the court to order the bal- 
lots changed.

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School remodeling cost cut in half 


The final plans agreed upon by the Elk 


Ctrove Township Dist. 59 school board for 
the proposed remodeling of Grove and 
Dempster junior high schools will cost 
only about half what the Initial remodel- 
ing would have cost. 


The revised plans are estimated to cost 


a total of $1.25 million for the two 
schools. The cost of the Initial plans had 
been estimated at $2.3 million. 


At Monday's meeting, the hoard voted 


to hold a $1,25 million bond issue referen- 
dum June 9 to finance the remodeling. 
The referendum will be a single issue for 
the replacement of heating and ventilat- 
ing systems, improvements to the learn- 
ing centers, relocation and remodeling of 


classrooms and certain small additions 
to the schools. 


The vote to hold the referendum was 


5-0. Emil Bahnmaier and Charles Knaup, 
elected to the board Saturday, abstained 
from the voting. 


THE INITIAL remodeling plans, pre- 


sented in October, called for the con- 
struction of "open classrooms" at both 
schools. After interviews with the facul- 
ties at both schools, the open classroom 
concept was dropped in favor of tradi- 
tional classrooms. 


In an open classroom, all students of 


one grade level are in one large room 
with several teachers. There are no indi- 


vidual classrooms as found in a tradition- 
al school. 


When the plans incorporating the tradi- 


tional classrooms were presented in 
March, the board asked for further revi- 
sions to eliminate the construction of a 
small auditorium at both schools and the 
installation of air conditioning. 


James Erviti, superintendent, told the 


board that the architect would require 
four to six months to complete detailed 
drawings and specification sheets for the 
letting of bids. If the bond referendum 
passed in June, construction work could 
be expected to begin about the first of 
the year.

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7-month experiment to reduce fatalities 
Police to step up traffic 
enforcement if grant OKd 


Arlington Heights police will step up 


traffic law enforcement this summer, if 
a federal grant to pay overtime salaries 
of patrolman is approved as expected. 


According to Police Sgt. Jack Weber, 


the grant would pay the cost of two addi- 
tional traffic patrols per police shift, or 
an equivalent of a 10 per cent increase in 
the number of policemen enforcing traf- 
fic laws. 


The increased traffic law enforcement 


is part of an experimental federal pro- 
gram called Fatal Accident Reduction 
Enforcement (FARE). 


The program's concept, Weber says, is 


to give police departments additional 
money to pay overtime salaries in a test 
to determine whether more vigorous 
traffic law enforcement will result in a 
significant decrease in the number of 
accidents. 


IF THE GRANT is approved, the 


FARE program will go into effect May 
21 and last for seven months, Weber 
said. 


I'nrier terms of the grant, policemen 


may be assigned up to an additional four 
hours of duty at the end of an eight-hour 
day, 
or may be paid to work a full eight 


hours on what would normally be a day 
off. 


Arlington Heights was one of 20 police 


departments in the state invited to par- 
ticipate in FARE, and is one of three in 
the metropolitan Chicago area that ap- 
plied for grant money. Evanston and 
Skokie police departments are also seek- 
ing funds. 


Illinois has been given a half million 


dollars by the U. S. Dept. of Trans- 
portation to distribute to the various po- 
lice departments, Arlington Heights is 
hoping to receive about $100,000. 


"The additional patrols will cover the 


whole spectrum of traffic enforcement 
including radar, VASCAR, red light, stop 
sign and right-of-way violations," Weber 
said. 


HE SAID traffic policemen will con- 


centrate patrols at locations which sta- 
tistically have a high number of acci- 
dents each year. 


Weber says he hopes the stepped-up 


enforcement will reduce injury accidents 
by at least 10 per cent. 


Last year, two people were killed and 


458 persons injured in auto accidents in 
Arlington Heights. And although the new 
program is specifically aimed at reduc- 
ing fatal car crashes, Weber says there 
is a close parallel to personal injury ac- 
cidents. 


"Many times it is almost a roll of the 


dice whether a person will be injured or 
killed in an auto accident. An 80-year-old 
man may die from a rib injury that a

teen-age driver would recover from," he 
said. 


"In Arlington Heights we may or may 


not show a reduction in fatal accidents, 
but we will, I believe, be able to reduce 
injuries." 


WEBER SAID Arlington Heights was 


invited to participate in the program be- 
cause of its size, and the fact that the 
police department has a good record of 
supplying accident information to the 
state. 


The Cook County Sheriff's Police, State 


Police and the City of Chicago Police De- 
partment were also asked to apply for 


grant money, but all declined to do so, he 
said. 


"The grant is somewhat unusual in 


that the money has to be used for sala- 
ries. Departments are specifically pro- 
hibited from purchasing equipment." 


If the experimental program proves 


successful, it could be extended beyond 
the seven-month trial. 


"Every police department is limited fi- 


nancially in what it can do. FARE is the 
government's way of determining wheth- 
er extra money for additional enforce- 
ment will cause a significant reduction in 
the number of accidents," Weber said.

Despite delays in school construction 


Architects 
sought for 
culture hall 


The Arlington Heights Cultural Com- 


mission next month will begin inter- 
viewing architects in search of a firm to 
prepare preliminary designs for a cultur- 
al center building adjacent to the library. 


The commission hopes to secure about 


$25,000 from sources such as the Ford 
Foundation to pay for the architectural 
work once it has decided on a firm. 


Nine architectural firms from across 


the country will be interviewed in May, 
and more may be invited to make pre- 
sentations during the months ahead, ac- 
cording to Darryl Kenning, assistant vil- 
lage manager and cultural commission 
secretary. 


The architectural renderings, plans 


and models are needed before the com- 
mission can start a major fund-raising 
drive to get the estimated $2.5 million to 
build the kind of center the commission 
wants. 


IN FEBRUARY, the commission en- 


dorsed a $6,000 feasibility study prepared 
by George C. Izenour, an internationally 
known theatre consultant. 


Izenour proposed a multi-purpose cul- 


tural center that could be built in two 
phases. The first phase would consist of 
a 530-seat theatre and the second phase 
would add 1,315 more seats for a total 
concert hall seating capacity of more 
than 1,800. 


The stalled "convertible theatre" 


could then be used for intimate dramat- 
ic, as well as large-scale musical produc- 
tions. 


Cost of the type of building Izenour 


proposed was estimated in the report at 
between $2.3 and $2.8 million. 


THE ARCHITECTS interviewed will be 


asked about their conception of a build* 
ing to go around Izenour's interior plans. 


In the meantime, Kenning said, appli- 


cations will be filed for a $25,000 en- 
dowment. The Ford Foundation and the 
National Foundation for the Arts are two 
possible sources most frequently men- 
tioned by the commission. 


The cultural center site is immediately 


south of the Arlington Heights Memorial 
Library on s square block now being 
used as a parking tot.

BARGER SAID workers still have to 


complete a section of the north wall of 
the school before the roof can be in- 
stalled. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said yester- 


day school officials haven't yet devel- 
oped any plans in case they are unable to 
open Irving School In September. 


"I hate to start speculating about what 


we'd do, but I imagine we'd Just have to 
put the kids In other nearby schools," 


Gill said. "We'd try to keep them togeth- 
er." 


Construction on Irving School was late 


in getting started because of a con- 
troversy over moving a large amount of 
dirt on the site. Miller Builders, devel- 
opers of Mill Creek, was accused by the 
school district of holding up construction 
2'/2 months because they failed to re- 
move the dirt, as they had promised. 


The dirt was moved only after the dis- 


trict threatened to use taxpayers' funds 
to pay for the removal. Construction fi- 
nally started in late October. 


THE $1.4 MILLION school is almost 


identical to James Whitcomb Riley 


School in the Arlington Heights section of 
Dist. 21. The only difference between the 
two schools is that Irving will be con- 
structed with movable interior walls to 
accommodate open classrooms or large 
groups of students. 


Construction on the district's other new 


school, Robert Louis Stevenson in Wheel- 
ing, is also progressing on schedule. 
School officials expect that building to be 
completed in August. 


When the two new schools are finished,

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Bill urges new sales tax split 


by MARILYN HEISER 


A new bill to redistribute municipal 


sales tax revenue collected at regional 
shopping centers has been introduced in 
the Illinois House by Rep. Daniel M. 
Pierce, D-Highland Park. 


Under Pierce's bill, the municipality in 


which the regional shopping center is lo- 
cated would retain 50 per cent of the one 
per cent municipal sales tax rebated. 
The remaining 50 per cent would be di- 
vided among all villages and cities with- 
in a six mile radius of the shopping cen- 
ter. 


The new bill differs from one in- 


t r o d u c e d 
by Rep. Giddy Dyer, 


R-Hinsdale, which was recently voted 
down in a House committee. Mrs. Dyer's 
bill would have distributed 80 per cent of 
the municipal sales tax on a statewide 
per capita basis. The municipality in 
which the tax was collected would retain 
20 per cent of the revenue. 


Most Northwest suburban mayors op- 


posed Mrs. Dyer's bill and several, in- 
cluding Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. 
Atcher, Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 
Teichert and Rolling Meadows Mayor 
Roland Meyer testified against the bill in 
the house committee.

Appointmens to be first Walsh job 


Citizen appointments to village boards 


and commissions will be an immediate 
responsibility of Village Pres.-Elect Jack 
Walsh when he takes office Monday. 


Most of the village's boards and com- 


missions are understaffed. One, the Se- 
nior Citizens Commission, created by or- 
dinance almost a year ago, has never 
been formed. 


At least 16 vacancies exist, including 


nine on the senior citizens commission, 
four on the plan commission, a chairman 
for the environmental control commis- 
sion, a cultural commission member and 
one doctor on the board of health.

In addition, the Board of Local Im- 


provements, which oversees special as- 
sessments in the village, still has to elect 
a president.

"All the reasons for opposing the Dyer 
bill would be just as valid. This also 
changes the ground rules now that every- 
one has planned and developed their 
community." 


Reducing the area of redistribution and 


applying it only to regional shopping cen- 
ters does not change the principle of 
state redistribution of local funds, he 
said. It is only a maneuver to make the 
bill more palatable to more commu- 
nities, he added. 


"Communities who didn't want com- 


merce and industry, the traffic and other 
problems that go with it, would now reap 
the benefits," Teichert said. "I really 
don't think this bill will garner more sup- 
port, as the principle is still wrong." 


Pierce's bill would affect many of the 


Northwest suburbs because of their prox- 
imity to Schaumburg's Woodfield Mall 
and Mount Prospect's Randhurst. 


IF THEY ARE within the six mile 


radius Pierce's bill specifies, the suburbs 
would share in the sales tax revenues 
which presently goes only to Schaum- 
burg and Mount Prospect.

He's an oldtimer on his job — at 25

At the ripe old age of 25, Long Grove 


resident Bob Coffin is considered an old- 
timer in his job. He's a backstage stal- 
wart of the "Up With People" song and 


dance troupe, a group of college and high 
school students featured tonight in a one- 
hour television broadcast. 


As sound engineer, Coffin is respon- 


sible for controlling microphones, ampli- 


4,000 youths got help 
from Bridge during '72

Counselors for the Bridge, the Palatine 


area's youth counseling center, made 
some 4.000 contacts with teenagers in 
1972, discussing problems ranging from 
pregnancy to job placement 


The 1972 figures show that nearly three 


times as many youths were served by 
the Bridge than during 1971, its first year 
of operation. An Increased staff 
and 


more workers in the communities are 
credited for the upsurge in the teens' 
awareness and use of Bridge services, 
counselor Jean Fisler said. 


According to the organization's annual 


report, 1,195 youths met with counselors 
In "social rap," informal talk sessions. 
The second largest category of youth 
problems was pregnancy with 346 teens. 
Birth control was next with information 
requested by 306 teenagers. 


Nearly 60 per cent of the youths in con- 


tact with the Bridge were girls. 


The largest age group of people who 


met with Bridge counselors was in the 
16-18 year bracket. High school juniors 
represented the single largest grade lev- 
el being served by the Bridge, with soph- 
omores and seniors the next largest 
grades coming into the youth bureau. 


"We're really at this point still suffer- 


ing from some of those growth pains," 
said Palatine 
Township Youth Com- 


mittee (PTYC) chairman Paul Jung. 
"But the statistics are not what we're 
really about. The most important thing is 
to help kids." 


THE BRIDGE Is operated by the 


PTYC. Financial support comes from 
Palatine Township and in cash or coun- 
selor-time donations from area townships 
and agencies. 


fn addition to professional youth coun- 


selors at the Bridge, the Cook County De- 
partment of Public Health has assigned 
a registered nurse to give medical guid- 
ance and referrals to young people com- 
ing into the agency. Psychiatric help is 
also available through a referral service. 


Other frequently discussed problems at 


the Bridge include drugs, family, abor- 
tion, school, legal, mental-emotional, ven 
ereal disease and other personal prob- 
lems, according to the report statistics. 


The Bridge Hotline is manned 24 hours 


a day by volunteers who can contact one 
of the professional counselors at any time 
when particularly serious problems are 
called in More than 7,000 calls came into 
the Bridge during the past year. That 
figure does not account for repeat calls 
by the same person. 


ENTERING ITS third year of oper- 


ation, the Bridge is facing its first budget 
without the help of a funding grant from 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion. ILEC originally approved the mon- 
ey to start the experimental youth ser- 
vices bureau, on the condition that 
ILEC's share of the financing would de- 
crease each year until the entire respon- 
sibility for funding eventually fell on the 
local governments. That grant ends this 
month 


Jung and ^Bridge director Don Rago 


have appealed to Palatine Township and 
surrounding governments for financial 
support. At this point, Palatine Township 
officials are anticipating a $52,000 allot- 
ment, with some $30,000 expected from 
neighboring townships. 


The townships of Schaumburg and Elk 


Grove have already promised $10,000 
each for the Bridge, and Wheeling Town- 
ship is considering a similar move. 


YOUTHS FROM Palatine Township, 


Arlington 
Heights, 
Hoffman 
Estates, 


Schaumburg, Barrington, Des Plaines, 
Chicago, Mount Prospect and other 
areas have come to the Bridge for coun- 
seling and "to rap," the report states. 
But complete statistics on the residence 
of each youth coming to the Bridge have 
not been possible, largely through the 
agency's practice of not pressing a youth 
to identify his particular address or 
home town. 
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fiers and other equipment to make sure 
that the right singer is heard at the right 
time. 


The television special will be aired at 9 


A cast of 135 
young people age 17 to 24 will be singing 
original music — rock, jazz, country and 
folk — all choreographed on stage.

lating the end product, so that what 
people hear in the audience, sounds as 
good as the singers' voices on stage. 


WHEN HE'S not on tour with the 


group, Coffin is at home in Long Grove 
with his family. A graduate of Adlai Ste- 
venson High School, he completed col- 
lege at Nebraska Wesleyan University in 
Lincoln before signing on with the Up 
With People songsters. 


AT THAT POINT in his life, Coffin was 


already older than most of the per- 
formers in the troupe. After 1% years 
with the organization, Coffin "has ma- 
tured, and learned a lot," said his moth- 
er, Mrs. Robert P. Coffin. 


The Coffin family has been wrapped up 


in the Up With People program for 
years. When the group gave perform- 
a n c e s in surrounding communities, 


young performers would stay overnight 
in the Coffin home, sparking Coffin's in- 
terest in joining the group. 


"He has wanted to do this for a long 


time," Mrs. Coffin said. When he was in 
grade school, Coffin started recording 
the plays put on by his classmates. Lat- 
er, he got into lighting and sound control. 


NOW COFFIN is working with one of 


three casts of performers. His current 
group, Cast B, is the educational cast, 
formed of half college and half high 
school singers. Professors and teachers 
travel with the group to keep up with the 
youths' schooling, and special graduation 
ceremonies are scheduled for May. 


During his first year with the Up With 


People casts, Coffin toured Europe and 
much of the United States. And last fall 
he was with the group in special per- 
formances at the Olympics. 


Small groups of performers go out into 


the community during their tours around 
the United States, to entertain at homes 
for senior citizens, the blind, deaf, handi- 
capped, or local organizations. 


Tonight's television special was shot 


entirely on location in New Mexico be- 
fore live audiences. 
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
